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PRESIDENT MKINLEY 


‘He Makes His Official Entry Into 
the Pacific Coast City. 








CHEERED BY IMMENSE CROWDS 





Jn the Evening He Attends a Public 
Reception in the Market Street 
Ferry Station. 





SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—President 
McKinley made his official entry into this 
city, the objective point of his tour, this 
afternoon. After being formally welcomed 
by Mayor J. D. Phelan, he drove through 
the principal streets, attended by a military 
and naval escort. The President attended 
@ public reception to-night in the large nave 
of the Market Street ferry depot. 

President McKinley decided early this 
morning that, owing to Mrs. McKinley’s ill- 
ness, he would not visit Leland Stanford, 
Jr., University, as had been planned, but 
would limit himself to the day's exercises 
fn this city. 

At 2:40 o'clock this afternoon the Presi- 
dent left the Scott residence for the Va- 
Jencia Street Station. Here he met the 
train bringing the members of the Cabinet 
and the remainder of his party. The Presi- 
dent, the members of his Cabinet, Mayor 
Phelan, and the Reception Committee were 
then taken by special rrain to the Third 
and Townsend Street Station, where the 
military and naval escort was waliting. 

Long before the hour set for the Presi- 
dent’s arrival Third Street, from King to 


Harrison Street, was a_ solid mass of 
humanity. Within a very few minutes of 
the time set the sound of a whistle sig- 


maled to the crowds in the southern part 
of the city that the President was ap- 
proaching. Similar signals, repeated at in- 
tervals, told of the progress of the train, 
and finally the clanging of the engine bell 
announced its presence in the railroad 
yards near the end of its journey. 

Then the whistles of the factories and 
machine shops of the neighborhood were 
biown, the bells of the yard engines were 
rung, and thousands of voices joined in the 
noisy welcome to the city’s guests. A few 
minutes after the train arrived the proces- 


sion was formed, and the march up Third 
Street was begun. In the rear of a platoon 
of mounted police and a battalion of pa- 
trolmen came Grand Marshal Warfield and 
his aids. Behind them were the members fo 
Troop A, the special escort of the Presi- 
dent, closely followed by the Veteran 
Guard of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

A second later President McKinley was 
in full view of the throng. Accompanying 
him were Mayor Phelan and Irving M. 
Scott, Chairman of the Citizens’ Executive 
Committee. As the carriage was drawn out 
to the street and turned in line with the 
procession cheer after cheer rose from the 
multitude, which was re-echoed along the 
thoroughfares. With his face wreathed in 
smiles, President McKinley bowed his ac- 
knowledgments of the ovation. 

After the President’s carriage came the 
carriages of the Cabinet members, of Gov. 
Nash of Ohio and his staff, and of the 
Ohio Congressional delegation. The long 
line of carriages was followed by 4,000 
trcops, infantry, artillery, and cavalry, 
from the Presidio, led by Gen. Shafter, and 
by 1,000 marines and sailors from the bat- 
tieships Iowa, Philadelphia, and Wiscon- 
sin, under command of Admiral Casey. 

From the moment the President emerged 
from the station the cheering was tremen- 
dous, but as the long procession got under 
way its force seemed to be redoubled. Far 
up the line the cry was caught up. Block 
after block, in succession, was faced with 
@ surging mass that broke forth into a vo- 
ciferous welcome. Thousands of steam 
whistles were blown in all parts of the 
city. The tones of the siren, the blasts of 
horns, the din of a thousand devices for the 
production of sound, the measured tread 
of thousands of feet, the triumphal! strains 
of bands—all were united with the voices 
of the people in acclaim to the President. 

The line of march was handsomely dec- 
orated with flags, bunting, and evergreens. 
At Van Ness Avenue President McKinley 
reviewed the procession, after which he re- 
paired to the Scott residence for dinner. 

The President was driven to the ferry 
depot at 8 o’clock this evening. The large 
and handsome illuminated nave of the 
building was filled by a vast crowd of peo- 
ple. Mayor Phelan made a brief address of 
fwelcome, to which Mr. McKinley responded. 

Entering at one door of the nave, the 
people passed down the hall to the south- 
ern end, where President McKinley stood, 
surrounded by the members of his Cabinct 
and other prominent visitors. The Presi- 
dent did not indulge in handshaking, but 
bowed as the people passed, each one sa- 
luting him with a small flag. 

The warships Iowa, Wisconsin. and Phila- 
delphia, and the tornedo boat destroyer 
Farragut were illuminated to-night. 


She Was Better Yesterday, but the 
President’s Trip to the Northwest 


Is Likely to be Abandoned. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—Secretary 
Cortelyou issued the following bulletin to- 
day: 

*‘The doctors after their morning consul- 
tation find that Mrs. McKinley has lost 
nothing, but has gained a little since last 
night's rest.” 

Mr. Cortelyou stated later that the Presi- 
dent had not yet decided as to his plans 
for the next two days. Everything de- 
pended upon Mrs. McKinley's condition. 

The President will not decide until the 
latter part of the week whether or not he 
will abandon the trip to the Northwest. 
Among the members of the party to-day 
the prevailing impression seemed to be 
that Mrs. McKinley’s condition would 


Necessitate the complete abandonment of 
the trip beyond San Francisco. 


Plans of the Governer of Ohio. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—The mem- 
bers of the Ohio Society will turn out in 
force to-morrow at Berkeley for the com- 
mencement exercises at the university. 
Gov. Nash will be present with his staff, 
@s well as all the visiting Congressmen, 
On Saturday the Governor, after attending 
the launching of the battleship named aft- 
er his State, will go around the bay as the 
guest of Surveyor General Gleaves on the 
tug Resvlute. On Sunday evening the Goy- 
ernor will start for home.

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Over a Hundred Texas Companies Have 
Not Paid Franchise Tax—C. A. 
Towne Negotiating for Oil Land.

AUSTIN, Texas, May 14.—The Secretary 
of State to-day declared forfeited the char- 
ters of over a hundred oil companies that 
were organized prior to May 1, the ground 
for the forfeiture being that they have 
failed to pay to the State the annual fran- 
chise tax due on that date. 

Among the forfeited companies are a 
number of “wild cat’’ concerns, which 
have already disposed of large amounts of 
stock and have quit business, but some of 
the affected companies are large and 
gitimate, and they will be reinstated in 
their corporate rights on payment of de- 
linquent franchise tax and penalties pre- 
scribed by law. 

Ex-Senator Charles A. Towne of Minne- 
sota, who is at Beaumont, is negotiating 
for the purchase of a tract of fifteen acres 
in the heart of the oil field. The pros- 
pective purchase price of this land is said 
to exceed $1,000,000. It is understood that

Mr. Towne is acting for a syndicate of 
Minnesota capitalists in conducting the 
transaction, although he will hold a large 


interest in the land if it is purchased. 

Values of land situated any distance 
away from the proven oil field are flatten- 
ing out rapidly. If a strike is made out- 
side of the proved oil district, these land 
values will doubtless again go up. 


PHILLIPS KEEPS CORN DOWN. 


When Shorts Bid Up the Grain He Bid 
Against Them, Keeping the Price 
at 54'% Cents.

CHICAGO, May 14.—‘' I believe May corn 
would have been bid to 60 cents by the 
shorts this morning but for the action of 
Phillips,’ said a corn broker to-day. Shorts 
began bidding for the May corn at 52 cents, 
and on the way up to 53% cents Phillips 
sold scattering lots—perhaps 200,000 bush- 
els in all. This did not stop the bidding, 


so Phillips did some bidding himself. He 
bought a small lot at 54 cents, then bid 
544% cents for 50,000 bushels. Of course 
there was no one to sell it. The shorts 
gave up the chase, and the price held at 


54 cents up to the close. 
it to sell at 60 cents. 
Shorts were also good buyers of July corn. 
Brokers for Frazier, Stauffer, Schwaftz- 
Dupee, Comstock, and others were active 
buyers. Even in the face of a break in 
wheat the July corn advanced to 45% cents. 
It was at 45 cents yesterday morning. 
Phillips was, however, more active in oats 
than corn. The country is bullish. Outside 
reports are gloomy on the start of the new 
crop. Phillips has felt the pulse of the oats 
growers, and it is bullish. The bull leader 
did not join in the scramble to buy July 
oats, but went after the September, which 
was 2 cents discount. His buying of Sep- 
tember oats pyt the price to 2614@26% cents. 
This month was at 25 cents early yesterday.

OHIO GAS WORKS TO CLOSE. 


Company at Massillon Forced Out of 
Business by a Standard Oil Rival.

MASSILLON, Ohio, May 14.—The gas 
consumers of this city were notified by the 
Massillon Light, Heat and Power Company 
that the manufacture of gas would be dis- 
continued May 30. The business of the com- 
pany by reason of the competition of the 
East Ohio Gas Company has fallen off to 
such an extent during the last year that 
the works are now being operated at a loss. 
The East Ohio Company has the Standard 
Oil back of it, and has piped natural gas 
from West Virginia and sold it here at 
lower rates than it could be produced by 


the local company. The Massillon Company 
has a plant valued at $200,000. 


COLT CHASED BY A TRAIN. 


It Ran ‘Ahead of a Freight for Ten 
Miles Before Being Frightened 
from the Track.

PORT JERVIS, N. Y., May 14.—There 
was an exciting chase of a colt by a train 
on the New York division of the Erie Rail- 
road yesterday. At White Bridge a colt 
ran upon the track ahead of a west-bound 
freight train, in charge of Conductor Nich- 
olas Walsh and Timothy Leahy. The ani- 
mal kept between the rails for a distance 
of ten miles, increasing its speed whenever 

the speed of the engine was increased. 

The engineer whistled and rang the bell, 
but this only made the _ horse run the 
faster. He was compelled to reverse the 
jever several times to prevent running down 
the colt. All efforts to frighten the colt off 
the track failed. The train finally stopped 
at a signal tower, and word was sent to 
the operator in the next tower to stop the 
colt. When he heard the noise of the ap- 
proaching train he waved a lantern before 
the animal and succeeded in stopping it. 

The fireman cut the bell rope, tied it 
around the colt's neck, and fastened it to 
a fence beside the track. The animal was 
dripping with perspiration and badly 
frightened. During the chase a passenger 
train approached on the next track, but the 





Court Holds that It Is Constitutional— 
Kindred of a Lynched Man Can Make 
County Pay Damages.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 14.—The Supreme 
Court in a decision handed down to-day 
affirming the Circuit Court of Champaign 


County, holds that the act of April 10, 
1896, ‘‘ For the suppression of mob vio- 
lence,"’ and commonly known as the anti- 


lynching law, is not repugnant to Section 
1 of Article XIV. of the Federal Constitu- 


tion. 

The case in which the question was 
raised in the lower court was that of 
Church, the half brother and administra- 
tor of ‘‘ Click "’ Mitchell, against the Coun- 
ty Commissioners. The next of kin will 
receive the full amount of the judgment, 
which was for $5,000 and costs. 

Mitchell, a colored man, was convicted 
of assaulting the wife of the Postmaster 
of Urbana. On the night of June 4, 1897, 
while he was in jail awaiting transporta- 
tion to the penitentiary, he was strung to a 
tree in the public square and left there for 
several hours. 

The indignant colored population urged 
his heirs to sue under the Smith act of 
the previous year, and the case is a test of 
the law, which was frmed by Albion 
W. Tourgee. It makes the county liable in 
damages to the next of kin of the person 
lynched. 


CITY PAID THE PREMIUM.

GENEVA, N. Y., May 14.—The Board of 
Health to-day paid the insurance premium 
on the life insurance of Mrs. Mary Bach- 
man, who has been quarantined for about 


six weeks on account of smallpox. She 
notified the board yesterday that her life 
insurance policy was likely to lapse because 
she was unable to get the money to keep 
it up, and she demanded that the board 
pay it as long as it was detaining her in 
quarantine President McGuire decided 
that the board had a right to pay such a 
claim. If the policy lapsed on account of 
the quarantine regulations and the woman 
died, he thought there would be a case 
against the city. 





Tobacco Dealer Shoots Himself.

FIFTH AVENUE HOTEL 
SITE PLANS DISCLOSED 


Twenty-five-Story Building Pro- 
jected by Property Owners. 








An Undertaking Representing a Cost of 
$10,000,000—Structure May Be De- 
voted to Hotel Purposes. 





Plans have been drawn for the construc- 
tion of a twenty-five-story building on the 
site of the Fifth Avenue Hotel and the 
ground now occupied by the Madison 
Square Theatre and one store on the north 
side of Twenty-third Street. 

The Fifth Avenue Land and Hotel Com- 
pany, which is controlled by Amos F. Eno, 
William P. Eno, and Dr. Henry Lane Eno, 
has acquired all the land necessary, except 
the store building on Twenty-third Street, 
for which negotiations are now progressing. 

The plans provide that the two lower sto- 
ries shall be in the nature of an arcade, 
but provision has been made that these 
may be used either as nart of a hotel or be 
rented for stores and offices. 

The original idea was to have the twen- 
ty-three upper stories for hotel purposes, 
with the hotel office on the Twenty-fourth 
Street side, the main floor to be converted 


into stores, with business offices on the 
second floor on the Twenty-third Street 
side. 


While it is by no méans certain that the 
plans now in view will be carried out, 
these interested in the project have had 
frequent discussions, and it was learned 
yesterday from a gentleman prominently 
interested in the scheme that if the build- 


ing is erected it will be devoted entirely to 
hotel purposes. 

The undertaking will represent an invest- 
ment of about $10,000,000. The hotel and 
theatre were offered at auction about a 
year ago in settlement of the estate of the 
late Amos R. Eno, and were struck down 
as one parcel to William P. Eno for 
$4,225,000. The Fifth Avenue Land and 
Hetel Company was then incorporated, and 
title to the properties passed to it soon 
afierward. 

The estimated cost of the new structure 
is a trifle more than $5,000,000. Then there 
will be the necessary loss of rentals pend- 
ing the tearing down of the present build- 
ings and the erection of the other, about 
two years, representing at least $600,000. 
To this should be added the cost of the 
Twenty-third Street property yet to be ac- 
quired. 

The present Fifth Avenue Hotel property, 
owned by the Enos, is regarded as one of 
the best-paying pieces of real estate in 
town, netting $200,000 a year, the lessees 
paying taxes and for all improvements. 
The lease of Messrs. Hitchcock, Darling & 
Co, does not expire until August, 1903, and 
ncthing will be done until that time. 


DEFEAT FOR RUBBER TRUST. 


United States Supreme Court Orders 
Assets of Fargo Firm Distributed 
Among All Creditors.

CHICAGO, May 14.—A decision just ren- 
dered by the United States Supreme Court 
is a victory for the creditors of the bank- 
rupt shoe firm of C. H. Fargo & Co. over 
the United States Rubber Company. This 
decision affirms the ruling of the Northern 
Illinois Circuit Court ordering the assets 
of the bankrupt shoe firm distributed pro 
rata among all the creditors. It holds that 
the preferences obtained by the Rubber 
Trust were fraudulent and should be set 
aside. The Court did not believe, however, 
that the conduct of the Rubber Company 


in trying to get possession of all the assets 
of the Fargo Company was actually or 
wickedly fraudulent, and therefore held 
that it should share in the assets the same 
as all the other creditors. 

Because it setties for all time a case 
which has been pending in the courts five 
years, and which has been closely and bit- 
terly contested, the decision is regarded 
as of much importance. While the ruling 
gives the Rubber Trust a pro rata interest 
in the assets of the bankrupt company, it 
is a great victory over it, because it com- 
pels it to disgorge and prevents it from 
getting complete control of the property. 
Attorney Jacob Newman, who represented 
the other creditors, says it is the greatest 
victory of its kind he has ever known. 
The assets of the old Fargo Company, 
amounting to $125,000, are all in cash, the 
fixtures and other assets having been con- 
verted into cash since the failure. 

When the firm refused to turn over all 
its assets to its principal creditor, the Rub- 
ber Company, the latter had men elected 
to the Directorate of the Fargo firm, and 
so got possession of the property. Then 
the other creditors had a receiver appoint- 
ed, and the legal fight began. 


TO FIGHT THE STEEL TRUST. 


J. W. Gates, John Lambert, and Another 
Chicago Man Said to be Form- 
ing a Rival Combine.

CHICAGO, May 14.—It is said that three 





local capitalists have started out to fight ! 


the United States Steel Corporation. The 
men are reported to be John W. Gates, 
John Lambert, and another Western iron 
man. All three, the reports say, have been 
for some time disgruntled over the fact 
that they were unable to secure proper 
representation in the Steel Trust, and it is 
declared that they are busy forming a new 
combine to fight the United States Steel 


Corporation. In this combine, it is as- 
serted, will be the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company, the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company, and the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company. 

A step which may be preliminary to the 
formation of the competing combine was 
taken in New York to-day, the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company, at a 
meeting of its Directors, voting to issue 
$15,000,000 of new bonds to carry out the 
scheme for enlargement. As has already 
been announced, the Colorado Company is 
to be reorganized, and $10,000,000 of bonds 
will be issued. When this reorganization 
becomes a fact, it is said, Messrs. Gates 
and Lambert and the Western capitalist 
will be represented on the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The new combine, if it is formed, would 
meet the Steel Trust in the market with 
products similar to the products of the 
trust mills. In order to do this, it is said, 
it will proceed to equip tin plate mills, iron 
and steel mills, and armor plate mills to 
force the competition. 

THE STEEL TRUST IN CHICAGO. 





Headquarters of Western Constituent 
Companies to be Located There.

CHICAGO, May 14.—Chicago is to be the 
headquarters of the operating departments 
of all the Western constituent companies of 
the United States Steel Corporation. All 
the companies west of the Alleghenies of 
any consequence will have their offices in 


Chicago, and if present conditions con- 
tinue Chicago is likely to gain more than 
was lost when the National Steel and one 
or two other big trust outfits removed to 
New York. 

The Mookery Building will be headquart- 
ers for the big steel companies. The 
American Steel and Wire Company, the 
Central Steel, and several more have been 
there tor severa? years. ' 

The Minnesota Iron Company, one of the 
largest concerns merged into the billion- 
dollar combine, will occupy new offices on 
the seventh floor, and several more of the 
smaller companies in the trust will open 
headquarters in the same building.

PLOT TO KIDNAP SULTAN. 


Conspiracy to Put His Younger Brother 
on the Throne Said to Have 


Been Frustrated. 


VIENNA, May 14.—The papers here pub- 
lish alleged details of a plot, promoted by 
members of the Young Turkey Party, to 
kidnap Abdul Hamid and to proclaim his 
younger brother, Prince Mohamed Rechad, 
Sultan. 

It is asserted that the plot was frustrated 
by the Sultan’s secretary, Izzet Bey, and 
that many persons supposed to be connect- 
ed with it have been arrested. . 


MANILA TRANSPORT SERVICE. 


Proposition to Dispatch Vessels from 
New York Submitted to Sec- 
retary Root.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—A proposition 
has been laid before Secretary Root for the 
establishment of a transport line from New 
York to Manila by way of the Suez Canal. 
The Secretary now has the matter under 
consideration, and will probawiy decide upon 
it shortly. The plan is, not to supersede 
the Pacific transport line, but ta have two 
lines, and the chief argument in its favor 
is that of economy. 

It now costs about $65 to get a soldier 
from New York to Manila, and the trans- 
port line saves the Government about $300,- 
000 on each round trip. From New York to 
San Francisco it costs about $35, if the 
War Department arranges things so as to 
take advantage of the “ colony rate.’’ From 
San Francisco to Manila it costs about $30, 
whereas the private citizen who wants to 
go from San Francisco to Manila cannot do 
it under $155, without reckoning the ex- 
penses of an enforced stay at Hongkong 
of several days. A soldier could be taken 
from San Francisco to Maniia for about 
$130 by a private line. 

The proponents of the Suez Canal plan 
believe that the expense could be still fur- 
ther reduced by running an eastern trans- 
port line. The cost of taking a soldier from 
New York to Manila by transport through 
the Suez Canal is only about $26. At first 
sight this appears a conclusive argument in 
favor of the Atlantic plan, but other things 
enter in. The cost is $26 only if the trans- 
port can bring a soldier back in place of 
the one she takes across; if she comes back 
empty the cost will be $52, for it costs just 
as much to bring the ship back as it does 
to send her out. But even $52 a man would 
be cheaper that the present Pacific route. 

It is, however, maintained by opponents 
of the plan that there are incidental ex- 
penses which might bring the total cost 
much higher, for example, the cost of main- 
taining transportation facilities in New 
York. It _is quite impossible to do away 
with the Pacific transport line, and that it 
has not been entertained for a minute. If 
the Atlantic line is to be established, it 
would not supersede the Pacific line. 

A compromise plan favored by some army 
officials is to run an Atlantic line as an ad- 
junct to the Pacific line. Under this plan 
there would be no regular transport line 
with transports making trips at stated in- 
tervals. .A transport could, instead, run 
out from New York at irregular intervals 
whenever it was thought best to send one 
from there instead of from San Francisco. 
This would, in the opinion of these officers 
who favor it, make the saving in expense 
certain, for it would enable the Government 
to send out a transport only when a 
were to return, or at other times when the 
expense could certainly be figured down 
to the minimum. If a regular line were 
run, just as the case at San Francisco, the 
Government would, they argue, be obliged 
to send out ships whether the expense was 
$52 or $26 a soldier. The trouble with this 
compromise plan is that it will not be ac- 
ceptable to those citizens who are anxious 
for the maintenance of a transport line on 
account of its convenience and other ad- 
vantages. The irregularity of an adjunct 
— would destroy all its attractiveness to 
them. 


BOSTON’S FLORAL EXHIBIT. 


It Will Open May 29, and’ Is Expected 
to be the Finest Ever Held in 


This Country.

BOSTON, May 14.—In the interval be- 
tween the Horse Show and the cup race, 
Boston is turning her attention to horti- 
culture and is about to open her new Hor- 
ticultural Hall with an eight-day exhibi- 
tion of flowers that is expected to surpass 
any such exhibition ever held in the United 
States. The show will begin on May 29. It 
will differ also from all former flower 
shows, either in this country or abroad, in 
that it is non-competitive, and the flowers 
are to be arranged solely with an eye to 
the best possible effect. 

The exhibition, therefore, will be proba- 
bly the most aesthetic floral display ever 
given on so large a scale. It is under the 
personal direction of Prof. Charles S. Sar- 


gent of the Arnold Arboretum. The mate- 
rial will be selected from the most impor- 
tant of the many estates in the nelghbor- 
hood of Boston. 

The new building of the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society covers about a half 
acre of territory in the Back Bay region, 
just opposite Symphony Hall. At the com- 
ing festival this space will be devoted 
wholly to a massing of thousands and 
thousands of blossoms. The larger exhibi- 
tion room, in which an earth floor will per- 
mil the pot containing the exhibits tc be 
sunk in the earth and the surface then 
covered with fresh green turf, will present 
the appearance of a great indoor garden 
of rhododendrons and azaleas. These two 
collections are particularly famous. The 
rhododendrons from the Hunnewell estate 
at Wellesley, Mass., are well known to 
every American horticulturist, and the In- 
dian azaleas will come from Prof. Sargent's 
own collection, which is believed to be the 
finest in the world. 

The rest of the exhibition—orchids, pela- 
goniums, wisterias, and an almost count- 
less number of the other. flowers then in 
blossom—will represent the very cream of 
Eastern Massachusetts horticulture.

WOMEN ON WRECK WERE BRAVE 


Those on the City of Paducah Stood 
Terrible Hardships Without 














a Murmur.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 14.—There were 


heroes and heroines on the City of Padu- 
cah, which sunk near Grand Tower, IIL, 
Sunday night, and the five women who 
were rescued by the men proved of as 
sturdy material as the men who so valiant- 
ly saved them. 

All of the women had retired tn their cab- 
ins when the boat struck a snag. They 


hurried out into the stateroom in their 
nightclothes, where they were penned in 
lik? rats in a cage. They would have per- 
ished but for Capt. D. W. Kilpatrick, who 
called out: 

“Let us save the women.’’ The men 
seized the skylights and held them out so 
that the helpless females could be drasned 
out to the deck. The womeiPwaited without 
screaming. Even the penetrating cold 
failed to cause a complaint as they shiv- 
ered in their thin garments while being 
rowed to safety on the bank.

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Trouble Over the Disposition of the 
Coffee Merchant’s Estate. 





One Will, About Which a Dispute Has 
Arisen, Was Cancelled by the 
Testator. 





The question as to whether a will left by 
Frederick Akers, the well-known coffee 
merchant, was canceled prior to his death 
has raised a series of complications over 
his large estate. In addition to this there 
is a possibility that another will is locked 
up in some safe deposit box. 

Mr. Akers died on April 26, and although 
he left large business interests no person 
has been appointed to take charge of his 
estate. 

An application for the appointment of 
his only relative in this country, George H. 
Jeffries, a nephew, as administrator, was 
made to Surrogate Fitzgerald. Before the 
Surrogate could act on this application, 
James P. Niemann, District Attorney of 
Nassau County, filed a petition in court 
reciting that Mr. Akers had left a will, 
and that under this will the petitioner and 
John J. Willis of Salem Centre, West- 
chester County, were the executors as well 
as the residuary legatees. This petition was 
filed yesterday, and Surrogate Fitzgerald 
signed an order directing the production of 
the alleged will in court on Friday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Akers was interested in the making 
of soap, ‘having a large factory in Brook- 
lyn. He was probably best known, how- 
ever, among lovers of good horses. He was 
the owner of Idol, the great trotting stal- 
lion, and a part of his valuable estate now 
is Idle Gift, a son of Idol. Mr. Akers lived 


with frierds at $1 Manhattan Avenue, as 
his wife and son were both dead. One 
hour before he died ne was asked if he had 
made a will and he answered, ‘ Yes." 
said that it 


When asked where it was, he 
Was in the vaults of a safe deposit com- 
pany. He also named the lawyer who 
drew the document as well as the two 
men who were to be his executors. The 
lawyer is now dead, as is also one of the 
men named as an executor. The other 
cxecutor knows nothing about the will. 
The first steps taken after Mr. Akers 


died were to search the safe at his place of 
business, 16 Jay Street. No will was found. 
Then William J. F. Morrison, Mr. Aker's 
iwanager, went into the Surrogate’s Court 
and obtained permission to search a box 
rented by Mr. Akers from a safe deposit 
company. <A will was found. This will 
was in Mr. Akers's own handwriting, and 
it was made in 1892. A codicil was at- 
tached. Across the fece of the paper and 
the codicil in three different places Mr. 
Akers had written in the Summer of 186, 
“This will and codicil is void and can- 
celed.’’ He had signed his name each 
time to the cancellation. 

At present this document is locked up in 
the safe at 16 Jay Street. It made special 
provision for the care of the horse Idle 
Gift, and then, after a number of bequests 
to friends, the residuary estate is given 
to the executors, Messrs Niemann and 
Willis. Considerin that this will was 
actually canceled, Mr. Jeffries, the nephew 
of Mr. Akers, retained Lawyer L. L. Faw- 
cett to represent him and apply for letters 
of administration on the estate. The peti- 
tion shows that the only relatives left by 
Mr. Akers were a brother, Richard Akers, 
living in London; George H. Jeffries, living 
at 37 Sands Street, Brooklyn, a nephew; 
another nephew, Charles H. Jeffries, and a 
niece, Kate H. Jeffries, both living in Eng- 


and. 

This petition was duly filed, and then 
Mr. Niemann appeared. In his application 
to have the 1892 will produced in court, he 
says that on May 9, he was informed by 
William J. F. Morrison that in 1892 Mr. 
Akers had executed a will which had been 
kept in his office safe. Mr. Niemann fur- 
ther recites that Mr. Morrison has refused 
to allow him to see the will or make a 
copy of it. Mr. Niemann declares that he 
believes that the will is still valid and 
that the cancellation was not properly 
made. He says he is acting for himseif 
and Mr. Willis. 

It is right here that another element of 
uncertainty comes into the disposition of 
Mr. Akers’s estate. As to the 1892 will, 
there are numerous affidavits being pre- 
pared by Mr. Fawcett to show that Mr. 
Akers cancelled it, and the reason for so 
doing, it is stated, was on account of some 
differences with Mr. Niemann, who was at 
that time his counsel. Mr. Akers told a 
number of people that he had made a new 
will, and some of his friends believe that 
this will will be found. 

At present Mr. Morrison, under advice of 
counsel, is conducting the business left by 
Mr. Akers, and will continue to do so until 
the courts decide who is legally in a po- 
sition to handle the affairs. Mr. Akers’s 
coffee business, which was established in 
1870, is very profitable, as is also the soap 
factory in Brooklyn. In addition to these 
two enterprises, Mr. Akers owned consid- 
erable land at Williamsbridge, as well as 
some valuable property in Harlem. 

He was born in England sixty-five years 
ago, and when he first came to the United 
States he-worked as a butcher's apprentice 
on Staten Island. Later he went into the 
other business ventures for himself and 
prospered His one pleasure and recreation 
was with his horses. He became a breeder 
on a small scale, having leased property 
from the Astor estate, naming it the Mount 
Eden Stock Farm. This was located at 
One Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street 
and Jerome Avenue. He captured a num- 
ber of prizes at the Horse Show with his 
horses. Of all the horses he owned he 
liked Idle Gift best, and it was this horse 
which was led directly behind the hearse 
at his funeral. This was done at his 
special request. 


BRYAN ON THE NEXT CAMPAIGN. 


Foresees Difficulty in Harmonizing 
Democratic Party—Conditions Will 
Determine the Issue.

LINCOLN, Neb., May 14.—When shown 
Senator Vest's interview on the proposed 
convention for the. reorganization of the 
Democratic Party, Col. Bryan said he was 
unable to understand how Senator Vest 
was able to harmonize professions of Jef- 
fersonianism with friendships for a wing 
of the Democratic Party, as much a rep- 


resentative of those who debauch govern- 
ments for private gain as is the Republican 
Party itself. Mr. Bryan said he could see no 
reason for a Democratic Party at all, un- 
less it is going to be different from the 
Republican Party. 

Mr. Bryan said he’ believed Missouri and 
Illinois would be battlegrounds in 104; 
conditions would determine the issue, and 
the issue would determine the candidates. 
It mattered not, he said, whether we had 
more gold than silver or more silver than 
gold, but we must have enough money to 
meet the demands of an unrestricted com- 
merce. 

Elaborating this point Mr. Bryan said: 
‘Good business under increased circulat- 
ing medium vindicates the claim of bimet- 
allists. The plentiful dollar is the cheap 
dollar, and the scarce dollar is the dear 
dollar. Whether we have a sufficient me- 
dium cannot be known yet. Prices are re- 
ceding and failures increasing. The ad- 
vance in stocks is merely speculative.” 

In conclusion he said that Mark Hanna 
was the logical candidate of the Republican 
Party.

Some of Those Held in the National 
Museum Returned to Miss Mary 
Custis Lee. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—Acting under 
the orders of President McKinley, Richard 
Rathbone, Assistant Secretary of the Na- 
ticnal Museum, to-day turned over to Mis& 
Mary Custis Lee, as the legal representa- 
tive of her brother, G. W. P. C. Lee, those 
relics of Gen. Washington that have been 
in the custody of.the Government since 
1857, but which were never really the prop- 
erty of the Government. 

It turns out that the articles returned 
will not so seriously impair the Washington 
collection as to disappoint visitors to the 
National Museum who go to see it. The 
camp chest and other camp utensils, the 
uniforms, swords, pistols, surveying in- 
struments, and other objects made interest- 
ing because they were used by Gen. Wash 
ington remain in the possession of ths 
Government, and no question is raised 
about the soundness of the Government's 
title to the property. \ 

Among the articles restored to the Lees 
are five pieces remaining from a set of 
china presented by Gen. Lafayette to Mrs. 
Washington. Each piece is inscribed with 
the names of the original States and the 
Washington monogram. The china _ set, 
known as the Cincinnati set, presented by 
the Society of the Cincinnati, is in the col- 
lection, as is also a small mahogany table 
which Mrs. Washington used as a tea 
table; an fron hall lantern, and an inlaid 
knife case. The other relics are blankets, 
quilts, cutlery, chairs, and domestic uten- 
sils. 

The restored articles are to be packed 
and sent to some address not yet given by 
Miss Lee. The suggestion is made in an 
evening paper that the Lees ask the Gov- 
ernment to retain possession. of them, and 
that an effort be made to purchase them 
from the family. The tmpressi6én among 
those who have talked about this matter 
is that a proposition to buy the relics will 
be made at the next session of Congress.

STATE TROOPS 10 QUELL 
ALBANY STRIKE RIOTS 


Attempt to Operate Trolley Cars 
Results in Bloodshed. 











Police Pélted with 


Missiles and @ 


Motorman Dangerously Hurt—One 
Car Wrecked—Twenty- Third 


Regiment Ordered Out. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 14.—The United 
Traction Company to-day made its long- 
contemplated attempt to operate its elec- 


tric cars with non-union men in opposition 
to the efforts of its former employes. 
Notwithstanding the most elaborate po- 
lice arrangements possible in this city, the 
attempt failed, after scenes of riot and 
bloodshed, and early in the afternoon the 
management of the trolley system called 
upon the National Guard for protection. 
To-night the four companies of the Tenth 
Battalion of Infantry and the Third Mount- 
ed Signal Corps are assembled in their 
armories. The remainder of the Third 
Brigade has been warned to be in readi- 
ness for a call to-morrow, and the Twenty- 


third Regiment of Brooklyn has been or- 
dered here for duty. <As a result of the 
atempts to run the cars through the 
mobs of strikers and their sympathizers, 
one of the non-union motormen lies in a 
hospital, dangerously wounded. One of the 
two cars that the company attempted to 


run is lying in the gutter, not two blocks 
from the carhouse, wrecked, and the trolley 
wires are cut in several places, temporarily 
crippling the road. 

At 5:15 o'clock in the afternoon the police 
practically admitted that they were power- 
less to take care of the large crowds on the 
streets if cars were run, and General Man- 
ager McNamara immediately called upon 
Gen. Oliver, in command of the Third Bri- 
gade, for protection. He said: ‘*‘ We intend 
to run our ears if it takes the entire Na- 
tional Guard of New York State to protect 
us.”’ 

After a conference Gen. Oliver issued an 
order assembling at their armory to-night 
the Tenth Battalion of Albany, comprising 
feur companies of the National Guard of 
infantry and the Third Signal Corps, 
mounted. 

Later, at the conference it was decided to 
order out the Twenty-third Regiment of 
Brocklyn, which has had some experience 
with strikes and the members of which are 
not familiar with the strikers here. The 
regiment is expected to arrive here before 
noon to-morrow. One company of the Tenth 


and the Third Signal Corps will go to the 
Quail Street barn, ahd another company to 
the North Albany barn, early in the morne 
ing. 

MAY CALL MORE TROOPS. 


Gen. Oliver said that he would warn the 
rest of the Third Brigade to be in readiness 
for a call. The troops that Gen. Oliver has 
at his command include about 2,000 men, in 
the following organizations:

WOMEN MINGLE IN MOB. 


Through the middle of the street ran men, 
women, and children, mingled with the offti- 
cers of the law, whose clubs were swinging 
in an effort to keep people from danger. 
Men stooped to pick up stones, and were 
overturned to be pushed and kicked by the 
followers. 

Before the car had started two policemen 
They simply made two extra 
targets for the stones and bricks. There 
was a perfect fusillade of stones. They 
came from all directions and seemed to 
have but one resting place—Car No. 47, 
They crashed through windows, front, rear, 
and side; rolled through the doors, ang 
crushed into the wooden panels. 

The six luckless men dodged and jumped 
from side to side to escape them, and were 
successful with the exception of the motor- 
man. A rock struck him full in the fore- 
head, cutting an ugly gash, and he dropped 
to the floor of the platform. 

The assistant, as soon as the injured 
ran dropped, grasped the brakes and con- 
trolling handle and faced the mob. A few 
feet more and thé car was upon an insure 
mountable barricade of timbers piled on the 
tracks. With a sudden jerk the car came 
to a stép and all aboard it were thrown 
fcrward, one of the conductors among a

Five arrests were made, and thus ended 
the first day’s attempt to run cars. 

REPAIR WAGON ATTACKED. 

A wagonload of non-union men sent out 
by the company to repair the trolley wires 
which had been cut during the riots of the 
morning left the Quail Street barns about 
dusk under the escort of fifty patrolmen, 
including mounted officers, and proceeded 
several hundred yards south on Quail 
Street through a crowd of several thousand 
persons. 

The wagon had no sooner stopped for the 
men to commence work than a wild dash 
was made for them by the great mass of 
pecple. The police prevented any personal 
conflicts, -but were powerless to stop the 
storm of stones and bricks showered upon 
the non-union men from the vacant lots, 
cross streets, and house tops. The men 
lay upon their faces on the floor the 
Wagon, and, surrounaed by the mounted 
men, who used their clubs on the more ag- 
giessive of the rioters, were hurried back 
to the barns. Two of the non-union men 
were injured. Several of the mob were se- 
verely clubbed and two arrests were made. 

The skirmish caused great excitement, 
and additional police reserves were hurried 
t» the scene, but did not arrive until after 
the non-union men had been housed in the 
barns and the crowd had quieted. :

was altogether the work of sympathizers, 
and not strikers.

In ordering the strike, he said, O'’Con- 
nell had violated an agreement entered into 
between them and the union in 1800 by 
which the question of wages was to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration.

LIVES WITH BULLET IN BRAIN. 





Special to The New York Times. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, May 14.—An X-ray 
examination made to-day at Elmwood, 
Ohio, showed conclusively that Edwin 
Hance, aged twelve vears, has a bullet im- 


bedded in his brain, yet, notwithstanding 
this fact, he is alive and around, apparent- 
ly in the best of health. 

The examination was made under the di- 
rection of Dr. G. H, Astler, who had in Cin- 
cinnati previously brought the subject up 
at a meeting of 200 local physicians. 

Young Hanse was out hunting on April 
15. In looking into the barrel of his gun, 
to see just how dirty the barrel was, the 
gun was accidentally discharged, and the 
bullet lodged in his brain. He never lost 
consciousness, and from that day to this 
has been in good health, except for a couple 
of days. There was some pain, of course, 
but not nearly so much as might have been 
expected. The bullet struck about an inch 
above the right, ore: penetrating the frontal 
bone of the skull, went clear through the 
right lobe of the brain at a slightly upward 
angle, struck the rear or occipital bone of 
the skull, and then glanced or bounded back 
nearly along its first path about one-third 
of the way. The hole made by the bullet 
was about eight or nine inches long. 

About two teaspoonsful of brain oozed 
out when Dr. Astler probed’ the wound. 
He said he could feel the bullet rubbing 
against the probe. The right side of the 
brain controls the left side of the body, and 
vice versa. In this case the injury to the 
right lobe of the brain caused a partial 
paralysis of the left arm, and what was 
more serious, a weakening of the heart. 















INSPECTED BY GOV. ODELL. 





Woman’s Reformatory at Bedford and 
Sing Sing Prison Visited—Criti- 
cism for the Latter. 

Gov. Odell yesterday visited the new 
Women’s Reformatory at Bedford and the 
Sing Sing Prison. The Governor reached 
Bedford to find that the village had made 
his coming the cause of a holiday and gen- 
erai celebration. Business had been sus- 
pended and the buildings were all decorated 
with flags and bunting. It is said to be 
the first time that a Governor ever visited 

the little village. 

When the train drew in and the Governor 
and Senators Ellsworth, Stranahan, Nixon, 
and Higgins alighted they were greeted 
with cheers. The Governor raised his hat. 
James Wood and Joseph Barrett of the re- 
formatory escorted the party to the new 
institution. The Governor inspected it thor- 
oughly. He wanted to see how everything 
worked. The water pressure Was _ tested 
for him, and the means of fighting fire, the 
cooking arrangements, the hospital accom- 
modations, the ventilation, the sanitary 
arrangements were all gone into. 

The special car was next run around to 
Sing Sing Prison. There the party was met 
by Warden Johnson. Two hours were 
spent in the prison, and in that time the 
Governor went into details as completely 
as he had at Bedford. He expressed little 
opinion as to the prison Itself, but compli- 


mented the management of the Warden. 
He criticised somewhat severely the in- 
terior célls, where the light and air are 
poor. Gov. Odell and party returned to 


Newburg at 5 o'clock.

MAY BE MURDERER BAUSCH. 


Man Who Killed Young Feschwind at 
Roslyn, L. |., Thought to Have 
Been Captured. 


Detectives Jones and Clancey of the Sev- 
enty-eighth Precinct last night arrested a 
man who is thought to be John Bausch, the 
murderer of Arthur Feschwind, at Roslyn, 
lL. I., Monday. The arrest was made at 
Maple Grove Cemetery, on the outskirts cf 
the Village of Jamaica, in Queens Bor- 
ough. 

The man was going toward Brooklyn. He 
refused to talk, and the police think they 
have the right man. He was locked up. 

Bausch was considered a dangerous man. 
He had many fights, and always went 
about with a shotgun or a revolver. He 
was particularly harsh to women and chil- 


dren who strayed upon the property of 
which he had charge to pick berries or 
flowers. 

It is now declared that Feschwind was 


shot down while his little boy, six years old, 
Was standing between his father and the 
murderer. ‘The shot was fired over the 
little fellow’s head and so close that the 
child's face was blackened by the smoke. 
The charge must have passed within an 
inch of his head. 


MEXICAN MURDERER CAUGHT. 


Killed an American at Parral, Mexico— 
Confessed, Implicating Others.

EL PASO, Texas, May 14.—For several 
weeks the American colonists at Chihuahua 


and Parral, Mexico, have been greatly 
stirred up over burglaries that have been 
perpetrated upon the Americans.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 





NEW PENNSYLVANIA CARS. 
improved Methods of Heating and Ven- 
tilation—A Window-Opening Device. 
The Railroad has_ intro- 
duced its trains new pas- 
senger coaches, which embody many im- 
provements over the old style railway 
Principal among these are de- 
vices which, it ‘s expected, will do away 
with the difficulty often experienced in 
raising the windows of railway cars. The 
windows, fitted with special fixtures, are 
so carefully balanced as to be raised by a 
simple mechunism fixed to the sill. When 
this mechanism is pressed lightly with the 
finger, the sash rises, and stops at any 

point desired by the passenger. 

The cars are 53 feet 8 inches long. The 
interior is furnished in quartered oak. 
There are large toilet compartments at 
each end of the coaches on the style of 
those provided for Pullman cars. 

One of the Sreatest improvements that 
has been introduced is the system of heat- 
ing and ventilation. The source of heat is 
steam from the locomotive. Steam is car- 
ried into each car, passing through ra- 
diators, and the condensation returned to 
the tender of the locomotive by means of a 
vacuum pump. This system permits of per- 
fect regulation of temperature, and by easy 
manipulation prevents the extremes that 
are so annoying to assengers. 

With the ventilating system the usual 
sash 'n the upper part of the car is never 
opened. The cold air is admitted through 
pipes situated at each end of the car, apd 
passed through the radiator boxes which 
are situated near the floor, being heated 
in its passage before entering the car. This 
system, therefore, obviates the discomfort 
of draughts, and insures at all times per- 
fect ventilation. The vitiated air escapes 
by natural means through’ ventilators 
placed in the roof. 


H. P. BALDWIN’S RETIREMENT. 


General Passenger Agent of New Jersey 
Central to Get Half Pay. 
It was announced’ yesterday that, at his 


own request, H. P. Baldwin, who for forty- 
nine years has occupied the position of 
General Passenger Agent of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, has retired on half 
pay for life, with the courtesies of the road. 

Mr. Baldwin entered the service of the 
Centrai Railroad of New Jersey as a young 
map, when this line reached only from 
Elizabethport to Somerville, N. J. He has 
been with the property in the capacity of 
General Passenger Agent from that time 
continuously to the present, through all the 
various ghanges of ownership and manage- 
ment, 

Mr. Baldwin has been seriously ill for 
some time, but his speedy recovery is now 
expected.

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CHINA’S REPLY TO THE 
INDEMNITY DEMAND 


Asks for Mercy, but Offers to Pay 
the Money in Installments. 








This Answer Will, It Is Expected, Make 
Ineffective America’s Efforts to 
Have the Amount Reduced. 





PEKING, May 14.—The answer of China 
to the statement of the Ministers of the 
foreign powers as to the lossés sustained 
by nations and individuals in China has 
been received. 

The answer commences with an appeal 
for mercy, saying that the country is im- 
poverished, It explains that the utmost 
China can offer is 15,000,000 taels annually 
for the next thirty years. This amount 
will be derived as follows: From salt, 
10,000,000 taels; from the likin tax, 2,000,000 
taels, and from native customs, 3,000,000 
taels. 

The communication further asserts that 
were this money paid it would leave the 
country unable to meet the expenses of 
government without assistance. It is there- 
fore requested that the foreign customs be 
increased one-third, the receipts therefrom 
to be given to China for the purposes of 
government. 

The Ministers refuse to discuss this an- 
swer until it has been considered by them 
in meeting. 


BERLIN, May 14.—A_ dispatch from 
Peking says the note of the Chinese Peace 
Plenipotentiaries accepting the amount of 
indemnity demanded by the powers pro- 
poses to pay the first of the thirty annual 


installments of 15,000,000 taels in July, 
1902. 

The news that China agrees to the pay- 
ment of the indemnity demanded is_ re- 
ceived here with general approval, both in 
official circles and privately, inasmuch as 
all Germany desires to wind up the China 
campaign. 

It is understood that the proposal to ex- 
tend the payments over a period of thirty 
years meets with a qualified assent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—A cablegram 
from W. W. Rockhill, the United States 
Special Commissioner at Peking, received 
at the State Department to-day, reports 
the receipt by the Ministers of the response 
of the Chinese plenipotentiaries to the de- 
mand for indemnity. The dispatch indicates 
briefly that the Chinese represent an an- 
nual payment of $10,000,000 as the full sum 
that China can pay. It will take thirty 
years to discharge the debt at that rate, 
without interest. Mr. Rockhill makes no 
mention of the subject of interest, nor does 
he touch upon the means by which the 
money is to be raised by China. 

The demand of the powers for an _ in- 
demnity of $320,000,000 was not intended to 
be final, but China has practically made “at 
so. The powers named that sum as a com- 
promise, and put it out as a feeler. Had 
China made a stubborn fight against it, 
the demand might have been increased, but 
there was more than an even chance that 
{t would be diminished. One or two of the 
powers. were prepared to lend China a 
hand, and with assistance of this kind she 
might have succeeded in cutting the in- 
demnity down. Even as it is, Commission- 
er Rockhill has been instructed to do what 
he can to get the demand reduced, but no 
hope for his success is entertained. 

‘Here is the situation,’’ said a_ well- 
known diplomat to-day. ‘‘ The powers have 
camped down in China, and they say, ‘ We 
will not go until you agree to pay our ex- 
yenses. Here is our bill. If you don’t pay 
t we will continue to stay here, with our 
expenses mounting up higher and higher 
every day of our stay, and the expense 
will be taxed on to the bill which you fin- 
ally pay.’ The unfortunate Chinese are 
ready to promise anything. The bill is ex- 
orbitant, but rather than face the alterna- 
tive they agree to pay it. Whether they 
can carry out the promise is a question.” 

China has protested against the size of 
the bill, but at the same time has inti- 
mated that she will not fight it, but will 
accept it and try to pay it. This immense- 


ly handicaps the efforts of the United 
States to save her, hard as that task was 
before China made this concession. The 
State Department does not -believe that 


China is able to pay the bill, in spite of her 
willingness to accept it. By yielding to the 
demand she will accomplish what at pres- 
ent seems to be her only desire~--to get the 
foreigners off her soil and have a chance 
to restore peace and order in the prov- 
inces where the foreigners have created 
anarchy. But when she attempts to pay 
the bill and cannot pay it, there will be 
another reckoning, and the only way to 
get what Ching promised to pay will be by 
partition. 

From the standpoint of the Administra- 
tion it is a deplorable situation, the worst 
feature of which is that China, in her fren- 
zied anxiety to get the foreigners and an- 
archy away from her soil, has made it 
next to impossible to do anything for her. 


GASELEE PRAISES AMERICANS. 


British Commander in China Mentions 
Several United States Officers in 
Review of Operations. 
LONDON, May 15.—A dispatch from 
Gen. Sir Alfred Gaselee, the British Com- 
mander at Peking, reviewing the opera- 
tions in China from last Aug. 14 to Jan. 

17, has been Gazetted. 

‘*T wish to take this opportunity,’’ Gen. 
Gaselee says toward the conclusion of the 
dispatch, ‘‘of paying tribute to some of 
the foreign officers with whom the British 
have been associated by force of circum- 
stances. This contingent “has been more 
with the American and Japanese forces 
than with those of the other powers, and 
in consequence of their close co-operation 
with us on their march to Peking, I have 
good reason for particularizing these forces 
among our allies. Gen. Chaffee and Gen. 
Baron Yamaguchi, who, respectively, com- 
manded the United States forces and the 
Imperial Japanese contingent, have been 
most loyal in all their relations with me, 
and I may say the same of Gen. Wilson of 
the United States forces, and Gen. Fuku- 
shima, Chief of Staff of the Japanese.”’ 

Gen. Gaselee mentions among the United 
States officers with whom the British were 
closely associated Col. Dickman, Major 
Mills, Capt. Grote Hutcheson, Major Wal- 
ler, Col. Heistand, and Lieut. Stamford. 

Gen. Gaselee favorably mentions several 
Japanese, Russians, French, Germans, and 
Italians in succeeding paragraphs. He also 
alludes to the circumstance that Lieut. 
Gaussen of the First Bengal Lancers had 
been specially brought to his notice by 
Gen. Chaffee and Lieut. Col. Wint for car- 
rying off an American trooper, who had 
been unhorsed in a reconnaissance on Aug. 
15, under a heavy fire. 

The Foreign Office has issued a Chinese 
Blue Book, bringing up the negotiations to 
last December. The cable mistake by 
which Minister Conger was instructed to 
agree to the conditions imposed on China 
being ‘irrevocable’ formed the basis for 
almost a score of dispatches. One of these, 
from Lord Lansdowne to Lord Pauncefote, 
dated Dec. 18, contains the following: 

‘Mr. Choate told me there was doubt as 
to whether the President had the right, 
without an act of Congress, to accept words 
which might have the effect of making it 
incumbent on the United States Govern- 
ment to remain in permanent occupation 
of Chinese territory. I told Mr. Choate 
that, in my opinion, the words did not go 
as far as he supposed.” 


CHINA’S REPLY UNACCEPTABLE ? 
LONDON, May 15.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Peking, says: 
“The Chinese reply to the Ministers of 


the powers is not acceptable. 

‘‘For the first time in the history of dip- 
lomatic relations with the Chinese a French 
translation accompanied the dispatch."

The Japanese Cabinet’s Resignation. 


YOKOHAMA, May 15.—The Emperor has 
accepted the resignation of Viscount Wata- 
nabe, Minister of Finance, but has declined 


to accept the resignations of the other 
members of the Cabinet, all of whom are 
continuing their official duties, with the 
exception of the Premier, the Marquis Ito, 
who is ill. The Marquis Saionji has been 
appointed Minister of Finance ad interim. 


British Attitude to Tariff Increase. 


LONDON, May 15.—The Parliamentary 
Foreign Secretary, Lord Cranborne, said 
in the House of Commons yesterday that 
the Government remained opposed to any 
increase of the import tariff in China be- 
yond raising the duty to an actual 5 per 
cent. ad valorem, except in connection with 
a scheme to reform the treatment of for- 
eign trade. 


Americans to Sail About May 25. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Secretary Root 
received a cable message to-day from Gen. 


Chaffee saying that he, with the troops in 
China, expected to sail from Taku about 
May 25. 


THE “ANTI-AMERICAN UNION.” 





German-Austrian Proposals Only Ten- 
tative as Yet, but European Pa- 
pers Favor the Idea. 


LONDON, May 15.—While the German- 
Austrian proposals for an anti-American 


combination have not yet assumed any- 
thing like definite form, the idea is at- 
tracting considerable attention, both in 
Great Britain and on the Continent, es- 
pecially the latter. Continental newspapers 
have eagerly swallowed an alleged inter- 
view in which J. Pierpont Morgan is quoted 
as declaring that he and his associates 
‘“‘will not only swamp British trade, but 
will paralyze German competition as well.” 

The plan for an Austro-German retalia- 
tory movement, therefore, finds much fa- 


vor among the Continental newspapers, 
though there is little evidence that it has 
yet acquire@ any official backing of a prac- 
tical character. The opinion here is that 
German official circles are using the ‘‘ Peril 
of American Competition” as a battle-cry 
to bring the Agrarians into line on the Ca- 
nal bill, and that it is also employed to em- 
phasize the profitableness of the commer- 
cial friendship of Germany and Russia. 
These two countries, according to the 
Cologne Gazette, ‘‘if they could reach a 
commercial understanding, could, without 
the rest of Europe, put such pressure on 
America that she would be forced to ac- 
commodate her policy to that of the Euro- 
pean commercial system,” 


BERLIN, May 14.—Government officials 
deny that negotiations are going on between 
Austria and Germany for a European com- 
mercial league against the United States. 
The idea is regarded as’ impracticable, 
owing to the diversity of race and commer- 
cial interests. 

Andrew D. White, the United States Am- 
bassador, and Frank H. Mason, the United 
States Consul General here, both said they 
had not heard of any negotiations in con- 
nection with the league referred to. They 
regarded the matter as chimerical, and 
said they did not believe there were any 
two nations in favor of such a league. 


FRENCH CHAMBER MEETS. 


M. Delcasse Makes a Statement on 
Franco-Russian and Franco- 
Italian Relations. 

PARIS, May 15.—Anydeclaration of policy 
by M. Delcassé, the Foreign Minister, in 
the Chamber of Deputies, was not expect- 
ed yesterday, but M. Castelin (Republican) 
insisted on an interpellation on the subject 
of the Franco-Russian alliance, and M. 
Delcassé made a statement in regard to the 
events at Toulon which was ‘identical with 
the semi-official explanation cabled to 
New York at the time. He said the visit 


of the Italian squadron was an unequivocal 
demonstration of the cordial relations es- 
tablished during the past few years be- 
tween two nations, who, by their origin 
and history, were intended to be friends, 
whose legitimate aspirations did not clash, 
and who had equal interest in their mutual 
prosperity. ~ 

M. Delcassé added that the salvos fired 
by the Russian ships in honor of the Pres- 
ident of France constituted a fresh and 
significant attention on the part of the 
Czar, who thus again affirmed the solid- 
arity of the alliance, which daily proved 
the perfect accord of the policies of the 
two Governments on all questions, and 
which, standing above polemics and ephe- 
meral incidents, remained as immutable as 
the great national interests of which it 
constituted the best safeguard. 

The Foreign Minister concluded by call- 
ing on the Chamber to support the Govern- 
ment in its foreign policy, the results of 
which were so satisfactory. 

M. Castelin considered M. Delcassé’s dec- 
larations too vague, but the Chamber ac- 
cepted them and proceeded with other 
business. 

The Chamber afterward voted on the 
question of posting the declaration of ‘‘ The 
Rights of Man’ of 1793, as well as that of 
1791, which latter was voted on before the 
vacation. Louis Martin, the author of the 
motion, read the declaration, passages of 
which were cheered by the Leftists. 

Charles Bernard (Socialist) sarcastically 
suggested that the declaration be posted on 
the back of M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the 
Premier. M. Bernard was promptly repri- 
manded by the President of the Chamber, 
Paul Deschanel. 

The motion of M. Deschanel (Republican) 
to post the declaration in the barracks 
was passed by a majority of 6 in spite of 
protests from the Rightists that the army 
ougst not to be dragged into political dis- 
cord, 

a Chamber then adjourned until Fri- 
day. 








THE TURKISH POSTAL TROUBLES, 


Several Mussulmans Arrested as a Re- 


sult of the Seizure of Mail. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 14.—In conse- 
quence of the recent postal seizures by the 
Oitoman authorities, several Mussulmans, 


including a priest of the Fatih Mosque, 
have been arrested. 


It is rumored that Reshad Pasha, ex- 
Minister of Finance, has fled from the 
country. 


PARIS, May 15.—At a Cabinet Council 
yesterday M. Delcassé, the Foreign Minis- 
ter, announced that France had joined in 
a most vigorous protest from the powers 
against the Porte’s postal measures.

LONDON, May 14.—Under a guarantee of 
£10,000 for the faithful performance of the 


work, the Bristol Corporation leased to-day 


for a term of seventy-five years an impor- 
tant site at. the Avonmouth dock to H. C. 


Cooke. of New York for the erection of a 
cold storage warehouse on American plans. 

The new warehouse will have a capacity 
of a million cubic feet, and will be used in 
connection with Elder, Dempster & Co.'s 
newly cstablished fruit trade between Ja- 
maica and Bristol. 

Parliament is about to sanction the con- 
struction of new docks at Bristol to ac- 
commodate this trade. 





Gorki, the Russian Author, Arrested. 
BERLIN, May 14.—A dispatch to tHe 
Lekal Anzeiger from St. Petersburg says 
Maxim Gorki, the author; Wengeroa, an 
editor, and the latter’s sister have been 
arrested by the police, who are searching

to supply coal at the price at which the 
Germans formerly supplied it.”’ 

The correspondent refers to the Rocke- 
feller Coal Company as ‘a new American 
company headed by Mr. Rockefeller, with 
a capital of £1,200,000, formed to supply the 
continent with coal at lower prices than 
those ruling in the English export market.” 


PARLIAMENT FOR IRELAND. 


BOSTON, May 14.—The United Irish 


League of Boston, which claims to adhere 
to the principles originally propounded by 
Charles Stewart Parnell, to-day called upon 


the ‘‘ Friends of-Ireland’”’ in New England 
to take nee of England’s troubles in 
South Africa and China to right the wrongs 
of centuries and to force from her an inde- 
pendent Irish Parllament. 

The address says: 

“Treland is to-day as solidly united in 
support of an independent national party 
and an advanced national policy as she ever 
was while Charles Stewart Parnell led her 
forces."’ In conclusion the following words 
are used: 

‘*No time could be more propitious than 
the present for a combined and determined 
effort on the part of the Irish race against 
their ancient enemy, England. Beaten in 
South Africa, browbeaten in China, beg- 
gared at home, badgered in Ireland, bullied 
and despised by every nation on earth—it 
only needs a united effort on the part of 
Irishmen everywhere to pay England back 
for the wrongs of centuries and force from 
her necessities what Grattan compelled her 
to give in 1782, an independent Irish Par- 
liament. Unite, combine, and it can be ac- 
complished. Hold up the hands of these 
men, who in the citadel of England's pow- 
er, Westminster, are demonstrating to the 
world her weakness and her hypocrisy.”’ 


A PAIR OF ROYAL TWINS, 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, May 14.— 
Princess Frederick Charles of Hesse, the 
youngest sister of Emperor William, gave 
birth to twin sons this morning. 























Princess Margaret of Prussia was mar- 
ried to Prince Frederick Charles Ludwig 
Constantin of Hesse in January, 1893. The 


Prince’ is the younger brother of Prince 
Alexander Frederick, head of the non-reg- 
nant branch of the house of Hesse. 

Four sons had already been born to the 
couple before the twins which arrived yes- 
terday. Prince Frederick was born in No- 
vember, 1893, Prince Maximilian in 1894, 
and Princes Philip and Wolfgang (twins) 
in 1896. The two boys now born therefore 
make the second pair of twins that the 
Princess has presented to her husband. 

Prince Frederick Charles is an officer in 
the Prussian Army. His wife is a great 
favorite among all classes, and is said to

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SHARP BREAK IN STOCKS 
Market Depressed by Liquidation 
of “Hold-Over” Accounts. 


Nervousness Caused by Recent Panic 
increased by Rumor Mongers—Losses 
Heavy Throughout the List. 


The upward movement in prices on the 
stock market, which had been in progress 
since the panic of Thursday last, came to a 
sudden end yesterday, when, under the 
pressure of liquidating sales, not great in 
volume, but persistent in character, quota- 
tions broke sharply, the close showing 
heavy losses throughout the list. Union 
Pacific, for instance, fell over 16 points 
from the high figure, closing with a net 
decline of 14; St. Paul, from the high fig- 
ure, dropped 10 points, Missouri Pacific 8, 
Atchison 54, Canadian Pacific 6, Rock Isl- 
and 6, New York Central 4144, Delaware and 
Hudson 8 Lackawanna 7, Consolidated 
Gas 17, Amalgamated Copper 6, and many 
other conspicuous stocks 3 and 4 points 
each. In fact, with the exception of the 
panic itself and the collapse on the after- 
noon preceding it, yesterday’s decline was 
the greatest single day break the market 
has had since the re-election of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley. 

Reasons for it are not hard 
Briefly summed up, the market may 
said to have suffered from the liquidation 
of *“‘ hold-over”’ accounts. That is to say, 
those accounts that were not sold out in 
the panic were yesterday, in the Street 
vernacular, thrown overboard either by the 
customers themselves in the desire to save 
a little out of the ruin or by brokers whose 
appeals for additional margin had not met 
with any satisfactory response. In the 
market preceding the panic these offerings 
would readily have been absorbed by the 
tremendous buying power coming from 
practically every part of the country. Yes- 
terday, in marked contrast, there was little 
support or sustaining force to the market 
—this, because many erstwhile bulls have 
little money left, or the lessons of the 
panic fresh in their minds, are fearful to 
make any market commitments whatsoever 
at the present time. 

For that matter, the many rumors heard 
in the financial district yesterday were not 
in the least calculated to encourage an op- 
timistic view of the situation or a hope 
that market improvement would show 
forthwith. To the contrary, vague hints 
that could not be confirmed were heard 
relative to the Northern Pacific contest 
that the fight was spreading in many di- 
rections, and that hitherto peaceable rela- 
tions in other lines had been seriously dis- 
turbed. Indeed, all day long the gossips 
were busy with depressing rumors. Stocks 
known to be the ‘‘pets”’ of certain inter- 
ésts were to be attacked by other interests 
in opposition, while retaliatory measures 
were to be taken by the individuals first 
aggrieved. After the panic of Thursday 
the Street generally is nervous, and the 
rumor mongers were therefore the more 
easily able to work upon the timidity of 
holders of securities and of would-be buy- 
ers. Hence it was that, in addition to the 
carried-over accounts, many other :.ocks 
were sold out of sheer timidity, while for 
the same reason many intending purchas- 
ers held aloof. This is rather clearly borne 
out by the fact that the extreme breaks 
Were brought about by relatively few of- 
ferings of stock, the total transactions for 
the day barely exceeding 1,200,000 shares, 
of which one stock alone, Union Pacific, 
contributed nearly one-fifth. 

Yet, though there. were no particularly 
large offerings of stock, one story in the 
Street that received more or less serious 
attention was to the effect that the selling 
Which started the break and induced brok- 
érs and cutsomers alike to liquidate was 
for the account of John W. Gates, who is 
to sail to-day for Europe and who, the 
Street insists—his denials to the contrary 
notwithstanding—was badly hit in the 
break in the general market, and even more 
badly in the ‘‘corner”’ in Northern Pa- 


cific. Mr. Gates himself merely smiled 
when told yesterday of the rumor, and otf- 
fered no information on the subject. He 
declared, however, that tne only stocks 
lee now holds are for investment purposes, 
and are locked up in a strong box. How- 
ever this may be, Chicago houses were 
among the conspicuous sellers of stocks 
during the day. 

“The opening of the market generally was 
irregular, with prices down from the close 
of Monday largely in sympathy with the 
lower prices sent over from London, where 
such losses were reported as Union Pacific 
1%, Reading 1%, Baltimore and Ohio 1, 
Atchison 1, Canadian Pacific 1, Northern 
Pacific preferred 2, and Illinois Central 1. 
In fact, the only stocks up in London were 
St. Paul, which showed a gain of %, and 
Northern Pacific, which advanced 4. At 
this opening level, however, the market 
for a time held fairly steady, with some 
stocks—notably Union Pacific, which ad- 
Vanced to 114%—actually advancing. Soon, 
however, the steady pressure began to 
make itself felt, and prices fell off, at first 

slowly, but later very sharply, led by Union 
' Pacific, which broke to 10% and closed only 
a@-point above. The extreme decline in this 
stock, about which on the day previous 
there had been so much talk of a “ contest 
for control,’’ contributed to unsettle the 
market and to shake confidence, and when 
St. Paul and other standard stocks also 
started downward, this feeling was not 
improved. The result was that would-be 
buyers hesitated and urgent sellers had to 
get what they could. 

In respect to Union,Pacific, a Wall Street 
bulletin yesterday published the following 
statement, understood to be on authority: 

A- positive understanding exists in high finan- 
cial circles that George F. Baker and the so- 
called First Natianal Bank party have at various 
times recently, including the past week, aequired 
through the open market an important amount of 
Union Pacific common stock. There has been 
considerable talk for several days that a large 
amount, of the stock was held by W. A. Clark of 
Montana. If this is the case the stock has not 
recently been acquired, as Mr. Clark is now in 
Europe, but expects to return soon. 


Beyond this statement nothing further 
was to be had. 

In Northern Pacific only 800 shares were 
traded in, with the quotation ranging be- 
tween 162 and 150. The close was at the 
low figure, a net loss of 10 points.

LONDON BROKERS ANXIOUS. 


Settlement of Northern Pacific Trouble 
Only Temporary—Arbitration Com- 
mittee May Be Formed. 


LONDON, May .15.—The situation on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday was the most re- 
markable known, as far as Americans were 
concerned. There was absolutely no trad- 
ing, the arbitrage people not dealing, and 
quotations were entirely nominal. 

The optimism with which Monday’s set- 
tlement of Northern Pacific was hailed dis- 
appeared in the general reali8ation that it 
was only temporary. Steps are being taken 
to form an Arbitration Committee to re- 
lieve stock brokers of their difficulties in 
connection with the Northern Pacific af- 
fair. A representative of one of the largest 
houses said: 

“Unless the Morgans and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. accept some such arbitration nothing 
can save the London market from a serious 

The temporary arrangement, it is 
believed, may overrun the next settlement, 
but not much longer. It is thought that the 
acbitrators might set a fixed price. That 


would prevent serious failures, and meet 
oe. views of Mr. Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb 

: Co. 

The Morgans, Rothschilds, and one or two 
other houses readily advanced loans yes- 
terday at 5 per cent., in order to assist 
operators over the settlement. This action 
meets with approving comment in the 
financial articles of the morning papers, 
and is contrasted with the difficulty created 
by the policy of other banks and money 
lending institutions in withdrawing the 
usual tacilities. ‘‘If the latter are anxious 
to cause a panic,’ says The Daily Tele- 
graph, ‘‘they are going the right way to 
work.”’ 

{t is now asserted that but for the action 
of the Stock Exchange Committee for Gen- 
eral Purposes in suspending the buying-in 
rule, the whole of the arbitrage firms would 
have declared themselves bankrupt, as 
the only way out of an impossible situation. 

“This,"’ remarks The Daily Telegraph, 
““would have been a death blow to the 
American market in London, which, as it 
is, is hard hit, and the day of reckoning is 
still only postponed.” 

It is estimated that the corner in North- 
ern Pacifics cost the arbitrage dealers and 
the bears here nearly £1,000,000. The affairs 
of one big operator, news of whose defi- 
ciency of £40,000 has already been cabled, 
were satisfactorily arranged yesterday by 
outside assistance, on condition that he re- 
sign after the settlement. 

The Daily Mail warns the public against 
dealing in Northern Pacific shares, declar- 
ing that these are dangerous on the ground 
that Mr. Morgan might institute a rate war. 


MR. MORGAN’S STAY ABROAD. 


He Will Not Curtail His Trip, as Was 
Reported—Mr. Harriman in Com- 
munication with Him. 


Mr. Morgan is not about to return to this 
country immediately, as was reported yes- 
terday afternoon, but will remain abroad 
until the beginning of June, as he original- 
ly intended to do, as his presence here is 
said to be not urgently necessary 
rumor has tried to make it appear. 

It was learned that Mr. Harriman has 
been in continued communication with Mr. 
Morgan by cable regarding a settlement of 
the Northern Pacific difficulty, while fre- 
quent conferences were again held in this 
city yesterday between representatives of 
the two factions. One of these took place 
after the meeting of the Directors of. the 
National City Bank, at which James Still- 
man, Jacob H. Schiff, Robert Bacon, and 
E. H. Harriman, all of. whom are Directors 
in that institution, met and discussed the 
question in a friendly way. 

The reports to the effect 
interests were seeking control of 
Pacific were declared to be not true by 
those a position to know. George F. 
Baker, President of the First Nationat 
Bank, stated explicitly that he had bought 
no stock in Union Pacific.

Explanation of Theodore S. Baron, Ac- 
cused of Giving a Worthless Check. 


Theodore S. Baron, Superintendent for the 
knit goods firm of Baron, Straus & Co., 
who was arrested at his home, 597 Bedford 
Avenue, Brooklyn, on Monday afternoon on 
a charge of larceny in giving a check for 
$11,190, which was said to be wo.thless, to 
J. M. Leopold & Co. of 7 Wall Street, will 
be examined in Centre Street Court this 
morning. He was released on bail in $12,- 
000 bond on Monday night, by Justice 
Blanchard, and that bond was continued. 
Baron did not appear in court yesterday. 
He was represented by Einstein & Towns- 
end. Alfred Leopold appeared as complain- 
ant, and was represented by Hayes & 
Hirschfield. 

Baron's representative explained that it 
was a case of being caught short of stock. 

When seen by a reporter Baron said that 
he had got caught in the whirl and lost a 
lot of money. He explained that he had 
written a check for $11,190, payable to 
Leopold & Co., and-that they had promised 
to hold the check several days. Instead, 
they deposited the check the next day, but 
his account at the bank was not large 
enough to cover it. 

Mr. Leopold, when seen at his office said: 

“I had not done any business with Baron 
for five years. He came in on May 5 and 
asked me to sell 1,000 shares of Northern 
Pacific and 12,000 shares of Southern Pa- 
cific ‘‘short’’ for him. He told me that he 
had a thousand-dollar check in his pocket 
which would cover losses. The next day 
he came to me and said that he had a 
check for $23,000, and wanted me to sell 
more stock. I then told him that he had 
not yet given me the $1,000 check. Briefly, 
I had to buy his stock at a loss of $11,190 
He gave me a check on the First National 
Bank of Brooklyn, and I found that all he 
had in the bank was $50. He never asked 
me to delay presenting the check, 
supposed that he was good 
amount.”’ 

At the factory of Baron, Straus & Co., 
Weyth Avenue and Penn Street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday, Mr. Straus, a member of the 
firm, said that nothing further would be 
said about the matter until the examina- 
tion in court to-day. 

“If it is a question of veracity between 
Mr. Baron and Mr. Leopold, the court will 
have tuo decide it,’’ he added.

ANOTHER STOCK INJUNCTION. 


Prevented Consolidated ‘Exchange from 
Disposing of Northern Pacific for 
Brokerage Firm’s Account. 


Herman J. Redfield and James M. Red- 

field yesterday obtained a temporary in- 
junction from Justice McAdam in the New 
York Supreme Court restraining the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange, 
its President, Secretary, or employes from 
purchasing or “ buying in’”’ any shares of 
Northern Pacific common stock for their 
account. 
A customer of the Redfields went 
short’ of Northern Pacific at 137 the day 
before the panic, and the firm was obliged 
to wait until the settlements yesterday to 
find to whom their “ short ’’ customer was 
owing, because of the enormous rush of 
business in the Exchange's clearing house. 
In the meantime the injunction was ob- 
tained to\prevent ** buying in”’ on the floor 
and..the possible confiscation of their ex- 
change as collateral in case of failure to 
fulfill the account. 

Armed with this injunction writ, when 
settlement was made yesterday the Red- 
tields successfully avoided both the “ buy- 
ing in’’ and the “selling out’ processes, 
and later a settlement of the Northern Pa- 
cific shares, ‘sold short,’’ with the pur- 
chaser was made. 

Dallas Flannagan, attorney for the Red- 
fields, refused to divulge the terms of set- 
th ment. He _ said, however, that the 
grounds on which the writ was obtained 
are totally different from those on which 
was based the order obtained last week in 
the interest of a Stock Exchange “ short.’ 

The Redfield order, Mr. Flannagan said, 
was obtained, not because the sharés were 
not obtainable, but on the ground that the 
purchase in the market for delivery would 
wreak hardship upon the firm out of meas- 
ure with the just fulfillment of the con- 
tract, the injunction coming as a defial of 
the right of Exchange officials to ‘‘ buy in" 
to a broker’s account shares whose value 
has been inflated to a point far beyond the 
normal value by reason of a ‘ corner.” 


WOMAN FORCES A BOND ISSUE. 


Tired of Waiting for Her Money, She 
Secured a Writ and the Municipal 
Assembly Acted. 


For. the first time since consolidation a 
woman has put to rout the members of 
the Municipal Assembly who have been 
“holding up” bond issues for improve- 
ments. 

Mrs. Eliza M. Smith of Harlem owned 
property valued at about $30,000, which the 
city took for an approach to a bridge over 


the Harlem River. Mrs. Smith got tired 
waiting for her money and instructed her 
lawyers to compel the Municipal Assembly 
to approve a bond issue so that she could 
be paid. The matter was brought before 
Justice Gildersleeve and he signed an or- 
der to show cause why a writ of mandamus 
should not issue compelling the Municipal 
Assembly to act. This notice was served 
on the city officials last Tuesday. 

At the meeting of the Council yesterday 
the bond issue was brought up. It was for 
$884,852. Many of the members tried to 
avoid voting. The first announcement was 
19 to 2, thus defeating the bond issue. A 
hurried talk was held, and two Tammany 
Councilmen changed their votes. They 
were Councilmea Foley and Goodwin. Then 
Councilman Ebbetts and Doyle voted for 
the bond issue, and it was approved by 24 
votes. The Councilmen thus escape the 
mandamus proceedings. 

When the matter came up before the 
Board of Aldermen there were over forty- 
five members present. ‘Alderman Oatman 


{ said: 


‘T have no desire to go against a man- 
damus of the Supreme Court and be pun- 
ished for contempt. I vote in favor of this 
bond issue, but I object to the price paid 
for the property by the city.’ 

‘“‘ Never mind the price,” said Alderman 
Muh, who was presiding.

BANK TELLER’S BIG THEFT 


Trusted Employe of Brown Bros. 
Confesses Taking Over $20,000. 


Gambling, Chetwood Declares, Ruined 
Him, but Wall Street Rumors Say 
the Panic Struck Him. 


Edwin L. Chetwood, the receiving teller 
of the international banking house of 
Brown Brothers & Co., and for twenty 
years a trusted employe of that firm, was 
arrested yesterday morning charged with 
theft. According to a statement given by 
the bankers, the shortage, which amounted 
to $20,170.50, was disclosed by the teller 
himself, who, believing it impossible longer 
to conceal his crime, threw himself on the 
mercy of his employers and confessed. The 
money, according to the prisoner, was not 
lost in legitimate speculdtion, but went by 
the board over gaming tables in up-town 
resorts. 

There was a weekly inspection of the re- 
ceiving teller’s books, but this Chetwood 
knew. was at best perfunctory. Mr. Brewn, 
the senior member of the firm, said that it 
was easy for Chetwood, in the position 
which he occupied, to steal without being 
caught. During the course of a year mill- 
ions of dollars in cash would pass through 
his hands, and he had only to make false 
entries in the books, relying on the fact 
that he was trusted. Further than this 
Mr. Brown declined to go into details. 

Chetwood, who is thirty-six years old, is 
unmarried, and lived with his aged parents 
in a fashionable apartment house at Park 
Avenue and Ejighty-second Street. His 
father, Bradbury C. Chetwood, is a well- 
known lawyer. He has a brother who Is a 
physician, Dr. Charles H. Chetwood, with 
offices at 109 East Thirty-fourth Street. 

Chetwood twenty years ago came into 
the employ of Brown Brothers & Co., as a 
bank runner, with a salary of $3 a week. 
Iie was favored by his employers from the 
Start, and was advanced step by step as 
the years went by, until he was made re- 
ceiving teller, six years ago, his salary 
being then $3,000 a year. He had been with 
the firm so long that he was ‘not even 
asked to furnish a bond. He was quiet and 
studious and apparently of good habits. 

The usual weekly inspection of the firm's 
books was ordered on Saturday. Whether 
for some reason the teller feared that the 
inspection would be more thorough than 
usual because of the recent panic, or 
whether he had become discouraged by 
heavy losses in gambling, is not apparent. 
But hardly had the examiners taken up 
the books when Chetwood entered the of- 
fice of James Brown, one of the members 


of the firm. 

‘Mr. Brown, I am short,’’ he said. “T 
am over $20,000 short, and I cannot make 
it up. I am going home, where I will re- 
main until you are ready to do with me 
as you think best."’ With that he put on 
his hat and left the office. 

At first it was thought that Chetwood 
was ill and had become suddenly insane, 
but once on the alert, the examiners soon 
found that he had told the truth. Then Mr. 
Brown called on Capt. Titus, in Mulberry 
Street. The latter at once posted Detect- 
tives Cuff and McNaught on the case, with 
instructions to keep the man under sur- 
veillance and to follow him, no matter 
where he went, and not let him get out of 
the State. 

Meanwhile the examiners discovered the 
shortages one by one until they footed up 
to $12,000. Then John Crosby Brown of-the 
banking firm made a complaint against 
Chetwood, and it was decided to arrest him. 
Experts went over the books all day Sun- 
day, with the result that they found ad- 
ditional shortages, bringing the _ total 
amount up to that already stated. 

Chetwood made no attempt to leave his 
home on Sunday. Yesterday morning, 
while it was Cuft's turn to oP an eye on 
him, the latter appeared, and the detective 
followed him to the corner of Eighty-sec- 
ond Street and Madison Avenue, where 
Chetwood boarded an open car. Cuff got 
on board and sat next to him in the same 
seat. Cuff had a cigar, but no light. Chet- 
wood took a cigar from his pocket and 
lighted it, and offered the match to his 
neighbor. Cuff used the match and handed 
the man his card. 

“So you are one of the Central Office 
men,’’ said Chetwood coolly. “T often 
read of you. I like the way you do your 
work. You make no fuss about it or any- 
thing else.”’ 

Neither of the men spoke as the car pro- 
ceeded on its way until it had arrived at 
Fifty-ninth Street. Then Cuff turned 
toward Chetwood. 

‘*IT suppose you understand that you are 
under arrest. Capt. Titus wants to see you 
at Police Headquarters,’ he said. 

Chetwood after a short interview with 
Capt. Titus was locked up in the Tombs. 

Long before this time the news of the ar- 
rest had spread, and Brown Brothers & 
Co., in anticipation of a rush of reporters, 
had drawn up a statement to be given to 
the newspapers. This was as follows: 

E. L. Chetwood has been in our employ for 
twenty years, and for the last thirteen years 
has been in our receiving teller’s department, 
first as assistant, and then as receiving teller. 

When making an examination, a shortage of 
£3,000 odd in English money, and $4,000 odd in 
American money was discovered, the total 
amount taken by him, figuring the English 
money at current rates of exchange, being 
$20,187.50. 

He immediately confessed having taken the 
money, and claimed to have lost it in gambling 
and speculation, His peculations extended over 
a period of six months, 

There were rumors current in Wal! Street 
as to how the teller had really lost the 
money, and to offset these Mr. Brown 
made the further announcements as stated. 
One of the reports was that, despite a de- 
nial that the money had been lost in the 
“ Street,’’ it was quite certain that Thurs- 
day of last week had forced the man’s 
hand so that he found it impossible to 
‘“‘cover up” longer. Little reliance is, in 
fact, put in Chetwood’s statement that he 
lost the money in gambling. 

Soon after his arrival at the Tombs the 
prisoner was visited by his father and 
his brother, who came in a cab. Later in 
the afternoon he was arraigned in the 
Centre Street Court. He was represented 
by a member of the law firm of Weeks & 
Rattle and held in $5.000 bail for exami- 
nation on Thursday. The prisoner refused 
to make any statement concerning his case. 
Mrs. E. L. Keyes, wife of Dr. E. L. Keyes, 
understood to be an aunt of the prisoner, 
became surety for Chetwood's appearance 
on Thursday. 

At the apartment house in Eighty-second 
Street, the Chetwood home, was plunged 
in gloom. Friends of the family called at 
intervals all day long offering sympathy. 
The family would make no statement. 

‘“‘In time,’’ said a gentleman, who opened 
the door, ‘‘ we may have a statement to 
give if it should interest any cne, but as 
yet we are dumfounded and wnable to de- 
cide on any one course of procedure.”’

The whole amount is $1,000,000 in 
excess of the imports of April, 1901, 

The exports of domestic merchandise dur- 
ing “April aggregated $120,780,590, an in- 
crease of $2,000,000, For the last ten months 
the total imports of merchandise were $41,- 
049,850 less than for the corresponding 
period last year. During the same months 
the exports of domestic merchandise ex- 
ceeded those for the corresponding period 
in 1900 by $85,566,258,

REORGANIZATION PLAN 


New Corporation to be Capitalized 
at $30,000,000. 


Syndicate to Take $8,875,000 Bonds and 
Stocks and to Pay $2,180,000 
in Cash Therefor. 


The plans for the reorganization of the 
Brooklyn Wharf and Warehouse Company 
are now completed, and the Reorganization 
Committee yesterday sent out to the stock- 
holders the details of the scheme looking 
to the rehabilitation of the company. 

The indebtedness of the ex#ting company 
for which provision is to be made, (other 
than mortgage debt,) except so far as 
claims may be reduced by litigation, is 
estimated us follows: Unpaid balance of 
taxes for 1899 and 1900, (amount contested, 
litigation pending,) $230,000; claims for un- 
paid rents, (disputed in part,) $96,391.06; 
floating debt, partly secured, including in- 
terest to Aug. 1, 1901, $925,982.55. Total, 
$1,252,373.61. It is proposed to arrange for 
the liquidation of these debts and the ac- 
auisition of the collaterals. 

The plan provides for the deposit of pur- 
chase money first mortgage bonds and 
coupons and the several classes of stock. 
Participation under the plan in any respect 
whatever is dependent upon the deposit of 
securities with the United States Mortgage 
and Trust Comany of New York within 
such a time as may be fixed by notice from 
the Reorganization Committee, and will 
embrace only securities so deposited. 

In connection with the plan a syndicate 
has been formed agreeing, among other 
things, to purchase $1,500,000 new 4 per 
cent. bonds, $375,000 new preferred stock, 
and $7,000,000 new common stock, paying 
therefor in cash $2,180,000. 

The new company is to authorize the fol- 
lowing securities: $13,000,000 fifty-year first 
mortgage 4 per cent. gold bonds, $10,000,000 
5 per cent. non-cumulative preferred stock, 
and $7,000,000 common stock. 

The bonds will bear interest from Aug. 1, 
1901, payable semi-annually, free of any 
United States, State, county, and municipal 
taxes, which the new company may be re- 
quired at any time to pay or retain there- 
from, and .are to be secured by a first mort- 
gage upon all the property of the new 
company then owned or thereafter to be 
acquired. They are to be applied as follows:

The actual net earnings for the year end- 
ed Jan. 31, 1901, on the property to be ac- 
quired by the new company, as shown by 
the receiver's accounts, were $613,201, while 
the total annual fixed charges will be well 
below this, being $467,750, made up of 
$445,000, the interest on the 4 per cent. first 
mortgage bonds, and $22,750, the interest 
on $455,000 underlying mortgages on Baltic 
realty property, for which an equal amount 
of first mortgage bonds are reserved in 
the treasury. 

The estimated cash requirements are set 
out as follows: For debts, $1,252,373.61; im- 
mediate improvements, expenses, and work- 
ing capital, $1,492,626.39. 

The reorganization committee is made up 
of Frederic P. Olcott, Chairman; Frederic 
Cromwell, Adrian Iselin, Jr., Walter G. 
Oakman, George W. Young, and Jacob ln 
Greene. 


LOW BIDS FOR CITY BONDS. 


Little Interest in Issue of $5,885,000 3!4 
Per Cents—Mr. Coler Blames 
the Legislature. 


Mayor Van Wyck and Controller Coler 
were greatly disappointed yesterday when 
bids were opened for $5,885,000 of city 
bonds. The bids were the lowest for New 
York bonds since consolidation, and the 
lack of bidders was a surprise to city of- 
ficials. The following were the bids opened 
yesterday: 

Farson, Leach & Co. and Kuhn. Loeb & Co., 
104 for $1,000,000; 10344 for $1,000,000, and 103 
for $1,000,000, all of 1941; 1024 for $1,000,000, 
and 102% for the remaining $1,885,009 of 1920. 

Lawrence, Barnum & Co., 10444 for $500,000 of 
1940 and 102% for $500,000 of 1920. 

Harvey Fisk & Co, and Vermilye & Co., 104.277 

for the entire amount. 
. Franklin Trust Company, 104.38 for $100,000; 
102.86 for $100,000; 101.42 for $100,000, all of 1920; 
106.78 for $100,000; 104.45 for $100,000, and 102.19 
for $100,000 of 194f, 

Vermilye & Co. and Harvey Fisk & Co. 
are the highest bidders. The bonds bear 
34% per cent. interest, principal payable on 
nearly all the bonds on Nov. 1, 1941. Con- 
troller Coler said: 

‘“*I am very much disappointed in the 
sale. The bills passed by the Legislature 
in reference to taxation have cost the City 
of New York on this one bond sale alone 
$300,000. At least 75 per cent. of the drop 
in the price of bonds is due to the laws 
passed by the Legislature.” 

The highest price New York received for 
bonds was 112 per cent.. paid by the City 
Trust Company for $1,000,000. 


LOCOMOTIVE TRUST LOSES. 


Despite Its Higher Offer the Sale of the 
Rogers Works to Messrs. Smith 
and Holmes Is Confirmed. 
NEWARK, N. J., May 14.—Despite ob- 
jection, Vice Chancellor Emery in Chan- 
cery Chambers this afternoon signed a 
final order confirming the sale of the Rog- 
ers Locomotive Works, at Paterson, to El- 
lictt C. Smith and Frank Holmes, who two 
weeks ago submitted an offer of $602,000 

for the court's approval. 
When the confirmation proceedings came 
up an effort to have the option disregarded 


and a new offer made on behalf of the In- 
ternational Power Company considered was 
made by Judge J. 5. L’Amereau, the attor- 
ner for the Locomotive Trust, as the In- 
ternational Company is termed. He had 
$150,000 in gold certificates to deposit as 
surety for the sincerity of his offer of 
$655,000. 

Ex-United States Attorney General John 
W. Griggs, ex-Lieut. Gov. William F. Shee- 
han of New York, and Clarence Sexton ap- 

eared on behalf of Messrs. Smith and 

Iclmes, while the Rogers receivers, Col. 
William Barbour and John Pennington, 
were represented by William Pennington. 
Both these counsel joined in objecting to 
the new offer. Mr. Pennington said that 
although the offer was considerably higher, 
the receivers believed the interests of the 
concern would be better conserved by the 
acceptance of the Smith-Holmes hid. If 
the Smith-Holmes bid was accepted the 
works would be run. If the trust secured 
the Rogers works they would probably be 
consolidated with the Cooke plant.

COTTON DUCK TRUST, — 
$50,000,000 CAPITAL 


New Company to be Formally Or- 
ganized This Week. 


Will Be Known as the United States 
Cotton Duck Corporation — State- 
ment by S. Davies Warfield.

Official announcement was made yester- 
day of the formation of a company which 
will acquire the larger cotton duck manu- 
facturing concerns of the country. 

The new company will be known as the 
United States Cotton Duck Corporation, and 
will be organized under the New Jersey 
laws. It will have an authorized capital 
of $25,000,000 of 6 per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred stock and $25,000,000 of common 
stock. The total issue of preferred stock 
for present purposes will be $16,100,000, 
which includes stock provided for the ex- 
change of both issues of the Mount Ver- 
non-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company, and 
$10,000,000 common stock, making a total 
of $26,100,000. 

Thomas M. Turner of the J. Spencer 
Turner Company, a Director of the Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company, 
was asked for details of the proposed com- 
bination. Mr. Turner referred inquirers to 
S. Davies Warfield, President of the Con- 
tinental Trust Company of Baltimore, who 
was in this city yesterday. Mr. Warfield 
financed the Mount (Vernon-Woodberry 
Company, and is Chairman of the Board 
of Directors. Regarding the proposed con- 
solidation, he said: 

‘Arrangements have been completed to- 
day through the acquisition of stocks of 
existing corporations, or by purchase of the 
properties themselves, of the manufactur- 
ing establishments, &c., of these concerns 
now engaged in: the manufacture of cotton 
duck and similar products. The Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company 
of Delaware owns fourteen mills acquired 
from these companies: The Mount Vernon 
Company, four mills; the Woodberry Manu- 
facturing Company, five mills; the Lauret 
Mills of Laurel, Md.; Franklinville Mills, 
Franklinville, Md.; Tallassee Falls Manu- 
facturing Company, Tallassee, Ala.; Green- 
woods Company, New Hartford, Conn., and 
Columbia Mills, Columbia, 8S. C. 

“The latter company controls a number 
of brands, some of which have been in use 
for upward of half a century. Another 
group of mills acquired by the new com- 
pany includes the Stark Mills of Manches- 
ter, N. H.; the La Grange Mills of La 
Grange, Ga., and the Hogansville Manu- 
facturing Company of Hogansville, Ga."’ 

In addition to these properties. Mr. War- 
field said the new corporation has the op- 
tion right extending to Jan. 1, 1908, to pur- 
chase the mills and properties of the West 
Point Manufacturing Company and several 
other concerns located in Georgia. 

Mr. Warfield also explained that the pres- 
ent total issue of stock of the company 
will be $26 100,000, as against $23,500,000, 
which is the capitalization of the Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Company alone, without 
considering the other properties acquired. 

It is understood that the new company 
will be incorporated and formally organ- 
ized this week. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 14. — Arrange- 
ments have been completed for the meeting 
of the one hundred and thirteenth Presby- 
terian General Assembly, which begins here 
on Thursday morning. The 500 Commis- 
sioners have received their cards of assign- 
ment to their places of entertainment, and 
the Rev. Dr. William H. Roberts, stated 
clerk of the assembly, has practically com- 
pleted the roll for organization. The Com- 
missioners represent 224 presbyteries and 
21 synods in all-parts of the world, and 
many have already arrived from China, 
India, Japan, Africa, Siam, Korea, Mexico, 
and South America, as well as from some 
of the more remote parts of this country. 

The roll shows that more than one-half 
of the Commissioners are comparatively 
new men in the assembly. The Church 
will this year report over 7,000 ministers, 
26,000 elders, 7,500 churches, and over 1,000,- 
000 members. The contributions to foreign 
missions are close to $900,000, and $1,000,- 
000 has been given to home missions, while 
both boards are out of debt, which has not 
been the case for many years. The Church 
has given to causes of benevolence during 
the year over $15,000,000 in all 

Among the important matters to come 
before the assembly is the report of the 
special committee appointed a year ago to 
consider the question of revising the Con- 
fession of Faith. A majority of the Pres- 
byteries favored some change, and the 
committee’s report will, it is expected, 
cause some lively debates. Another sub- 
ject of moment which will receive careful 
consideration is the proposition to estab- 
lish a supreme court whose decisions shall 
be independent of the assembly and which 
shall be final. There is also a growing 
disposition to ignore the ‘“ Peoria over- 
ture,’’ adopted by the late assembly, which 
takes away from the Moderator the power 
to appoint the standing committees as a 
mere rule of order and allows the old cus- 
tom to operate. 

The assembly will be opened with a ser- 
mon by the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickey, the 
retiring Moderator. After hearing the re- 
port of the Committee on Arrangements, 
the assembly will adjourn for two hours, 
which will be passed largely in finishing up 
the canvass for Moderator. The two candi- 
dates now in the lead are the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Collin Minton of California and the 
Rev. Dr. George T. Purves of New York

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RAILWAY FRANCHISES 
IN BRONX BOROUGH 


Municipal Assembly May Appoint 
an Investigating Commission. 


Beginning of a Crusade to Compel the 
Elevated and Trolley Companies 
to Extend Their Lines. 


A protest was made by 
Municipal Assembly the 
terday against street and elevated railroads 
holding franchises in the Borough of the 
Bronx end refusing to build new lines in 
accordance with their agreements. It was 
announced by some the members that 
this was the beginning of a crusade against 
the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany and the trolley companies to force 
them to extend their lines in the Bronx 
Borough or surrender their franchises and 
allow other companies to carry on the ex- 
tension work. 

In the Council a resolution was introduced 
providing that local Boards of Improve- 
ments of the Bronx Borough be constituted 
an investigating commission with power to 
send for papers, subpoera witnesses, and 
employ stenographers and clerks to carry 
onghe work of investigation. 

Councilman Hottenroth made a 
supporting the resolution. He said, in part: 

“ During past thirty years many 
grants of railway franchises have been 
made in the Bronx Borough, and the com- 
panies have never carried out the terms of 
their agreements. They hold the streets 
and thus prevent any company from giving 
the residents the transit facilities which are 
absolutely The elevated rail- 
road company had eighteen miles of fran- 
chises in 1884, and the agreement was 
made to build five miles during the first 
five years and complete the entire system 
in less than ten years. This agreement has 
been violated, and the company has built 
less than five miles altogether. 

“A line should now be built and in oper- 
ation from One Hundred and’ Forty-fifth 
Street to West Farms on the There 
should be central line running from 
Jerome Avenue as far as Van Cortlandt 
Park, and a third line connecting the 
and west. The people of the Bronx de- 
mand that these agreements shall be car- 
ried out or the franchises to the street sur- 
rendered. We have not applicants, but sup- 
pliants before the boards of the district 
to enforce the building of the railroads.” 

Councilman Cassidy said that many of 
the railroad companies had resorted to the 
courts to get injunctions so as to extend 
the franchises. He said that the old Peo- 

le’s Traction Company had a franchise for 
wenty miles of street surface railroads, 
and that the company should be compelled 
to build or the franchise should be abro- 
gated. He thought, too, that the Railroad 
Committee of the Council should be in- 
cluded in the investigating commission. 

The Councilmen debated for half an hour 
who should do the investigating, and it was 
finally decided to refer the matter to the 
Law Committee. 

A similar resolution to 
the Council was introduced at the session 
of the Aldermen. All the members Yrom 
the Borough of the Bronx said they were 
in favor of the resolution. It was decided 
to refer the matter to the Railroad Com- 
mittee.

tract without the approval of the legislative 
body of the city. It is alleged that the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly of New York never passed 
upon or approved the contract, and that it 
was therefore void and null. Upon these 
grounds it is claimed the Controller erred in 
auditing the bills the total amount of which 
it is sought to recover 

The suit enters in the Queens County Su- 
preme Court.

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LORD YARMOUTH HAS WON. 


The Jury Gave Him $2,500 in His Suit 
for Libel. 

The Earl of Yarmouth won his action for 
libel against The Daily Telegraph Publish- 
ing Company. When the jury came into 
the Supreme Court yesterday morning, Jus- 
tice Blanchard opened the sealed verdict, 
which was for $2,500. The Earl was not 
in court at the time. He came rushing in 
as the lawyers were making the formal 
motions after the announcement of the 
verdict. He thanked the jury. After the 
was over the Earl said: 

‘I am more pleased than I can 
don't care about the money involved. What 
J wanted was a substantial vindication at 
the hands of an American jury, and that I 
nave received.”

HAD A BULLET IN HER BREAST. 


Mrs. Edith Thomas of the University 
Settlement Found Dying in 
Her Bedroom. 

Mrs. Edith ‘Thomas, manager of the 
branch home of the University Settlement, 
at 88 King Street, was found lying on the 
floor of her bedroom last evening with a 
bullet wound in her left breast. She died 
afterward. It is believed the woman 
committed suicide. 

She was thirty-seven years old, and lived 
at the home with her husband, Bond Thom- 
who was also employed about the place. 
At the time of the shooting the latter and 
Mrs. E. Hodges, an elderly woman, were 
on the-top floor of the building. Thomas 
ran down to the second floor and found the 
two doors leading to the hallway locked. He 
forced one of the doors, and going to his 
wife's bedroom found her lying on the floor 
near the bed. She was partially dressed 
and blood was flowing from a wound in 
the left breast. She was unconscious and 
died in a few minutes. j 

Dr. John Hodgson of 29 Washington 
Square North, who was summoned, but 
arrived too late to be of assistance, said 
he had treated the woman for nervous 
prostration three times within the last 
three months. About a year ago she had 
taken the “‘rest’’ cure. Detective Law-. 
rence Cornell of the Macdougal! Street Sta- 
tion was detailed to make an investigation, 
the Coroner was notified. 

At the main home of the University Set- 
tlement, Eldridge and Rivington Streets, 
it was said that Mrs. Thomas was a law- 
yer and was attached to the Legal Aid So- 
ciety branch at the building until her re- 
moval to the West Side Branch at 38 King 
Street. The latter was opened in Novem- 
ber, 1900, its principal work being among 
the Italians. 

Mrs. Thomas a few years ago became 
known as a writer of fiction by winning a 
prize offered by a newspaper. It is said 
she has written several novels.

MAY CLIMB INTO HIS ROOM. 


Col. Proskey’s Ladder Stands Until 
Lease to His Apartment Expires. 
Cal. Winfield Scott Proskey, who for 
some time past has been climbing by means 
of a ladder up and down from his apart- 
ments in the Cumberland Building, at 
Broadway, Twenty-second Street, and Fifth 
Avenue, has received permission from the 
Supreme Court to continue his climbing. 
This permission came in the form of a de- 
cision handed down yesterday by Justice 
Freedman, in which he continued the tem- 
porary injunction obtained by the Colonel 
against the Cumberland Realty Company.

Sessions before Recorder Goff yesterday in 
two hours and fifteen minutes. 

Lawyer William F. Howe, the defendant's 
counsel, stated that this was the record for 
the county. It took seven days to secure 
the Kennedy jury. In Quinn’s case no spe- 
cial panel was asked for. 

Quinn and Forsyth were on bad terms. 
The former had been assessed for damages 
resulting from an accident. On March 8, 
when both were running on a Fifty-ninth 
Street cross-town car, the body of For- 
syth was found beside the deserted car at 
First Avenue with a bullet in his head.

BROOKLYN TUNNEL — 
“HOLD-UP” 10° END 


Plans Likely to be Approved by 
Municipal Assembly Tuesday. 


Discussion in the Board of Aldermen— 
Council Requests Additional Rapid 


Transit in the Bronx. 


The extension of the rapid-transit tunnel 
to Brooklyn was discussed by the Municipal 
Assembly yesterday. Statements were 
made by the Tammany leaders in the Coun- 
cil and Board of Aldermen that the plans 
of the Rapid Transit Commission would be 
approved at the meeting to be held next 
Tuesday. 

Alderman Bridges made a characteristic 
speech, during which he waved in the air 
a report favoring the extension of the 
tunnel to Brooklyn signed by three mem- 
bers of the committee. He said the fourth 
member would sign the report, as_ the 
Brooklyn Democratic organization was in 
favor of the tunnel plan. Alderman 
Bridges spoke in part as follows: 

“This {s d matter of vast importance. I 
have done some investigating, and find 
that a large majority of the people of 
Brooklyn are in favor of building the tun- 
nel on the lines laid down by the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners. A man—Albert 
Johnson—came forward and offered to build 
the tunnel and give the people a three-cent 
tare. We waited until the matter coulu 
be investigated, and then there is a howl 
from a crowd of organizations that the 
Aldermen are ‘holding up’ the Brooklyn 
tunnel. We just waited to see whether 
Mr. Johnson would come forward. There 
has been enough time spent in waiting, 


and now J think the city should go ahead 
and build the tunnel. F : 

"We have a Democratic organization 
over the river, end the organization is in 
favor of this tunnel. I hold here a report 
signed by Aldermen Water, Cronin, and 
your humble servant, Alderman Bridges, 
in favor of the tunnel. 1 show this, report 
to the members to show that it will come 
out of committee, especially as the Brook- 
lyn organization wants it out.” 

f the committee is in favor of the tun- 
nel, why don't they send in the report to; 
day? I think a motion should be passed 
instructing the committee to report at the 
meeting next Tuesday,’ said Aldermen 
McInnes, the leader of the Republican mi- 
nority. 

‘*Do you think you are going to pass a 
resolution tq make my committee look ri- 
diculous,’’ *#lled Alderman Bridges in a 
scornful one. 

Alderman Wafer said he would like to 
see the tunnel built ta South Brooklyn, but 
he would bow to Edward M. Shepard, coun- 
sel to the Rapid Transit Commission, who 
lives in that district, and vote to approve 
the tunnel plan to tne Borough Hall in 
Brooklyn, and thence to Flatbush Avenue. 

‘[ think if this tunnel plan to Brooklyn 
is approved,” said Alderman McCall, the 
Tammany leader, *‘ there should be a prom- 
ise by the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
that they will give to the Borough of the 
Bronx the necessary extensions to the rapid 
transit road just as scon as the city’s debt 
will allow the building of the structure. 
If this is done I think the Brooklyn plan 
should be approved.” 

At the session of the council a resolution 
was passed making a request for additional 
rapid transit in the Borough of the Bronx 
as soon as the city’s debt limit will allow. 
This request will. be presented to the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners. 

Councilman John T. Oakley said about the 
tunnel pian: 

“The Councilmanic committee 
this matter in charge have held several 
meetings. and talked over the plans. We 
have discussed all the details, and I feei 
positive that there will be a report at the 
meeting next Tuesday.” 

‘Do you think the report will favor the 
plans of the Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers?'’ was asked. 

‘““Yes,"' I think so,"’ he replied. 

Councilman Oakley said he thought the 
plans would be approved by the Municipal 
Assembly, as under the law it only re- 
quires a majority vote of the Council and 
the Aldermen to approve the plans. 

Councilman Francisco, who has been act- 
ive in pushing the Brooklyn tunnel, said: 

‘““T can't understand the actions of some 
of the members of the committee. They 
talk in public in favor of the Brooklyn 
tunnel plan, but when it comes to an execu- 
tive session of the committee they talk in 
a different way. I can’t understand Coun- 
cilman Hyland's actions. I have been work- 
ing for the Brooklyn tunnel in committee 
and next Tuesday hope to see the plan 
approved. It will be a great benefit to 
Brooklyn, and there should be no delay.” 


No Action Yet on Mason Builders’ UViti- 
matum—Shut-Down Thought 
Likely. 

Whether there is a shut-down or not, the 
bricklayers’ unions said yesterday that no 
definite action will be taken regarding the 
ultimatum of the Mason Builders’ Associa- 
tion until to-morrow night, when a meet- 
ing of delegates from all the eight local 
unions will take place in Faulhaber’s Hall, 

at 1,551 Second Avenue. 

This is thought to mean that the shut- 
down will take place, as the mason build- 
ers vesterday said they would make good 
their ultimatum. Meetings of the eight 
local unions of bricklayers in this city are 
being held in the meantime, and their ac- 
tion will be reported at the meeting to- 
morrow night. Union No. 11 reported yes- 
terday that it had voted against declaring 
the strike off. It has also decided that if 
the shut-down takes place its members 
will not return to work unless they receive 
60 cents an hour, which is 5 cents an hour 
advance on present wages, and until the 
strikers are paid for the time they are on 
strike.

GIRLS’ STORY MOVES DEVERY. 


Policeman Cavenagh to be Recommend- 
ed for Dismissal for Beating and 
Kicking Servants. 

Two Irish girls appeared at the police 
trials at Headquarters yesterday and told 
Deputy Commissioner Devery a story of 
abuse to which they had been subjected by 
Policeman Cavenagh of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station, which will probably 
cost him his position. When all the evi- 
dence was in Devery said that he would 

recommend that Cavenagh be “ broke.”’ 

Annie Reidy and Margaret Lee, the com- 
plainants, according to a physician's certif- 
icate, still carry bruises as a result of their 
encounter with Cavenagh at Broadway and 
Thirty-eighth Street April 24. Both the wo- 
men are night workers in Rector’s restau- 
rant, Broadway, near Forty-fourth Street, 
and, according to Miss Reidy’s testimony, 
Cavenagh on three different occasions had 
insulted her as she was going home from 
work. On April 24 she took Miss Lee, a 
large woman, with her for protection. 

As soon as she saw Cavenagh she pointed 
him out, and the policeman shouted as Miss 
Lee turned her head, ‘* What are you talk- 
ing about me for?’ Then he ran up and 
kicked Miss Lee across the sidewalk. Then 
he clubbed Miss Reidy on the back, assail- 
ing both with vile language. Some hack- 
men saw the affair, but. did not interfere. 
Miss Lee testified that Cavenagh had since 
been at their homes to induce them to drop 
the case. She continued: E 

“If I'd had a revolver I'd have shot him 
dead, My father never beat me, and no po- 
liceman ever will.” 

Cavenagh swore that he had never seen 
the women before, and a little later that he 
had frequently seen them acting in a dls- 
orderly manner in the street. Finally he 
admitted that the worst he had ever seen 
them do was to greet hackmen. Se 

‘*T believe these two girls are tellin’ the 
truth,” said Devery in closing the case. 
‘They may be a bit erratic and not used to 
the ways of conducting cases in this court, 
but they tell the truth. They have given 
their names and where they live and where 
they work, and they work there day an 
night until way into the morning. An then 
they go home and go to bed, an’ it ought to 
have done this man’s heart good to have 
seen them two young girls coming along 
the sidewalk, having done their work and 
going quiet home. Ill recommend that you 
be ‘broke’ as a warning to other ‘cops 
that decent women can walk along the 
streets in the early hours of the mornin 
and be left alone.” 


CLOSE TO TRIBUTE TAKERS. 


Justice Jerome Says He Has Evidence 
Against an Official High in 
Public Life. 

‘‘John Doe,” the protector of lawbreak- 
ers, is again in danger of arrest. Justice 
Jerome says the Committee of Fifteen are 
nearer to him than ever before. Important 
evidence, he declared yesterday, against 
the mtuch-hunted ‘t Doe"’ was obtained in 
the raid on the gambling house at 111 
East Fourteenth Street, not far from Tam- 
many Hall. In the safe there the Justice 
asserts he found a check for a large sum 
indorsed on payment by a man high in 
public life, whose identity if disclosed, the 
Justice thinks, would astonish the public. 
‘Are all the gambling houses shut tight, 

now, Judge’"’ he was asked. 

‘They are—that is, nearly all of them,’ 
was the reply. ‘‘That is to say, they 
haven't been so hard to get into for some 
years. 

“IT am not sure about Canfield's. It's 
possible a few old-timers can get in. L 
can't find anybody who has been in there 
in some weeks. IJ heard a mun say at the 
club the other night that he had bet $25 he 
could get in and had lost the bet.” 

Several entries similar to the ‘* expenses, 
7-00," found in Barlow's book in the raided 
Broad Street resort, the Justice asserted, 
had been found by him as a result of his 
safe-opening expeditions. The profits in 
the Fourteenth Street house, he said, must 
have been enormous. He estimated the 
monthly expenses from the books he had 
seen at about $2,500, exclusive of protec- 
tion money; $100,000, at least, he contended, 
had been the cost of the activity of the 
Committee of Fifteen to the gambling fra- 
ternity in Manhattan. 

The remarks of Deputy 
sioner York that Justice Jerome was not 
a ‘fit person'’’ to be a Magistrate if he 
had evidence in his possession and did not 
use it, provoked the Justice to say: 

‘In view of the recent testimony given 
before the Civil Service Commission regard- 
ing police ‘promotions, I feel quite deeply 
any criticism coming from that quarter.” 


NO BOND IS NECESSARY. 


Companies from Other States Can Do 
Business in Vermont Without One 
—Law Unconstitutional. 
MONTPELIER, Vt., May 14.—The §Su- 
preme Court of Vermont in a decision to- 
day declared unconstitutional the State law 
bond and investment firms _be- 
longing in other States to file a bond of 
$10,000 when a license is granted to do 
business in the State. 
The court finds that the law 
with the Fourteenth Amendment 
Federal Constitution and with the bill of 
rights of Vermont. The case came to the 
Supreme Court as the State vs. D. F. Cadi- 
gan of Boston, agent of Farson, Leach & 

Co. of New York.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Gen. Brooke, 
commanding the Department of the East, 
has ordered the Seventy-third Company, 
Coast Artillery, (Capt. J. P. Wisser,) now 
on its way from Fort Monroe, Va., to Fort 
Porter, New York, to go to the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition grounds and encamp near 

the Government Building. 

The duty of the company while at the 
Exposition will be to furnish guards for 
the Government Building, and, in general, 
care for the Government exhibit and oper- 
ate the guns which have been mounted. 
The company will be provided with proper 
tentage and field equipment, and its com- 
mander will, to the utmost extent practi- 
cable, maké the camp a model of its kind.

SWINDLED MANY STORES. 


Men Got Wrappers, Shirt Waists, &c., 
Without Pay, and Sold Them. 

Detective Sergeants Gargan and 
saw a man yesterday afternoon in an 
Eighth Avenue car carrying what they 
thought was a suspicious looking bundle, 
and they followed him. Later he left the 
car and was joined by two others, and the 
three got into an argument. As they start- 
ed away, the detectives placed them under 
arrest. 

The men were taken to the East Fifty- 

first Street Station, where they gave their 
names as Harry Newman, nineteen years 
old, and Louis Block, eighteen years old, 
both of 258 West Thirty-eighth Street, and 
James W. Riley, an expressman, living at 
2,505 Eighth Avenue. 
, At headquarters Block made a statement 
in which he said that two weeks ago while 
he was living in a house of Christie Street, 
Newman came to him and said he could 
tell him how to make some money easily. 
He then outlined his plan, and the follow- 
ing day they went to a store at 106 Allen 
Street where they ordered seven dozen wo- 
men's wrappers sent to the dry goods store 
of Frederick Loeser, in Brooklyn, for 
whom they said they were the buyers. They 
then asked for a sheet of paper and an en- 
velope, saying that they wished to send a 
note to Loeser. 

The stationery was furnished without hes- 
itation, and the goods were duly sent to the 
Brooklyn address. About a half hour after 
they were delivered a man, whom the police 
say was Riley, presented a note to Loeser 
written on the stationary of the store at 
106 Allen Street, asking him to give to the 
bearer of the note the goods “which had 
been sent to him by mistake. This was 
done, and Riley, it is alleged, took them to 
Block and Newman, who sold them for 
$50 at Rivington and Allen Streets. 

Riley satisfied the police that he had been 
innocent of any intentional wrong, having 
been sent by Newman and Bloek for the 
parcel, and he was allowed to go, but the 
other two will be arraigned in court this 
morning.

NEW POINT FOR KENNEDY 


Robbery at Grand Hotel on Night 
of Dolly Reynolds’s Murder. 


Testimony to That Effect by Proprietor 
Leland—Entrance to Room Pos- 


sible from Fire Escape. 
—— 


New evidence tending to cast doubt upon 
the contention of the State that Samuel J. 
Kennedy killed Emeline €. Reynolds, in 
the Grand Hotel, on Aug. 15, 1898, was 
brought out during the first day of actual 
trial yesterday of the accused dentist, who 
is now making his third fight for life and 
liberty before Judge Newburger, in Gen- 
eral Sessions. 

Police Captain Price, who was in com- 
mand of the West Thirtieth Street Station 
when the crime was committed, added ex- 
citement to the day’s proceedings by hav- 
ing a wordy passage at arms with John P. 
Purcell of Staten Island, President of the 
American Horseshoers’ Association, who 
has been active in raising funds and secur- 
ing evidence to free Dr. Kennedy. 

Acting under instructions from Moore & 
Cantwell, Kennedy's counsel, Mr. Purcell 
engaged Mary Higgins, the Grand Hotel 
chambermaid who discovered Dolly Rey- 
nolds's dead body, in’ conversation at the 
noon recess, Capt. Price, who observed 
the incident, demanded of Purcell if he 
knew the Higgins woman was a witness 
for the State. Mr. Purcell said he did. A 
sharp exchange followed, and then Capt. 
Price, turning to the Higgins woman, said 
she should ask the District Attorney for 
money if she wanted something to eat. 
Whereupon the burly Captain took her un- 
der his official wing and led her away. 

The twelfth juror, secured early in the 
day, was Frederick W. Morris, a publisher, 
of 114 Fifth Avenue. Assistant District At- 
torney Keyran J. O'Connor, then opened 
the people’s case. The prisoner, slightly 
paler, with hair a little thinner, showed 

Neither did his 
faithful wife, sitting at a distance. His 
aged father, however, nervously shifted in 
his seat and looked much agitated. Mrs. 


Kennedy and her friends still contend that 
the murder of Dolly Reynolds was not the 
crime of an intelligent, educated man, but 
of a brutal, ignorant assassin. 

Many in the courtroom commented yes- 
terday on the striking resemblance be- 
tween the contours of the profiles of the 
accused man and the Foreman of the jury, 
Joseph E. Aue. They look remarkably 
alike. Mr, O'Connor paid g high tribute to 
the intelligence of the jurors, and old prac- 
titioners say that such a body of intelli- 
gent men has not been seen in a General 
Sessions jury box in many years. 

Mr. O’Connor laid much stress on 
fact that the evidence would show that 
Kennedy purchased a straw hat on the 
day before the murder. This straw hat Mr. 
O'Connor said had disappeared. 

“Oh, Lord, oh, Lord,” he said, warming 
up to his peroration, ‘‘throw light upon 
this straw hat, that we may know whether 
this defendant is innocent or guilty. Oh, 
Lord, throw light upon this case, so that 
we may be able to discover this straw hat. 
The people will never be satisfied until we 
have received some information concerning 
this straw hat. We shall continue to cr) 
out, ‘Straw hat, straw hat,’ until the 
judgment day if we do not find it.” 

The first witness called was Mary Hig- 
gins. No mention of the tilt during recess 
was made during her examination. She 
testified to finding the dead girl's body, and 
saw the bludgeon and empty champagne 
bottle in the room. Others of the employes 
who saw the body gave similar testimony. 
Mrs. Mary Brooks, the housekeeper, identi- 
fied the skirt, the blood-stained waist, the 
—- purse, and straw hat of the dead 
girl. 

City Surveyor Towle by a diagram dem- 
onstrated that no one sitting at the cash- 
jier’s desk could see any one come down 
the stairs or go out the Broadway entrance 
of the hotel. It was testified at the pre- 
vious trial that one of the clerks sitting 
there saw Kennedy gorout. This was new 
testimony. Proprietor Willlam Leland gave 
the additional testimony favorable to Ken- 
nedy when he admitted that a.robbery had 
occurred in the hotel on the same night of 
the murder and had been reported to the 
police. This testimony was given only 
after Mr. Osborne’s objection had been 
overruled. Under the prosecution's ques- 
tions Mr. Leland said that the burglary 
occurred on the same floor that the murder 
did, and admitted that entrance from one 
room to another, particularly Room 8&4, 
where the dead body was found, and those 
on each side, could be had by the fire- 
escape balconies or the connecting doors. 

This testimony is in line with the theory 
of Dr. Kennedy’s relatives and friends, that 
some burglar with the lead pine, a typical 
burglar’s weapon, murdered Dolly Reynolds 
for gain or through other motives, about 
which they also have theories. 

The trial will continue to-day. 


HANNA'S PICTURE LEFT OUT. 


Omittéd from Group of Statesmen 
Who Helped Employes’ Vaca- 
tion Bill,

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The omission 
of the picture of Senator Hanna from a 
copy of the official journal of the National 
Association of Machinists is exciting some 
warm discussion in a local lodge. When 
the Senate had under consideration a bfll 
granting fifteen days’ annual leave to per- 
sons employed in navy yards and arsenals, 
Senator Hanna is said to have rendered 
favorable service at a critical juncture and 


got the bill out of committee for passage. 

John B. Simering, a machinist employed 
at the navy yard, and a member of Colum- 
bia Lodge No. 174, and who is reported as 
having missed but two days in attendance 
at the Capitol while the bill was in prog- 
ress, was among the men who determined 
that a fitting tribute should be extended to 
the men in Congress who had bet most 
instrumental in securing the passage of the 
measure. 

As a result of consideration of this propo- 
sition, the pictures of Senators Hanna, [l- 
kins, and Martin, and of Representatives 
Mudd, Swanson, and Glynn were ordered to 
be displayed in the official journai. All 
of the pictures except that of Mr. Hanna 
appeared. 

Having been told that there was no ob- 
jection to the use of the picture, Mr. Simer- 
ing procured another to take the place of 
the first one, said to have been mislaid, 
but he was then informed that there was 
serious objection to the use of the portrait 
of the Senator from Ohiog By pursuing his 
inquiries, Mr. Simering learned that the

When asked about this report to-day, Mr, 
McLean replied that there was not a word 
of truth in it. 

‘*T have not thought of such a thing. 
The main fight this year will be on the 
Governorship, and I doubt if the conven- 
tion will regard it as expedient to make a 
nomination in any way for the Senator- 
ship. So far as I am personally concerned, 
I certainly do not desire it to.” 


The Narragansett Coal Depot. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—Bids were 
opened at the Navy Department to-day for 
the extensive new coal depot, pier, &c., on 
Narragansett Bay. Five bids were re- 
ceived, ranging in the neighborhood of 
$500,000 each, but they are accompanied by 
so many alternative proposals that experts 
will have to determine their exact amount. 
The plant is to have a coal depot of 10,000 
tons’ capacity and an elaborate equipment 
of machinery for loading coal on warships 
at a rapid rate.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Secretary

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AMERICAN SHIPS ARE FEW. 


Government Reports Show that the Flag 
Is Rarely Seen in Foreign Ports. 
Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Millions of 
American money are invested in shipping, 
most of it under foreign flags, in .conse- 
quence of the inducements offered by the 
navigation laws to purchase and sail for- 
eign ships under other flags than that of 
the United States, but the number of 
“straight’’ American vessels engaged in 
the Atlantic trade with foreign ports is 

very small. 

A Treasury officer who had been looking 
up the facts and figures to support the as- 
sertion that American shipping in the for- 
eign trade across the Atlantic was almost 
extinct gave to-day the results of his in- 
vestigations: 

“I have examined the volume of com- 
merce and navigation for 1900, just issued. 
If you look the figures over you will find 
that the last fiscal year, ended June 30, 
1000, in one respect broke the record of 
American shipping. In the trade between 
the United States and Europe that year 
not one American merchant vessel went to 
or came from Germany, Russia, Sweden 
and Norway, Denmark, the Netherlands, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Greece, or Turkey. 

“Two small American vessels came to 

» United States from France, one in bal- 
last, one American sailing vessel came 
from Belgium in ballast, and one American 
véssel cleared for Spain. There cleared for 
or entered from the United Kingdom eleven 
American sailing vessels, and two small 
steam ‘vessels went to the United King- 
dem in ballast. The American flag was 
never before such a rarity on the North At- 
lantic between the United States and Eu- 
rope. Even during the year of President 
Jefferson's embargo (1808) and during the 
nearly two years’ cruises of the Alabama 
of 1862 and 1864 the American flag was to 
be seen in these waters many times over 
the showing for the fiscal year 1900. The 
mail steamships St. Louis, St. Paul, and 
New York were practically all we had last 
year on the North Atlantic.” 


AMERICAN BRIGANDS TAKEN. 


The Band Had ‘Committed Many Mur- 
ders in the Vicinity of Manila. 


MANILA, May 14.—Detectives and the 
police have broken up a band of American 
brigands who have been operating in the 
Province of Pampanga, north of and not 
far from Manila. George Raymond, Ulrich 
Rogers, and Oscar Mushmiller have been 
captured, and Andrew Martin, Peter Heise, 
George Muhn, and two others are still 
being pursued. 

This band committed outrages and mur- 
ders at Bacolor, Pampanga Province, and 
throughout that vicinity, and Sunday last 
they killed Henry Dow, an American. 

The band sometimes represented them- 
selves as American deserters and at others 
as American soldiers. George Raymond 
wore the uniform of a Captain. Raymond 
and Martin were formerly policemen in 
Manila. 


New Provincial Civil Officials, 

MANILA, May 14.—The Civil Commis- 
sion has appointed Capt. Arlington U. Betts 
of the Forty-seventh Volunteer Infantry to 
be GVivil Governor of Albay Province, Lieut. 
Howard Lee Landers of the Forty-first In- 
fantry has been appointed Treasurer of the 
same province. Lieut. W. O. Thornton of 
the Thirty-eighth Infantry has been ap- 
pointed Treasurer of the Province of Capiz, 
in Panay Island, vice Lieut. Marion C. Ray- 
sor, who is ill. 


More Philippine Ships Ordered Home. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Navye De- 
partment to-day sent orders to Rear Ad- 
miral Kempff, acting commander of the 
Asiatic Station, to send home during the 
latter part of the coming Summer the ships 
Concord, Marietta, and Castine. This is in 
pursuance of the policy announced some 
time ago of reducing the naval] strength in 
the East. The Bennington, Petrel, Oregon, 
Newark, and Brutus already have been or- 
dered home, so that with these three ships 
the fleet in Asiatic waters is reduced to 
forty-two vessels. 


IMPORTATION OF SMALLPOX. 


Dr. Doty Says the Naples Outbreak Is 
Serious—More Victims of 
the Disease. 

Dr. Alvah H. Doty, Health Officer of the 
port, gave out a statement at Quarantine 
last night regarding the spread of smallpox 
abroad. He said in part: 

“Whe constantly recurring reports of 
cases of smallpox on board incoming steam- 
ers and the detention of immigrants at 
Quarantine show a serious condition exist- 
ing abroad. As all of the cases come on 
steamers arriving from Naples, that port is 
known to be seriously infected. 

“It became apparent that unless some 
great precautions were taken at Quaran- 
tine a horde of people would be landed on 
our shores to scatter smallpox broadcast 
over the land. A conference with the vari- 
ous steamship companies trading to Naples 
at which I told them of the existing condi- 
tions, brought about their hearty co-opera- 
tion. They have cabled to their agents at 
Naples and have secured their promises to 
assist in enforcing the regulations. 

“I do not expect any serious trouble in 
the future, as the present group of steam- 
ers recently arrived and now due left Na- 
ples before the authorities were warned by 
cable. As soon as their regulations are 
strictly enforced we will begin to get re- 
lief."’ 

Another steamship from_ Italian ports 
came into Quarantine yesterday with small- 
pox on board. The vessel was the Fabre 
liner Neustria. Three of her 1,015 passen- 
gers were ill with the disease. They were 
sent to North Brother Island. 

Nine new cases of smallpox in the city 
were reported to the Board of Health yes- 
terday. One death from the disease was 
also reported, that of Mrs. Sarah L. Tacka- 
berry of 238 East Seventy-seventh Street. 
Mrs. Tackaberry was in her eightieth year, 
and was the widow of the Rev. John C. 
Tackaberry. 

Dennis Hession of 532 East Fourteenth 
Street walked into the out door poor de- 
partment yesterday afternoon and ob- 
tained a permit to enter Bellevue Hospital, 
He was examined by the doctors at the 
dispensary and immediately isolated. A 
Board of Health physician was notifed, and 
Hession was transferred to the Willard 
Parker Hospital. He is suffering from 
smallpox.» 


WHOLE BLOCK QUARANTINED. 


Cases in West Hoboken Cause iiner- 
wetic Action by Authorities. 


The entire block on Spring Street, be- 
tween Hoboken and Demott Streets, West 
Hoboken, was quarantined yesterday *be- 
cause of two cases of smallpox, one of the 
patients being Louis Beekman, a boy, of 
129 Spring Street. His mother and his 
brother and two sisters are now at the 
Emergency Hospital, Snake Hill, having 
been prostrated last week. Mr. Beekman 
now occuples the house alone. Frederick 
end William Fenton, cousins of the Beek- 
man children, whose home is at 237 Han- 
cock Avenue, Jersey City, are also at the 
hospital, they having contracted the disease 
from their cousins. 

Yesterday a daughter of Policeman Mur- 
ray, who lives at 127 Spring Street, de- 
veloped the disease, and it was then de- 
cided to quarantine the entire block. The 
residents will be supplied with provisions 
by the Health Department during the em- 
bargo. 


W. A. Buchanan, twenty-six years old, 
of 454 St. Nicholas Avenue, a private in 
Company R of the Twelfth Regiment, was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital last night from 
the ferry at East Thirty-fourth Street suf- 
fering from a fractured skull and concus- 
sion of the brain. 

Buchanan is one of the expert riflemen 
of the Twelfth Regiment. Yesterday he 
spent with a portion of the regiment on 
the rifle range at Creedmoor. In the even- 
ing, while returning to this city on the 
train, several of the men began skylarking. 
As the train rounded a sharp curve, Bu- 
chanan was thrown from his feet, and 
struck his head against a corner of one of 
the seats. He fell to the floor uncon- 
scious, 

When the train reached Long Island City 
the men were transferred to the ferryboat, 
and on reaching the Thirty-fourth Street 
Ce, SaeESaeR was hurried to the hos- 
pital.

Naval Board’s Recommendations as to 
Its Adoption by the Navy. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—Admiral Brad- 
ford, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Equip- 
ment, to-day gave out the following ex- 
tract from the report of the board which 
has investigated the question of transmit- 
ting messages by wireless telegraphy:

Referring to the last recommendation, the 
board is of the opinion that a high degree of 
special electrical training is demanded for the 
successful operation of any system of wireless 
telegraphy, and it therefore suggests as neces- 
sary the establishment of two stations sufficient- 
ly far removed from each other for the train- 
ing officers and men. In its opinion this re- 
quirement would be best met by the establish- 
ment of such stations at the navy yard, Wash- 
ington, and the Naval Academy, Annapolis. 

If wireless telegraphy fulfills what now seems 
to be its possibilities, the cadets should be 
thoroughly trained in it. 

As the investigation made by this board Is not 
technical, there being no apparatus of any kind 
ready for test, but general in its character, such 
partial examinations as outlined above would not 
change the recommendations already made. 

The selection of any special system of wireless 
telegraphy is, in the opinion of the board, very 
largely a matter of business detail. 

If, for any reason, any competitive test of 
different systems is thought desirable, the board 
recommends, in view of the fact that the im- 
proved Marconi apparati will not be available 
for several months, and that improvements in 
any other systems may occur in that interval, 
that it be made only after due notice and prepar- 
ation therefor, and by a special board of experts 
appointed ‘for the purpose.

FINISHING CONSTITUTION 


Appearance of the Yacht with the 
New Topmast Placed. 


TELESCOPED THE MAINMAST 


Manager of the New Cup Defender at 
Bristol—Date for First Race 


Not Announced.

BRISTOL, R. I., May 
ler Duncan, manager of the new cup de- 
fender, the Constitution, this morning saw 
for the first time the boat with mainmast 
and topmast in position and bowsprit in 
its place. The yards just received at the 
Herreshoffs from the Ogdensburg firm are 
hollew and of wood, 

The second or auxiliary pair of spreaders 
at the masthead were set this morning. 
They are of wood, and longer but smaller 
rceund than the lower spreaders. Through 
their ends run the topmast shrouds. A no- 
table feature about the clubtopsail yards 
ig fheir extreme lightness. . 

The topmast of the Constitution was 
Taised for the first time by telescoping it 
through the mainmast yesterday afternoon. 
The Constitution's topmast is a handsome 
looking spar, with a length somewhat 
greater than the Columbia's. 

A bronze cone was fitted to the topmast 
head before the spar was lifted by its tele- 
scoping gear, and then the wire 
looped over the spar and adjusted neatly. 

The riggers having fixed the topmast 
runners and head stays, it took but a few 
minutes before the new spar was on end. 

The topmast gives the Constitution the 
appearance of having a very lofty rig— 
one that will give the boat the means of 
carrying a big sail spread. Later in the 
day the lower ends of the head stays were 
taken out on the bowsprit by the riggers 
and part of the crew and adjusted. 

Part of the running rigging was rove off 
also at the head of the topmast. The rais- 
ing of the topmast was watched by many 
people from the shore, several of whom ex- 
pressed the opinion that they never saw 
before such a lofty-sparred yacht. 

he topmast looks slender at such a 
height, but there is a stateliness given the 
boat in consequence that is striking. 

The steering wheel of the Constitution 
Was hung yesterday afternoon for the first 
time. It is adjusted to the forward side of 
the steering gear case near the taffrail. 
The small spars now at the Herreshoff 
shops are finely turned and smoothed off 
finely. Work is progressing on the new 
steel main gaff. 

When the topmast was first sent aloft in 
the place the wind was breezing fresh 
frcem the southwest, causing the boat to 
bob a little to each wave. The new spar 
swayed to some extent, showing that it ts 
not of heavy proportions 

August Belmont’s’ seventy-foot 
sloop Mineola arrived bere this morning 
in tow from City Island!

Add to the free 
eapital of which these combatants can 
dispose the share capital of the proper- 
ties that involved in the struggle, 
either as parties to it or as its subject 
matter, and the thing comes to a stag- 
gering total. The outstanding capital 
stock of the railroads concerned is: 
Northern Pacific, $80,000,000; Union Pa- 
cific, $195,000,000; Great Northern, $98,- 
000,000; Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
$110,000,000; total, $483,000,000. 

So great a part of the productive capi- 
tal of the country cannot be exposed to 
the risks of war and passion. A “ fight 
to a finish’’ here would almost necessa- 
rily mean the ruin of one or more of the 
properties involved. The Union Pacific 
and the Northern Pacific have recently 
been in the hands of receivers. By good 
management and through the great pros- 
perity of the country they have begun to 
pay dividends at the rate of 4 per cent. 
They cannot as yet be considered stable 
properties of assured earning power. The 
prices to which their shares have risen 
during the heat of the fight are no meas- 
ure of their real value. The disasters of 
war might easily ruin either or both of 
them. Moreover, whose money has been 
used to carry on this costly strife? If it 
is the money of the companies, a wrong 
has been perpetrated against the owners 
of their shares. The plain truth is that

THE EAST RIVER TUNNEL, 

It seems idle at this late day to try to 
argue with the Municipal Assembly as to 
the need of the tunnel and rapid transit 
project which the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission has submitted to them. 

Not only has the need of the project 
been made perfectly plain, but the fact 
that the project is by far the best pro- 
posed or feasible at present has been 
demonstrated. What prevents action by 
the Assembly? At the meeting in Brook- 
lyn on Monday it was intimated that the 
Metropolitan Tractfn Company is back 
of the opposition to the East River plan. 
That is extremely improbable, but if it 
were true it would be extremely shame- 
ful. It is improbable because the Metro- 
politan Company has always professed a 
desire to serve the interests of the whole 
community and a belief that in that way 
it can get the largest advantage. It 
would, if true, be shameful, for it would 
be sacrificing the publie interests to pri- 
vate greed. 

Any one capable of looking even a 
short way into the future can see that 
this great population which now centres 
in Manhattan and is bound to increase 
rapidly must find homes in every direc- 
tion, and that on the other side of the 
East River there is more available space 
at present than in any other direction. 
If access to this territory is provided it 
will not grow at the expense of any other 
territory in the long run. And certainly 
such growth will not diminish the profits 
of the transportation companies which 
have the energy and the intelligence to 
meet the requirements. But whether the 
Assembly is held back by influences of 
this sort or not, the people of Brooklyn 
are justified in bringing to bear all the 


pressure they can control to induce the 


Assembly to act.

It is 
true that they appear to have the same 
advantage over British builders and 
owners. But that is not our business, 
whereas that we should not have been 
the people to profit by the recent changes 
is most distinctly our business. 

The only explanation “in sight” is 
that which we offered yesterday. Ger- 
man shipbuilders and shipowners have 
been trained to rely upon their own ex- 
ertions. Our shipbuilders have been 
trained and accustomed to rely upon 
some kind of unscrupulously favorable 
legislation. Hence, even while in all de- 
partments in which energy and competi- 
tion have free pl#y, we are at the top of 
the competition, in this matter we are 
at the bottom, driven out, first by Eng- 
land and then by Germany. It is mat- 
ter for National humiliation. 


A NEW IRELAND. 

Lord SALISBURY’s speech in London, 
night before last, is calculated to make 
a disinterested observer “sit up.’’ What 
he said, in effect, was that the war in 
South Africa had increased the prestige 
of Great Bhitain. What every disinter- 
ested observer knows is that it has dis- 
sipated and gone near to destroy the 
prestige of Great Britain. Such an ob- 
server must rub his eyes, in simple won- 
derment, upon learning that his Lord- 
ship’s moral from the South African war 
is “that the empire was undoubtedly 
safer, and the cause of peace more se- 
cure.” Because fifty or sixty thousand 
farmers have succeeded in “ holding up ”’ 
the British Empire for a year and a 
half and have inflicted almost as many 
calamities as they have suffered, that 
therefore the British Empire is “ safer ’’; 
that is a non sequitur Of so huge pro- 
portions that the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain might have been expected 
to hesitate before promulgating it. 

What is perfectly plain is that Great

Britain, in a war in which she has her- 
self spent more money than the Crimean 
war cost her, and in which she has lost 
something like one-third as many previ- 
ously able-bodied men as were com- 
prised in the entire population of the 
Transvaal Republic and the Orange Free 
State together, has succeeded in convert- 
ing those two republics into a new and 
more formidable Ireland. That she has 
lost all her military prestige in the proc- 
ess isa proposition which nobody but an 
Englishman, and an official English- 
man, would think of denying. 

It was superfluously maladroit for 
Lord Sauissury to bring in the case, the 
chronic case, of the old and familiar Ire- 
land in this connection. The great warn- 
ing of the British Empire he thus turns, 
by a twist of the oratorical wrist, into an 
encouragement. It requires all the sub- 
lime impudence of Lord SALisBuRY- to 
draw from this South African war the 
deduction that England did very well to 
refuse home rule to Ireland. 

Ireland has been for six or eight cen- 
turies nominally British, and really anti- 
British. Cape Colony has been for a 
century nominally British, and really 
anti-British, And now we are told that 
jn order to endear Great Britain to South 
Africa, Lord KircHenger has found it 
necessary to burn six hundred and odd 
habitations, and that he is contemplat- 
ing the heroic remedy of “ burning the 
veldt,”’ and thus making great tracts of 
country uninhabitable. 

It is difficult to explain the policy of 
jreat Britain in South Africa, consider- 
ing that Great Britain has one Ireland on 
her hands already, on any other hypoth- 
esis than the old and pious one of “ ju- 
dicial blindness.”

COMMON CLAY. 

The nervous gentlemen who lie awake 
o’ nights trying to think out some way 
in which the capitalists can be prevented 
from piling up all the loose money in the 
world, and so depriving these victims of 
insomnia of their fair share, may find a 
sedative in the study of the list of assets 
dnd liabilities of Mr. JoHN E. SEARLES, 
bankrupt. 

It is the confidént belief of the as- 
signee of Mr. SEARLES that he will pay 
100 cents on the dollar of all his debts 
and have a comfortable surplus, and we 
sincerely hope, for the sake of both the 
debtor and the creditors, that this opin- 
ion will be justified by the event. It 
cannot in the least defer or endanger 
that happy outcome, however, to point 
out that the history of Mr. SEARLESs’s 
use of money, so pathetically revealed in 
the document referred to, is an impress- 
ive lesson in the centrifugal tendency of 
great wealth even in the hands of one 
apparently safe from all wasteful im- 
pulses. Certainly, the late Treasurer of 
the “Sugar Trust” would have been 
taken by a casual observer of his man- 
ner, aided by a knowledge of his most 
conspicuous business connection, to be 
a man who would not part with money 
without sound reason to think that it 
would return to him many fold within a 
time susceptible of rational calculation. 
He was the last man in the town who 
would have been supposed to be the: vic- 
tim of extravagant hopes or of the ingen- 
ious persons who live by exciting such 
hopes. No one would have suspected un- 
der that sober and granitic exterior a la- 
tent Colonel Sellers or a believer in the 
‘“‘millions ” to be had from “ patent eye- 
washes " or investments of that type. 

The list of assets shows that this re- 
putedly prudent and forehanded gen- 
tleman, besides a large amount invested 
in mining and manufactyring concerns, 
had money in a cotton company, a loom 
company, a fisheries company, an elec- 
tric company, a roller-bearing company, 
a typewriter, and a type founders’ com- 
pany, and in railroads, all of which may 
have considerable value, but which must 
have imposed a good deal of botheration 
on any one mind to keep track of them 
in the way that a sound business man is 
supposed to keep track of’ his invest- 
ments. Besides these we find in the 
list securities, set down as of uncertain 
present value or of none, in a company 
for automatic keg washing, for the man- 
ufacture of telephones, for the making 
of truck and car gears, for the manu- 
facture of staves, a wharves company, 
and a universal mill company. 

It may be, and, we repeat, we sincerely 
hope that it will be, that out of this va- 
riegated assortment of assets this un- 
lucky gentleman will be able to satisfy 
all legal demands upon him and have a 
nice sum on which to pass the evening 
of his days. But clearly he will never 
again serve as a bogy to scare Social- 
ists with. No one Will gaze on his own 
modest earnings, in dread lest a Searles 
shall gobble them up. No sane person 
will regard him as a monopolizer of 
money against whose accumulated re- 
sources the ordinary business man is 
helpless to contend. A Capitalistic Oc- 
topus, constructed after this fashion, 
may be relied on to use its powerful 
tentacles, not to gather in spoil, but to 
scatter it on every passing current. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Trolley line construction, in this vicin- 
ity at least, is nowadays both intelligent 
and substantial to an extent that insures 
a satisfactory margin of safety to the 
passengers. The rails used are heavy, the 
roadbed is well ballasted, and where re- 
taining walls are necessary they are al- 
most always Of reassuring strength. Yet 
with each recurring Summer we are obliged 
to record accidents like that which hap- 
pened on Sunday to a ear running fronr 
Fort Lee to Englewood. This route tra- 
verses some long, steep hills, but, thanks 
to the many precautions that have been 
taken, there is no appreciable danger—so 
long as the brakes work. There lies the 
weak link in the trolley chain. The inade- 
quacy of hand brakes for controlling the 
huge cars which have become possible 
since the substitution of electricity for 
horses as motive power has been récognized 
ever since the change was made. The tech- 
nical papers discuss it constantly, but even 
American ingenuity seems incapable of pro- 
ducing a brake as much better than the 
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old ones as the new cars are heavier than 
their predecessors, and which is still cheap 
enough to commend itself to the operating 
companies. The present brake is a pow- 
erful piece of machinery, much better than 
those on the old horse cars, but the motor- 
man’s strength of arm is still the basis of 
efficiency, and while that is the case such 
a thing as the so-called emergency stop of 
the steam roads cannot be attained on the 
trolley cars. And such stops, uncomforta- 
ble and expensive as they are, would be not 
infrequently the means of preventing great 
disasters on the trolley lines, as they un- 
doubtedly are on the steam roads. The 
trouble with the handbrakes is that, though 
by means of them any required amount of 
force can be exerted, it cannot be exerted 
quickly enough to meet emergencies which 
are sudden as well as serious. The power 
at the command of the motofman’s left 
hand to move the car obviously ought to 
be also at the command of his right for 
use to any required extent in stopping it. 
Power brakes that work efficiently have 
already been invented, and why they have 
not come into general favor is a mystery 
on which the companies ought to shed light, 
and they might also tell why resort to re- 
versa] of their motors is not more frequent 
and effective. Dependence on a single 
brake, no matter how good, will, however, 
always be dangerous. When one brake 
fails, another should be available, and until 
some such provision is made accidents like 
that of Sunday will continue to occur, usu- 
ally with more serious results than followed 
in that instance. 


——With neither the quality—which is 
good—nor the quantity of paper—which is 
large—used by ‘‘ The President and Board 
of Directors of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion’ for their invitations to the opening 
exercises have we any fault to find. The 
design stamped .upon the invitations—two 
women with clasped hands and flowing 
garments that simulate the outlines of the 
two American continents—is also excellent, 
being ingenious, significant, and handsome. 
But when we read the printed text we find 
that the President and the Board of Direct- 
ors of the Pan-American Exposition do not 
know how to spell the simple, easy, and 
yet very important word, ‘‘honor.” At 
any rate, we hope that they do not know 
how to spell it, for we much prefer to 
charge them with ignorance than with the 
vastly graver faults of which any other 
excuse or explanation of their mistake 
would convict them. As printed on the in- 
vitations, the word takes the form of 
‘“‘honour.”’ That intrusive ‘‘u’”’ is pardon- 
able when a subject of King Edward VII. 
uses jt, for to do so is the custom of his 
country—-without any warrant in etymology 
or reason, of course, but still a good, home- 
grown blunder, hinting at menta] rather 
than moral weakness, and doing no par- 
ticular harm. It's different over ere. 
The American who writes ‘“ honour” in- 
stead of ‘‘ honor,’’ who allows it to remain 
on any proof he has the power to cor- 
rect, sins against light and either puts 
profit against principle—as in the case of 
a few of our publishers—or tries to differ- 
entiate himself from his fellow-citizens by 
aping a foreign habit, almost always imi- 
tating one that is vicious or foolish. It 
grieves us particularly that officials whose 
special privilege it is to represent All- 
America didn’t compare their invitations 
with a good American dictiohary—of which 
there are several—before they sent the doc- 
uments out. Thus would they have learned 
that in America honor ts honor, and not 
“honour,” and they would have saved us 
from the painful necessity of hoping that 
they do not know how to spell. 


—-Among the many clergymen who at 
Monday’s meeting of the Methodist preach- 
ers discussed ‘‘ Christian Science,” and, 
being intelligent and respectable men, de- 
rounced that dangerous and thoroughly 
vicious engine of deception, there was one 
speaker who raised a point deserving of 
serious consideration. That speaker was 
the Rev. Dr. W. P. OpELL, pastor of the 
Calvary Church, and he courageously em- 
phasized the fact that every one of the in- 
nurierable variants of the delusion upon 
which “ Christian Science ’’ is founded hag 
led, sconer or later, to gross and bestiai 
immorality. “I do not know,” said Dr. 
ODELL, “ that as yet there is any more im- 
mcrality among the ‘ Christian Scientists ’ 
than among other classes in the com- 
runity, but their teachings as regards sin 
are practically the same as those of the 
gnostics, who looked upon the body as de- 
serving of no respect, and therefore held 
that there was no necessity for keeping it 
pure. This doctrine led to unbridled l- 
cense."’ It did, indeed, and so always has 
“perfectionism "’ in all its protean forms, 
of which ‘‘ Christian Science ”’ is one. As 
for the present morality of the Eddyites, 
the cult is young yet, and doubtless a ma- 
jority of its followers still retain more or 
less of the decency acquired from the re- 
ligions they have so recently abandoned, 
but the opportunities and the excuses for 
evil exist among them, the ultimate utiliza- 
tion of both is inevitable, and careful ob- 
servers can see, here and there, indications 
that worse things than the robbery of the 
ignorant and the fanatical are already in 
progress. What is there to restrain people 
who proclaim that sin, like disease, is a 
vain and empty imagining, a ‘ mortal 
thought ’’ to which the worshipper of Mrs. 
Eppy rises superior? 


—- Several correspondents resent the 
rraiseé we have given to Commissioner 
KEARNY’S now abandoned plan for placing 
street rames at right angles to the streets 
they designate, but we notice that one 
reader whose letter we published yesterday 
rmuade an involuntary and yet highly signifi- 
cant admission. The Commissioner's idea, 
he wrote, ‘“‘ seemed to be that all the people 
who veally are in need of information as to 
where they are, are ciding in the surface 
cars.”” What !s there so absurd about that 
“idea ’’? It needs a little qualification, 
but, as a matter of fact, the average New 
Yorker, either of ancient date or of recent 
impertation, very rarely has occasion to 
consult a street name sign except when he 
is riding in a surface car. Once or twice 
a week at most, and once or twice a year 
at least, he is in doubt about his position 
when on foot, but surface car riding is a 
daily practice with most of us, and every 
such journey necessitates more or less anx- 
ious glances at the corner signs. If the 
signs were placed as Commissioner KEARNY 
wanted to place them, the information 
wanted by the street-car passengers could 
be secured with the minimum of eye strain 
—that our critic in effect confessed. On the 
other hand, we confess our inability to un- 
derstand why he was forced out into the 
street to see a name which the Commission- 
er placed on one of the two sides plainly 
visible from the sidewalk. The truth is that 
Mr. KEARNY’s plan was judged and con- 
demned while the change from the old to 
the new system was in progress, and when 
a lot of confusion was inevitable. It wasn't 
a perfect plan, but it was a good one, at 
least to the extent of being better than its 
predecessor, and, alas! to its successor. Of 
that we remain convinced, despite the ar- 
guments and protests of our correspond- 
ents.

Is there 
not, rather, good reason to suppose’ that 
the ‘‘ corner "’ in Northern Pacific was used 
as a cover to break the market, in order

Why, 
whut use can a modern money-getter have 
for ethics? Is there anything too low for 
him to sige? to in order to obtain his ends— 
and can not always cover a multitude of 


his sins with the cloak of sweet charity— 
so beloved (to his way of thinking) of the 
opulace? Do these gentlemen ever stop 
ong enough in their jobberies to consider 
the ethics of anything? After all, what is 
ethics: Can it consolidate roads? Is ethics 
the connecting link for a transcontinental 
railway system?

ART NOTES. 


The change in feeling at Paris toward 
the Germans which wag so conspicuous at 
the exposition last Summer hes had another 
proof in the econduct.ef the affairs of that 
rather stiff old institution, the Bibliothtque 
Nationale, toward the historian Mommsen. 
The venerable and very outspoken writer 
is at work in Paris, where a German 
sculptor is living who is determined to 
mode} his bust. Prof. Mommsen declined 
the honor at first, but relented when the 
sculptor agreed to follow him up and work 
from ,jhim while Mommeen was himself at 
work. It can scarcely be believed, but the 
authorities permitted this German sculptor 
to bring his clay and revolving stand into 
the sanctum where in dread silence the 
frequenters of the Bibliothéque Nationale 


peruse the books brought them by liveried 
attendants! Bitter attacks have been made 
by some Frenchmen, owing to the favor 
thus granted Mommsen, a favor which, it 
is safe to say, no Frenchman would have 
dreamed of askin . Mommsen’s friendly 
relations with outs Napoleon and his vio- 
lent attacks on France during the war of 
1870-71 are cast up against him; but the 
Chauvinist newspapers rail to no purpose. 
Mommsen is persona grata at the Biblio- 
théque Nationale, and his bust has been 
modeled there all the same without inter- 
rupting his work for a moment. Momm- 
sen’s great age furnishes him with an ex- 
euse tor refusing to lose any time giving 
the sculptor sittings in his studio.

The coronation of the Russian Czar 
painted by Henri Gervex was taken to Rus- 
Ssia*by the painter and exhibited at the 


Imperial Horse Guards in St. Petersburg. 
During the visit of M. Delcassé, the French 
Minister of, Foreign Affairs, the Czar took 
occasion to examine the picture and ex- 
press to the artist, the French Ambassador, 
and M. Delcassé his approval of the work. 
It remains on exhibition for a month.

Complaint is made in one of the most im- 
portant art publications of France that 
no system governs the choice of works sent 
from Rome by the winners of the Prix de 


Rome. They are required_to send copies 
of antiques or old masters, as warrant that 
they are studying and as some return for 
the traveling scholarship whose benefits 
they enjoy. The writer suggests that a 
very wide choice be left them, so that in- 
dividual tastes and likings may be met, 
but that some indications and signposts be 
placed on their path. In this way the Gov- 
ernment’s collection of copies would grad- 
usally tend to eomplete itself.

The Academy of Fine Arts of Dresden, 
Saxony, has taken the occasion of the In- 
ternational held in that city to elect Whis- 
tler and Bonnat foreign members, together 
with the French sculptor Bartholomé and 
other artists, German and non-German.

At Paris the syndicate of the press has 
opened an exhibition of the work of Dau- 
mier, caricaturist, whose sketches in oils, 
portraits, and original lithographs have be- 
come very valuable.

Yielding 
to the universal tendency to expand by con- 
solidation, the Soule, the Helman-Taylor, 
and the Soderholtz have combined their in- 
terests under the title or the Soule Art 
Company, with offices at 388 Washington 
Street, Boston, and 257 Fifth Avenue, New 
York. The President of the new combina- 
tion is Mr. W. B. Byerett. He and Mr. E. 
E. Soderholtz are now in Europe having 
hotographs made of old masters and nota- 
»le pieces of_architecture which are lack- 
ing to the collections. They are in search 
of subjects for the decoration of school- 
rooms, and propose to issue in the Autumn 
about 3OQ new carbon and platinum prints 
especially chosen for this purpose. The 
subject of school-room decoration is a live 
one just- now in New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Boston, Cincinnati, and other 

large cities. 


The Pavilion Marsac, in the Louvre, has 
been turned over to the Decorative Arts 
Union of Paris, and the great series of 
tapestries from Fontainbleau Castle has 
been placed. Other tapestries and wood 
carvings will follow. he industrial arts 
are receiving more and more attention 
every year in Europe.

The Yale Art School will hold its annual 
exhibition on the 3lst of May, and the 
portrait painter Frederic P. Vinton of 
Boston has been asked to deliver the usual 
address.

John Brooks Leavitt Makes Adverse 
Comment on the Northern Pa- 


cific “ Corner” Injunction. 


The last regular meeting of the Bar Ase 
sociation prior to the Summer vacation, 
was held last night at the cluhouse, 42

the introduction of a resolution by John 
Brooks Leavitt, which was almost immedi- 
ately voted down. In other forms Mr. 
Leavitt had introduced the same resolution 
twice before at meetings of the association. 
The present introduction grew out of the 
preliminary injunction granted by Justice 
Gildersleeve last week inf connection with 
the ‘“‘corner’’ in Northern Pacific stock. 
The resolution read: 

“* Resolved, That a committee of five be 
appointed to take into consideration the 
tendency to enlarge the sphere of the rem- 
edy by injunction, and to report its opinion 
as to the advisability of providing addi- 


tional safeguards in respect of applications 
for preliminary injunctions.” 

After the resolution: was seconded Mr. 
Leavitt said: 

““There has been a tendency in the last 
few years to enlarge the remedy by in- 
junction. Recently we witnessed the issu- 
ance of an injunction in order to break up 
a ‘corner’ in Wall Street. This injunction 
was obtained for the purpose of restraining 
prepie from enforcing an impossible cone 

““I do not believe that there is a general 
appreciation of the extent this court has 
been used in the last few years. It is a 
serious question if something ought not to 
be done to narrow, instead of enlarging the 
seope of injunctions. In this county, with- 
in the past year, two injunctions in labor 
matters have been granted which are clear- 
ly_ilegal.”” 

_ Mr. Leavitt did not mention the local in- 
junctions by title, but he did refer to some 
injunctions issued in other States which he 
termed ‘‘ opera bouffe’’ legal practice. 

_ None of the other members at the meet- 
ing desired to speak on the resolution, and 
Vice President Hamilton Odell, who was in 
the chair, put the resolution. There were 
several votes for it, and then a vigorous 
*“No!”’ from the remainder of the mem- 
bers. The resolution was declared lost. 

At the meeting a number of new members 
were elected, ene Abram S. Rose of 
Kellogg & Rose, and Hiram R. Steele, ex- 
District Attorney of Kings County. 


HONOR FOR MR. COCKRAN. 


Archbishop Corrigan Invests Him with 
the Laetare Medal — Mr. Cock- 
ran’s Acknowledgement. 


W. Bourke Cockran yesterday received a 
distinguished honor at the hands of the 
Roman Catholic Church, of which he is an 
adherent. Archbishop Corrigan, surround- 
ed by other dignitaries and with appropri- 
ate ceremony, conferred upon him the Lae- 
tare Medal of the Notre Dame University. 

The ceremony of investiture took place in 
the library of the Archiepiscopal palace at 
4 o'clock in the afternoon. Promptly at 
that hour Mr. Cogkran arrived from the 
Hotel Renaissance. Besides Archbishop Cor- 
rigan and his secretary, Father Conolly, 
there were present Mgr. Andrew Morrissey, 
President of the Notre Dame University; 
Bishop Chatard of Indianapolis, Bishop 
Farley, Father Riley, the Rev. Dr. Herber- 
mann, and the Rev. Fathers Colton, Evers, 
Taylor, and O'Farrell. 

Mr. Cockran knelt before Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, who invested him with the medal. 
Mgr. Morrissey then made the address of 
presentation. 

Mr. Cockran, in acknowledging the honor, 
said in part: 

“The Catholic Church is the infallible 
depository and custodian of Christian truth 
and revelation. Democracy is the final 
fruit of Christianity, and Catholic citizen- 
ship is, therefore, the most reliable basis 
of civic patriotism under a_ republican 
form of government. 

“* Every service exalted by the States the 
Catholic Church enjoins as a matter of 
conscience, and every one which the States 
forbid by law the Catholic Church forbids 
under pain of censure. Even in the mat- 
ter of divorce, although there is an ap- 
parent difference, there is, in fact, har- 
mony between Church and State. 

‘““Both Church and State agree that di- 
vorce is deplorable. The Catholic Church is 
the greatest agency in counteracting the 
causes of divorce through education and 
defensive morals.”’

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ABUSES OF THE SPECIAL 
JURY PANEL SYSTEM 


Criticism by Justice Gaynor In- 
dorsed by Lawyers. 


Justice McAdam Points Out a Remedy 
for the Evil in Both Civil and 
Criminal Trials. 


The criticism of the special jury panel 
embodied in a speech which Justice William 
J. Gaynor made during a dinner given by 
the Phi Delta Phi Club at the Hotel Marl- 
borough on Monday evening caused con- 
siderable talk yesterday among lawyers, 
and ameng @gymen interested in the ad- 
ministration of justice. His remark that 
“since the time of Tweed down to the pres- 
ent all of convictions in this county 
for official crimes have been reversed on 
appeal, excepting one or two cases,’ was 
especially commented upon. 

Startling this statement seemed to 
Judges, lawyers, and laymen, all admitted 
it to be founded on fact after they had re- 
flected a little. But many of those whose 
opinion would be of value upon the subject 
declined to be The which 
had been reversed were frequently alluded 
to, however. Among them were those of 
Jacob Sharp, James A. Flack, Inspector 
William McLaughlin, Erastus Wiman, and 
Arthur McQuade. The cases of Henry W. 
Jaehne, O'Neil, and McKane were remem- 
bered as exceptions which Justice Gaynor 
alluded to. 

Concerning Justice Gaynor'’s views on the 
special jury panel there was a unanimity of 
opinion that he was right. Justice David 
McAdam not only pointed out the evils of 
the existing system, but suggested a rem- 
edy also. This is what he said: 

““T have read the address of Justice Gay- 
nor, in which he attacks the special panel 
and the jury system generally, particularly 
as constituted in the First Department. 

“The common law idea was that a per- 
son accused was entitled to a trial by a 
jury of his vicinage, or, in other words, a 
jury of his peers. There was to be no class 
distinction; but the jurors were to be incon- 
tinently drawn so as to represent every 
walk in life. The special jury system was 
instituted as a class jury. If that thing can 
be done, the class system may be extended, 
s0 that a jury of doctors may pass on all 
questions affecting the medical fraternity; 
@ jury of lawyers all questions affecting the 
legal profession, and so the thing might be 
carried into the different trades until the 
principle asserted appears to be absurd. 

**The trouble in the New York courts in 
regard to jurors is to a large extent the 
tolerating all 
sorts of liberties encourage them. Another 
lies in the right of peremptory 
challenge. Formerly a party in a civil 
action was entitled to but two peremptory 
challenges. The number was afterward ex- 
tended to four, and now to six, making 
twelve on both sides. Under the encourage- 
ment given to lawyers by the courts, law- 
yers frequently avail themselves of the en- 
tire limit in almost every case, excepting 
perhaps those of contract, Be 

‘‘Formerly objections to jurors in civil 
courts was a thing almost unknown, but 
since the advent of the elevated railroads 
and the consolidation of the street rail- 
roads lawyers have commenced and pursue 
a regular civil service examination of every 
impaneled juror. They not only seek 
grounds of objection on account of interest, 
prejudice, or the like, but even interrogate 
jurors as to how they will find in certain 
contingencies. 

‘*T have had to stop such examinations in 
several instances, in which they were in 
effect asking the jurors questions involv- 
ing lega) propositions with which jurors had 
nothing whatever to do. These objections 
are what I call conversations with jurors, 
which has not the sanction of any law; 
counsel have a perfect right to challenge 
jurors for favor, but they have no right to 
have conversations with them for the pur- 
pose of experimenting as to whether they 
ean find ground for challenge or not. 

“This thing should never be tolerated. 
Counsel should be permitted to ask jurors 
collectively whether they knew the parties, 
whether they are interested in the question 
at issue—whether they have any prejudices 
which prevent them from acting as indif- 
ferent jurors. But lawyers nowadays don't 
stop there, and hours are spent in desultory 
talks with jurors about their views on 
every imaginable question—some having 
nothing to do with the issue. 

‘The only rulings available on appeal are 
those made by the trial Judge on a chal- 
lenge to the juror. The code so expressly 
provides. And yet these conversations with 
jurors are permitted in every trial part in 
New York City. In consequence fewer 
cases are tried now than formerly; indeed, 
it takes twice the time now that it did for- 
merly. 

“The remedy for this evil Is to have the 
Legislature reduce the number of perempt- 
ory challenges in civic cases, and for the 
trial Judges to stop these long conversa- 
tions with jurors, which are not in the 
form of challenge, ,but rather the form 
of a fishing excursion to discover whether 
some grounds for challenge cannot be 
found. 

“When these evils are cured and we 
return to the mode of trying cases which 
proved satisfactory thirty and forty years 
ago. there will be no one bold enough 
to utter one word in regard to jury trials, 
or the mode of conducting them.”’ 
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SENATOR QUAY HONORED. 


Republicans Gather from All Over 
Pennsylvania to Pay Him Homage. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 14.—Republicans 
of the dominant faction from every section 
of the Keystone State paid homage to- 
night to United States Senator Matthew S. 
Quay in honor of his re-election to the 
upper chamber of Congress. 

Senator Quay arrived here from Wash- 
ington at 4 o’clock this afternoon. The 
party was met at the station by a recep- 
tion committee of 300 clubmen and escort- 
ed to the Hotel Walton. The street from 
the station to the hotel was filled with 
cheering people. At 6 o’clock the Senator 
was escorted to Horticultural Hall, where 
an elaborate banquet was served, covers 
being laid for 500 persons. There was no 
~speechmaking at the dinner, this feature of 
the occasion being reserved for the recep- 
tion at the Academy of Music, which ad- 
joins Horticultural Hall. 

There was not a vacant seatin the big 
auditorium when the diners, headed by 
Senator Quay, marched into the academy. 

President Moore of the State League of 
Republican Clubs presided and delivered a 
short address, introducing the guest of the 
evening. The Senator, in his response, said: 

‘““At three score years and ten the world 
grows lonely. Through wildernesses almost 
desolate the stream of life glides darkly to- 
ward the eternal gulf. The associations of 
early existence are gone. Its objects are 
gained or lost, or faded in importance. Oc- 
ecasions like the present stand in pleasant 
relief—green patches on the sandy delta— 
and are especially attractive and welcome. 
Fully recognizing that your tribute ts not 
personal, but attaches to the high office 
with which the Republicans of Pennsylvania 
have honored me, I thank you. 

‘My political race is run. It is not to be 
unégerstood that God's sword is drawn im- 
mediately against my life, or that my seat 
in the Senate is to be prematurely vacated, 
but that with the subscription of my offi- 
cial oath on the 18th of January, my con- 
nection with the serious labor and respon- 
Sibilities of active politics ceased except in 
so far as I may be committed to certain 
measures pending in the present Legislat- 
ure. 

‘*T will never again be a candidate for 
nor accept any official position. I have 
many friends to remember, I have n@ ene- 
mies to punish. In this regard I put aside 
the past.” 

Continuing, Senator Quay paid a tribute 
of praise to the Republican clubs of the 
State and to the State Repyblican Party 
generally for great achievements in secur- 
ing and administering good government. 

e said that in material development. of 
resources the State and Nation had ad- 
vanced so far under the stimulus of a pro- 
tective system that they were almost able 
to progress successfully without a tariff, 
He spoke hopefully of the Philippine and 
Chinese problems.

ACTORS’ FUND REPORTS __ 
DECREASED REVENUES. 


Money Raised During Past Year Less 
than the Year Before—Mr. Hay- 


man for President. 


The regular annual meeting and election 
of the Actors’ Fund of America was held 
yesterday at the Madison Square Theatre. 
Owing to the absence of President Louis 
Aldrich, who is lying dangerously ill at his 
heme, in Boston, Antonio Pastor, the Sec- 
ond Vice President, took the presiding offi- 
eer’s chair. 

Al. Hayman, one of the principal mem- 
bers of the theatrical syndicate, part owner 
of the Empire Theatre, and an aétive work- 
er in the interests of theatricals in this 
country, was elected President to succeed 
Louis Aldrich, who by reason of jll-health is 
compelled to retire from active duty in the 
association. For the past eleven years Mr. 
Aldrich has held the position of First Vice 
President and the last four years the office 
of President. 

Daniel Frohman was elected First Vice 
President to succeed John Drew, who re- 
tired. The other officers re-elected were: 
Antonio Pastor, Second Vice President; 
William Harris, Treasurer, and Edwin 


Knowles, Secretary. The Trustees elected 
to serve for two years yere Louis Aldrich, 
A. M. Palmer, John Drew, Jacob Litt, Har- 
ry Harwood, Frank McKee, Henry W. 
Savage, and Milton Nobles. 

The Secretary’s report showed that during 
the last year the total expenditures 
amounted to $31,478.57. Of this amount 
$24,235.64 was for relief, burials, medicines, 
and physicians’ expenses. The annual re- 
port of Treasurer William Harris showed 
that the funds on hand, including cash, in- 
vested bonds, and mortgages, amounted to 
$184,797.04, a decrease for the year of 
$7,069.61, 

President Aldrich in his report briefly re- 
ferred to the shrinkage in the Treasurer's 
report, which he said was much to be de- 
plored. He attributed it to the failure of 
the fund to receive from the city a part of 
the theatrical license moneys which the 
law for so many years gave them. 

During the past year there had been but 
five benefits given for the fund in the 
United States. These have been well man- 
aged and have produced good net results, 
$/,614.80 being raised, but that was a 
shrinkage of $3,779.56 from the regular 
benefit receipts of the previous year. 

Since the last report it was announced 
that 737 applications for relief of various 
kinds had been received, of which 662 were 
favorably acted upon. The number of per- 
sons buried during the year was 35, of 
which number 17 were buried in the Actors’ 
Fund plot at Evergreens Comatery: mak- 
ing the total number of burials in the place 
510.. Regarding the membership, 18 had 
become tife members, making a total mem- 
bership of this class of 158, while the regu- 
lar membership numbered 763. 

In referring to the Actors’ Home, the 
President said that on Aug. 3 the commit- 
tee turned over to the fund $69,030, which 
was the amount collected up to that date. 
This was placed in the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company at interest, which on May 3 
amounted to a total of $70,305. Much had 
been done toward completing the home, 
though considerable time had been lost 
through the delay in clearing up the title 
to the property. This consists of between 
thirteen and fourteen acres, about one and 
a half miles from West Brighton station, 
on Staten Island, in what is known as Cas- 
tleton. It is a beautiful spot and well 
seapene to the purposes. Many additions 
in the shape of wings to the main building 
and improvements have been projected.

REGISTRATION OF DRINKERS. 


Registry Provision of Amended Liquor 
Tax Law Applies Only to Board- 
ers and Lodgers. 

ALBANY, May 14.—One of the recent 
amendments to the liquor tax law has been 
made oppressive to persons dealing in 
liquors by some authorities construing it 
to require the registry of every person who 
goes to get a drink dr drinks where liquor 
is sold. Deputy and Acting State Commis- 
sioner of Excise Clement says that the law 
cannot be so construed. He said to-day: 

‘*A careful reading of the act clearly dis- 
clcses that the amendment has no such 
purpose. The new law requires the holder 
of a liquor tax certificate, which author- 
izes sales of liquor to be drunk upon the 
premises, and who shall be the keeper of 
a hotel, lodging, or boarding house, to fur- 
nish, whenever required, to the State Com- 
missioner of Excise a report of the names 
of all persons entertained by him as guests, 
lodgers, or boarders, stating the date when 
such guests, lodgers, or boarders became 
permanently and continuously inmates of 
said hotel, lodging, or board ng house. It 
also requires the keeping of a daily record 
ot all persons entertained at the _ hotel, 
lodging, or boarding house as guests, board- 
ers, or lodgers. 

“The liquor tax law before the amend- 
ment defined the word ‘ guest,’ as used 
in the act, (and which ig in no way 
changed by the amendment,) as being ‘a 
person who in good faith occupies a room 
in a hotel as a temporary home and pays 
the regular customary charges for such oc- 
cupancy, but who does not occupy such 
room for the purpose of having liquor 
served therein; or a perspn who, durin 
the hours when meals are fegularly serve 
therein, resorts to the hotel for the pur- 
pose of obtaining, and actually orders and 
obtains at such time in good faith a meal 
there.’ It will therefore be,seen that only 
such guests and actual boarders or lodgers 
are required by the amendment to reg- 
ister, and that the amendment providing 
for registry does not apply to-pegsons who 
resort to a hotel for the sole purpose of 
obtaining liquors as a beverage such per- 
sons not being ‘ guests,” as d fined in the 
act, and clearly not boarders or lodgers.”

DIES AT ASBURY PARK 


Self-Styled Noble’s Picturesque 
and Adventurous Career. 


Two Romantic Marriages with Amer 
ican Girls—A Chinese Enterprise 
That Caused a Sensation. 


Eugene Stanislaus de Mitkiewicz, whose 
picturesque career covered a period of 
nearly forty years in this country, died 
suddenly at his Summer cottage, 209 Sixth 
Avenue, Asbury Park, yesterday. He had 
been a sufferer from heart disease for three 
years, 

Mitkiewicz claimed to be a Polish Count, 
and his history reads very much like the 
second and third act of a realistic melo- 
drama. Accused repeatedly of being an ad- 
venturer and of perpetrating frauds that 
would have cost an ordinary man his lib- 
erty, the “Count” not only kept out of 
jail. but to the day of his death he was 
able to boast of business connections both 
respectable and solvent. 

Count"? Eugene Stanislaus de Mitkie- 
wicz was a nat.ve of Warsaw, Poland. Ac- 
cording to the best accounts that could be 
obtained, his father was an humble trades- 
man with a numerous family. For a while 
Mitkiewicz pére was Postmaster of the 
city, but the income from his office barely 


sufficed to make ends meet. On attaining 
his majority, early in the sixties, Eugene 
resolved to visit America in search of his 
fortune. The assertion has been repeatedly 
made that he picked up his title on the way 
over, Whether this be true or not, it is a 
fact that _in those days the business of 
being a Polish nobleman in exile was ua 
thriving industry. ‘Jane Porter's ‘ Thad- 
deus of Warsaw” was not so very long 
from the press, and its great popularity 
made lovers of political liberty everywhere 
ready to give an attentive ear to any wan- 
derer’s tale of woe, provided he had an un- 
prorounceable name and a foreign accent. 


HIS ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK. 


It was in 1868 that the ‘“‘ Count" arrived 
in New York. He took sumptuous apart- 
ments at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and at 
once, by that mysterious power which has 
been attributed by some to hypnotism, by 
others to native assurance, gained an en- 


try into the best society of the city. He 
was in funds, and spent money with a free 
hand. His easy manners and his personal 
appearance favored him. Of the blonde 
type, he was below medium height, and of 
slight figure, as about 130 pounds. 
His face was small, but he added to its 
dignity by wearing luxuriant side whiskers 
and a sil mustache. 

Miss Julia Lomolino, a relative of the 
late Nathaniel H. Wolfe, Jr., was one of 
the young women who took an especial in- 
terest in the handsome Count at the time. 
One day in a spirit of fun Mitkiewicz 
slipped a ring from her finger while he 
was calling on her at her residence, 61 
East Thirty-fifth Street, and ‘ forgot’’ to 
return it. It was charged later that when 
requested to give - the ring he substi- 
tuted a paste for the real diamond with 
which it was set. For this he was indicted, 
but the case never came to trial. The 
prosecution was dropped, it is said, on his 
promise to enlist in the Union Army. He 
did enlist. Then comes a hiatus of ten 
years. One account says he deserted and 
returned to Europe after securing his 
bounty money. 

His next appearance before the Amert- 
can public was in 1874, when he was mar- 

ed to Charlotte Lester of Rochester, the 
daughter of a well-known banker. He had 
met her on the steamer coming over in 
1873. He told stories, it is alleged, of his 
noble pedigree, and the impressionable 
young girl was completely carried away. 
The Lesters never liked the ‘‘ Count,” and 
they sent to Europe to see if his stories 
about himself were true. It was found 
that he had greatiy exaggerated the family 
status, but the young woman insisted on 
keeping her troth and they were married. 
The wedding was a big affair, although the 
bride’s parents staid away from the church 
in which it was celebrated. 

For a time the ‘‘ Count” lived as a gen- 
tleman farmer near Geneva, N. Y. A number 
of children were born to the couple, but the 
spirit of adventure was so strong in Mitkie- 
wicz that he took his wife and went to 
Italy, where it is said he gambled heavily. 
In 1880 the coume separated, and in 1885 
Mrs. Mitkiewicz ‘lied. The Lester family 
got possession of the children on the 

round that the ‘Count ’”’ was not a proper 

on to care for them. 

In 1894 attention was again attracted to 
Mitkiewicz in a social way by his mar- 
riage to Miss Small of Baltimore. The 
wedding party consisted of a detective, 
Miss Small, and two men, and the mar- 
riage was celebrated in All Angels’ rectory 
late at night. The party explained to the 
Rev. C. Ernest Smith, who performed the 
ceremony, that they had been delayed by 
missing a train. In response to a question 
the ‘‘Count’’ said he had been married 
deny before, and that both his wives were 

ead. 


HIS BUSINESS VENTURES. 


But the ‘‘Count’s”’ social success and 
escapades were rather paled by his busi- 
ness adventures. Chief among these was 
his promotion of an enterprise which had 
for its purpose the exploitation of certain 
pertions of the Chinese Empire. On Sept. 
4, 1887, he arrived in Washington from a 
trip to Peking. He claimed-that he had ob- 
tained concessions from the Chinese Gov- 
ernment which would enable him to carry 
on a genera! banking business in the em- 
pire and to establish and operate railway 
and telephone systems besides. The capi- 
tal was to be $28,000,000, half of which had 
been subscribed in the Flowery Kingdom, 
according to his story. 

The Chinese Minister at Washington at 
that time, Chang Yen Hoon, was deeply in- 
terested in long-distance telephones for 
China, and the ‘‘ Count’’ succeeded in im- 
pressing him. He had also won the confi- 
dence of William C. Turnbull of Baltimore, 
inventor of the long-distance telephone, 
whom he had met as a Spiritualist. Mr, 
Turnbuli was interested in Spiritualism, 
and Mitkiewicz claimed to receive mes- 
sages from the other world. 

harton Barker, a Philadelphia capitai- 
ist, became interested in the Chinese con- 
cessions, and it is said that he was the 
principal backer of the scheme. There 
really seems to have been some foundation 
tor the promoter's assertions concernin 
the Oriental enterprise, but the matter fe 
through because the Chinese Minister took 
alarm at the furor it had created and re- 
fused to sign the papers, probably on in- 
structions from his home Government. 

While this scheme was anae, Mitkie- 
wicz and ‘“‘ Shoe Box” Miller of Pittsburg 
were accused of trying to swindle Manager 
O'Brien of The Birmingham Age-Herald 
out of $10,000. They met him at Asbury 
Park and told him, it is alleged, that Cel. 
Eliot F. Shepard of The Mail and Express 
was going to put several million dollars into 
the Stock of the company to be formed. 
The signature of the Chinese Prime Min- 
ister at Peking Was necessary, and they 
wanted Mr. O'Brien to let them have $10,- 
000 to pay the expenses of sending a com- 
mission over there. They promised that 
Mr. O’Brien would clear $100,000 as soon 
as the company was set on its feet. O’Brien 
was at first disposed to go into the deal, 
but learning something of Mitkilewicz’s 
history, finally refused to put up any 


money. 
Finally the concessions were annulled by 
the Chinese Government and the scheme 
fell through. All this led to an embarrass- 
ment of the Chinese Legation which 
caused an international sensation and con- 
tributed largely to the recall of Chang 


Yen Hoon, 

As far back as 1879 Mitklewicz was in 
trouble with the authorities of Baltimore, 
where he had engaged in the coal business 
on a large scale. The firm was Mitkie- 
wicz, Cooke & Co. A branch office was 
opened in Washington, and a son of Ad- 
miral Porter was induc to take an in- 
terest in the concern, The ‘‘Count” was 
{dicted by the Grand Jury, the charge 
against him being that he had obtained 
money and goods under false pretenses. 
On trial he was acquitted. 

His body will be taken to Baltimore by 
Gen. Dodge, a relative of the Count’s 


widow. 
THE “COUNT” AS A FARMER, 


What His Stock Farm Near Geneva, 
N. ¥., Cost People of That City.

GENEVA, N. Y., May 14.—Count Mitkie- 
wicz, who died at Asbury Park yesterday, 
lived here with the Countess for three years 
in the seventies. He purchased a stock 
farm two miles northwest of this city. The 
enterprise resulted disastrously—for other 
people—for, in 1878, he left precipitately, 
leaving bill, notes, and judgments against 
him aggregating more than $100,000. 

When he secured possession of the farm 
he sent buyers to England to purchase 


Jersey and Alderney cattle, to Holland tu 
purchase Holsteins, to France to. purchase 
coach horses, and to all parts of the 
United States after thoroughbred trotters.

He employed more than 100 men in prepar- 
ing the farm for the stock and in building 
a house. When completed the house was 
said to be the finest mansion between Ge- 
neva and Lake Ontario. He entertained 
lavishly. 

The money for all of this came from 
Genevans. Most of it was borrowed on the 
individual notes of the Countess. The 
Count stated when borrowing that the 
Countess was worth $60,000 in her own 
right. Investigation after his departure 
ores that she had only the income from 
he money; that the principal was entailed 
and could not_be touched by her creditors. 

One man, George H. Myers, now dead, 
held a chattel mortgage on everything in 
th: farmhouse, He retired one night, in- 
tending to foreclose the mortgage the fol- 
lowing day. When he awoke he learned 
that the Count had departed during the 
night. Everything had been removed from 
the house during the night, loaded on a 
steamboat, and taken to Watkins, whence 
it was shipped to Baltimore, where the 
Count and Countess went when they left 
Geneva.

WAS MR. MORGAN'S GIFT 


Financier Gave the $125,000 to 
the Palisades Commission. 


Permitted Name to be Made Public to 
Encourage Further Contributions— 
Carpenter Quarry to be Acquired. 


It was announced yesterday at a meeting 
of the New York Palisades Inter-State 
Park Commission, held in the building at 
346 Broadway, that J” Pierpont Morgan is 
the donor of the gift of $125,000 received 
by the Treasurer of the commission, Ralph 
Trautmann, a few weeks ago. Mr. Traut- 
mann said yesterday after the meeting that 
Mr. Morgan's name was withheld from pub- 
lication at the time of the announcement 


of the donation by his request. 

The President of the commission, George 
W. Perkins, recently communicated with 
Mr. Morgan, in Europe, urging him to al- 
low his name to be made public in connec- 
tion with the gift, in the hope of encourag- 


ing further contributions. To this Mr. Mor- 
gan finally consented. #7. 

The amount of the gift will be used for 
acquiring the Carpenter Brothers’ quarry, 
near Coitsville, N. J., the purchase and 
the title of which will be closed to-mor- 
row by the Secretary of the commission, 
J. Du Pratt White. The price paid by the 
commission for the property is $132,000. 

With the acquiring of this property. the 

members of the commission feel that they 
have already made great progress toward 
the preservation of the Palisades, as the 
cliffs of the quarry are the most pictur- 
esque of any on the Jersey side of the 
river. There has been blasting in the quar- 
ry for the past yéar, and much of their 
beauty has been destroyed. 
, Letters have poured in on the commission 
for some time from tourists on the Hudson 
River boats urging that some step be taken 
toward preventing these cliffs from being 
totally obliterated. The commission, 
through Mr. Trautmann, expressed much 
appreciation for Mr. Morgan's gift, and a 
letter of thanks was sent to him. Mr. 
Trautmann said that Mr. Morgan had not 
been appealed to by the commission, but 
that he had given the amount after hear- 
ing from some other source the desire of 
the commission to this particular 
spot. 

It was also announced after the meeting 
that work on the carriage road which is 
to be built at the base of the Palisades, be- 
ginning at a point near Fort Lee, and ex- 
tending north for _a distance of fifteen 
miles to Sneden's Landing, will be begun 
immediately. The road will not rival the 
Speedway, on this side of the river, as 
there will be no racing or fast driving per- 
mitted, and it will be butlt for the sole 
use of carriage driving, and in width will 
allow room for but two carriages to pass 
each other. 

The engineers will begin surveying at 
once, and the commission hope to complete 
the project in a year's time, providing the 
necessary appropriation of money from the 
Legislatures of the two States be forth- 
coming.

John D. Rockefeller Subscribes $5,000 
for a Hospital—A Woman's Gift 
—Aid for Jacksonville. 

At the monthly meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, at the Church Mission 
House, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-second 
Street, yesterday, it was announced that a 


subseription of $5,000 had been received 
from John D. Rockefeller, who, as is well 
known, is a Baptist, for a hospital under 
Bishop Morrison’s supervision at Duluth, 
Minn., and $15,000 from a woman for re- 
building a burned hospital in Montana.

FIGHT OVER FRANCHISE TAX. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 14.—Another fight 
in the courts has been begun over the re- 
cent assessments levied by the State Board 


of Tax Commissioners under the Ford 
Franchise Tax law. 

The New York Central Railroad and the 
Western Union Telegraph began litigation 
to-day. Justice Childs, in the Special Term 
of the Supreme Ccurt, granted writs of 
certiorari, requiring the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners to show cause why 
they should not be compelled to reduce the 
valuations of these two corporations. 

The State Tax Commissioners fixed the 
New York Central's franchise at $1,063,400, 
and the company claims that the valuation 
is over three times as much as the fran- 
chise is worth. The Western Union asks for 
a reduction of about 60 per cent.

GEORGE CONQUEST, SR. DEAD. 


The Last of an Old London Type of 
Actor-Manager—Was Famous in the 
East End for Many Years. 
LONDON, May 14.—George Conquest, Sr., 
the playwright and actor-manager, is dead 

from heart disease. 
Mr. Conquest was known in New York. 


In an accident at Wallack’s Theatre in 1890 
he broke a leg and three ribs. 


Although, as the foregoing dispatch says, 
George Conquest was known in this city, 
it is probable that very few America® play- 
gcers remember him. He was almost 
equally unknown, except by reputation, to 
the fashionable audiences of the London 
West End playhouses, but if one were to 
have asked a denizen of the East End, at 
any time within the last thirty years, who 
Was the best-known actor in London, he 
would probably have answered George Con- 
quest. 

Mr. Conquest was about sixty-five years 
old. He came of a theatrical family, and 
made his first appearance on the boards 
when he was a child. Later he learned to 
become a gymnast, as well as an actor, and 
in the pantomimes which he produced every 
Winter he and his relatives used to delight 
British audiences by a remarkable combi- 
nation of the drama and circus feats. The 
best known of the theatres which Mr. Con- 
quest managed in London was the old Gre- 
clan, but a geod part of his income was de- 
rived from the annual tour which he made 
in the provinces. 

Perhaps nothing in this country so near- 
ly approaches the system by which Mr. 
Conquest’'s plays were produced as _ the 
Yiddish productions at Bowery theatres. 
Mr. Conquest wrote most of his own plays; 
he was stage manager and business direc- 
tor: he usually took the principal part, 
and he attended to all the details of the 
production. He was the last of a type of 
player common enough in the eighteenth 
constr: but which disappears from London 
with his death. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


James F. Goddard. 

James F. Goddard, Chairman of 
Trunk Line Association and one of the 
highest authorities on railroad traffic in 
the United States, died on Monday at his 
home, in Brooklyn, of pneumonia, after a 
short illness. 

Less than a week ago Mr. Goddard pre- 
sided over a meeting at the headquarters 
of the association of the Presidents of the 
Central Traffic Lines. 

Mr. Goddard was born in Brockton, Mass., 
in 1842. He began his railroad career when 
he was twenty-six years old, in 1868, as 
clerk in the general freight office of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad. 
His advancement was rapid, and in 1872 
he became Assistant General Freight Agent 
of the company. He continued in this posi- 
tion except for a short interval, during 
which he was General Freight Agent of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph Ratlroad, until 
1878, when he went to the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé as General Freight Agent. 
His connection with this road lasted until 
1890, and during that time he rose to the 
position of Third Vice President of the sys- 
tem, having been made Traffic Manager in 
1882, Assistant General Manager in 1885, 
and General Manager in 1887. From 1887 
to 1890 he was also Manager of the Chicago, 
Santa Fé and California line. In 1890 he 
became Chairman of the Western Passen- 
ger Association. He oecupied this post only 
a few months, when, at the instance of 
Senator Depew and other railroad officials 
he was selected to fill the office in which 
he continued until his death. 

Mr. Goddard was the successor 
office of the late H. J. Hayden and of 
Albert Fink. He was frequently called 
upon to settle disputes between railroads, 
and his decisions were always received 
with satisfaction and respect.

‘This peculiar sense of clerical authority 
however, was developed to such an exten 
that the Church undertook to certify to the 
Bible by act of council. The intellect and 
consciences of men were reduced to slavish 
impotence, until, with the Protestant Ref- 
ormation, the right of private judgment 
was asserted. It is not surprising that 
with the reaction a tendency was manie 
fested to extreme radicalism. Finally, 
there was developed the subjective content 
of individual experience.

CAPITAL’S OPPORTUNITIES. 


Continued liquidation of ante-panic 
purchases was the predominant influence 
yesterday, nor did this process seem to 
be completed at the close. The resultant 
declines were brought about without ex- 
citement—nothing beyond the normal. 

Reports from London and the Conti- 
nental Bourses reported business at those 
centres at a standstill pending New 
York developments. Here is fresh testi- 
mony to the lately acquired primacy of 
the United States in the financial world. 
A New York panic is no longer a local 
affair, but a world-wide event of com- 
manding importance, calling a _ halt 
everywhere, shaking Europe as well as 
America. Explanation is simple enough 
—found in the new creditor position of 
this country. Any event which may 
tend to draw money here from abroad 
makes foreign Exchanges nervous, be- 
cause of the vast balance existing in our 
favor. It is true that exchange rates 
for the moment are at or approaching 
the point where it is profitable to export 
fold from New York, but that merely 
signifies that American credits are in 
process of extension. Had the late panic 
been the expression of a real need of 
money or the actual destruction of 
wealth, it would have meant that Eu- 
rope must pay up and restore the equi- 
librium. The actual contrary tendency 
of exchange is as reassuring a symptom 
as could be desired—proving the artifi- 
cial nature of our panic, and it demon- 
strates that nothing has occurred to in- 
terfere with the vast international oper- 
ations in which the United States is tak- 

Exports of gold should, 


of American securities—such shipments 
proving that what is needed abroad can 
be supplied from here without great ef- 
fort; that American loans to Europe can 
be continued or even expanded without 
appreciable contraction for home re- 
sources. Nothing is more certain than 
that if the contrary were the case gold 
would flow to instead of from New York, 
because ownership is vested here. 

It is always instructive to take a com- 
prehensive view of things. If the pro- 
fessionals of Wall Street, who are so 
nervous for the moment because of a 
shock to speculation, purely local, will 
extend their gaze to the whole financial 
world of which New York is but a part, 
though now the most important part, 
they will see that no real change has 
come about—they will find that nothing 
has lessened the buying or selling or 
loaning power of the United States; that 
nothing has weakened this country’s grip 
on the world's trade; that nothing has 
been lost; that no backward step has 
been taken. So much for the world situ- 
ation. At home the same inspiring con- 
ditions prevail—only in Wall Street has a 
discordant note been raised; and it must 
follow as the night the day that Wall 
Street cannot remain in dissonance with 
the country whose security market it is— 
securities being simply the negotiable 
form of actual property. So long as the 
thing itself is healthy the representative 
of the thing cannot long stay sickly; if 
railroads continue to do profitable busi- 
ness, the certificates of stocks represent- 
ing their profits cannot remain de- 
pressed. 

The immediate question is, How soon 
will investment demand counteract spec- 
ulative liquidation? That time cannot be 
far off, with so many sound dividend 
payers selling on a basis that yields from 


& to 7 per cent. to the investor, Capital 
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can be relied upon not to miss such op- 
portunities. 


BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 

It will be recalled that some weeks ago, 
when call money rates were ruling around 
6 per cent., the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company appeared in the market as a 
lender of money in considerable volume. 


Yesterday it developed that during the 
panic and since the Brooklyn Company 
again appeared as a large lender, having 
ut.out, so it is officially stated, between 
54,000,000 and $5,000,000, This money is part 
of a reserve fund heid by the company, and 
the gossips in the Street declare that out 
of it a first dividend on the stock is to bé 
yaid in midsummer.

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The following is the 
Weather Bureau's weekly summary of crop 
conditions: 

‘* While the week has been abnormally cool in 
the Upper Mississippi and Missourl Valleys, with 
frosts more or less damaging in the Missouri 
Valley,’ the temperature conditions as a whole 
have been favorable, but the area needing rain 
is much greater than in the previous week, and 
the effects of drought more serious, especially 
in the Gulf States. The generally abundant rains 
of the previous week over the Western plateau 
and Pacific Coast districts, followed by much 
warmer weather, have given highly favorable 
conditions*in that region. 

‘Corn planting in the Central Missouri and 
Mississippi Valleys has been somewhai delayed 
on account of low temperatures, but fair progress 
has been made, this work being nearly finished 
in Missour! and Kansas, In the Ohio Valley and 


Middle Atlantic States planting has made favor- 
in 


able progress, although somewhat retarded 
portions of West Virginia and Ohio. In the 
Southern States the crop is very uneven, has 


made a slow growth, and is generally in need 
of rain, although showers have afforded rellef 
in sections. 

‘‘The general absence 
part of Nebraska, Kansas, 
souri has somewhat checked the progress of 
Winter wheat, but elsewhere in the Winter 
wheat belt the condition of this crop continues 
generally very favorable, a decided improve- 
ment being reported from Michigan and Ohio. 
In Texas no improvement is reported. Wheat is 
now heading as far north as Tennessee and 
Southern Kansas. On the Pacific (oast_ reports 
continue favorable, except from extreme Southern 
California. 

‘*Spring wheat seeding is practically com- 
pleted, and the early sown is rooting and stool- 
ing satisfactorily. High winds have caused some 
damage to Spring wheat in South Dakota. 

‘‘Seeding of oats continues in the extreme 
northern districts, and harvesting has begun in 
Texas and Florida, Over the greater part of the 
Southern States, the crop has suffered much 
from drought, and is now meeding rain in the 
Lower Missouri Valley. In the Middle Atlantic 
States and Ohio Valley oats have made good 
growth, and are generally in promising condi- 
tion. Over the Southern portions of the Upper 
Missouri and Mississippi Valleys the early sown 
is rooting and stooling well. 

‘*In the western and central portions and over 
a considerable area in the eastern part of the 
cotton belt rain ts much needed for cotton. 
That planted since the cold of the latter part of 
April has germinated poorly, the stands being 
very irregular and unsatisfactory generally 
throughout the central and western districts. In 
the Carolinas fair to good stands and generally 
improved conditions are reported. 

‘Tobacco is doing well in Florida. Trans- 
planting is about finished in South Carolina, 
has made rapid progress in North Carolina, and 
preparation for this work is well advanced in 
Maryland, Virginia, and Tennessee. Plants 
are generally plentiful, and although small in 
some sectidbns, have generally made a _ rapid 
growth. 

‘* Frost is causing some injury to fruit in 
Missouri Valley, but the general outlook 
frult continues encouraging, although the re- 
ports from New York, Ohio, and Wisconsin 
specting apples are not favorable.

THE NEW YORK 
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COLUMBIA FRESHMEN 
WILL HAVE TO BEHAYE 


Upper Classmen Draw Up Rules for 
First Year Etiquette. 


Bow to President Low’s Dictum Re- 
garding Hazing, but Provide for 
Trouble Just the Same.

Mass meetings, were held yesterday by 
the four classes of the undergraduate 
schools of Columbia University to decide 
upon a course of action in regard to the 
suspension of six sophomores for participa- 
tion in the fight with the freshmen last 


Wednesday. 

Resolutions were drawn up and passed 
to the effect that all of the underclassmen 
who took part in the struggle, to the num- 
ber of 800 or 400, were as much at fault 
for the disturbance as the six sophomores 
who have been disciplined. The resolu- 
tions have been formally presented to Pres- 
ident Low, with the request that the sus- 
pended men be reinstated. 

A meeting between President Low and 
the Students’ Board of Representatives, 
composed of the Presidents of the under- 
graduate classes, was held behind closed 
doors on Monday. At. this conference 
the President suggested a set of resolu- 
tions which embody the ideas which he 
means to enforce in regard to underclass 
fights in the future. The resolutions are 


as follows: 

Whereas, Class fights between the sophomores 
and freshmen on the campus and in the streets 
are injurious to the good name of Columbia; and 

Whereas, Such disturbances on the campus In- 
terfere with the university exercises; and 

Whereas, Hazing candidates for admission 
militates against their success in passing the ex- 
aminations; 

Be it resolved—(1) That we, the undergradu- 
ates of Columbia, the College and the Schools of 
Applied Science, condemn class fights upon the 
campus and in the streets, and (2) That we are 
opposed to the hazing of candidates for admis- 
sion; and 

Be it resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to the President of the University. 

These resolutions have been submitted 
to President Low, and, although he has 
made no reply, it is generally understood 
that the sentence will be removed from 
the suspended sophomores. 

In addition to the resolutions presentea 
for the suppression of class strife, the 
Board of Representatives adopted another 
set of rules of quite a different character. 
The second set provides for the govern- 
ment of the freshmen, and if enforced, as 
the Board of Representatives promises it 
will be, President Low’s efforts toward 
peace on the heights may be nullified and 
more fights than ever follow. The second 
set is as follows: 

We, the undergraduates of the College and 
Schools of Applied Science of Columbia Univer- 
sity agree to enforce the following rules for the 
government of freshmen: 

(1) Freshmen shall not smoke pipes unless they 
win two out of three bouts in the annual cane 
spree, and then only after Feb. 22 of the year 
following. 

(2) Freshmen shall not carry canes unless they 
win the annual tug-of-war, and then only after 
Feb. 22 of the year following. 

(3) Freshmen must keep off the grass plots of 
the college campus. 

(4) Freshmen must not sit upon the ledges 
nor upen the steps of the library. 

(5) Freshmen must not wear caps with prepar- 
atory school insignia. 

(6) Freshmen must not enter the college tavern 
except in the company of an upper classman. 

It is expected that these rules will be 
enforced by student sentiment, but the 
‘spirit '’ of the freshmen is looked to to 
provide trouble in. that event. Any trouble 
which may arise, however, will not be 
settled on the campus, nor on the streets 
around the university, but on South Field, 
opposite the library. Here, as far as the 
Faculty is concerned, underclassmey may 
hold their rushes from early morn till 
dewy eve. 

Columbia will probably have just as many 
fights as before, but student broils, it is 
thought, have been banished forever from 
the college campus. 


BENEDICT BUILDING LEASED. 


Smith, Gray & Co. Take It for a Term 
of Twenty-one Years. 


The Benedict Building, at the southwest 
corner of.Broadway and Cortlandt Street, 
has been leased to Smith, Gray & Co., the 
clothiers, for a term of twenty-one years, 
for an aggregate rental of something over 
$1,000,000. The present lekse of the struc- 
ture to Benedict Brothers does not expire 
until May 1, 1902, but !tmmediately after 
that date the new lessees will make exten- 
sive alterations to the building, rendering 
it suitable for the purposes of their busi- 
ness. The lease was negotiated through 
Brokers M. & L. Hess. 

Read Benedict, the present head of the 
Benedict firm, said yesterday afternoon 


that that concern had not yet selected its 
new location. He added, however, that they 
were perfectly agreeable to the proposed 
change; that their new store would be on 
Broadway, would be considerably larger 
than their present one, and would be in a 
fireproof building. 

The removal of the Benedict store from 
the Cortlandt Street corner will mark the 
passing of one of the best known land- 
marks on lower Broadway. The Benedict 
concern was founded by the father of Read 
Benedict in 1819, in a small store at the 
northeast corner of Wall and William 
Streets. Subsequently this property was 
taken for the Merchants’ Exchange and 
was finally included in the site of the pres- 
ent Custom House. In 1843 Mr. Benedict 
moved his business to 5 Wall Street. In 
1860 he gave up his active interest in the 
concern, the business being continued by 
his sons, who in 1863 leased the entire 
building which they have since occupied at 
Broadway and Cortlandt Street. The latter 
is a six-story iron-front structure, built in 
1854 for Peter Gilsey, and was regarded at 
that time as peragee the finest office build- 
ing in the city. The property is owned by 
John H. Pell, who was the lessor in the 
present transaction. 


FIANCE’S NEGRO BLOOD A BAR. 


Miss Rector Breaks Her Engagement 
When Dr. Wilkenson Discloses 
the Truth. 


Dr. Thomas Tucker Wilkenson, who con- 
ducts dental rooms at Warren and Mont- 
gomery Streets, Jersey City, and Miss 
Rector, a daughter of the late Dr. Pierson 
Rector, who was a Surgeon in the United 
States Army, became engaged in November 
last. Their betrothal was celebrated by a 
dinner given at a New York hotel, and 
they were to have been married in June. 

It was not known publicly until yesterday 
that the engagement had been broken in 


February last, and that the reason ven 
was that Dr. Wilkenson had negro blood 
in his veins. 

Miss Rector and her mother declined to 
be seen in relation to the matter, but Dr. 
Wilkenson said the story was true. 

‘“*IT have only a trace of negro blood in 
my veins,"’ said he, ‘‘ but when Mrs. Rector 
asked me about my family, I told her the 
truth. Then she and her daughter decided 
to break the engagement. That is all there 
is_to say about it.”’ 

Dr. Wilkenson was graduated from the 
Dental School of the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1896. Except for his own ad- 
mission no one would suppose him to hte 
anything but a white person. 


Mrs. Westerman’s Will Not Probated. 


A jury in the Supreme Court yesterday 
decided that the will of Mrs. Mabel West- 
erman should not be probated. Mrs. West- 
erman inherited $250,000 from her father, 
David W. Manwaring. She was at that 


time living with Gabriel L. Chevalier, who 
had been divorced by his wife. Mrs. West- 
erman left her preperes in trust to Chev- 
alier for her child, Richard Westerman, 
who was eight years. old. The boy’s 
grandmother, Mrs, Isadora L. Manwaring, 
had him, and refused to give him to Chev- 
alier, who sought to get possession of him 
on a writ of habeas corpus. Justice Law- 
rence decided that he was not a fit person 
to have the boy. A contest of the will be- 
fore Surrogate Varnum resulted in its be- 
ing admitted. The appeal to the Supreme 
Court followed.

READ OF THE BOWERY. 
BUT THIS BEAT IT 


First Night Experiences in New 
York of Two Young Canadians. 


Fancied They Were Attacked by Burg- 
lars, They Escaped Out the Window, 
Scaled Fences, and Wound Up 


in the Police Station. 


William H. Frikes and John F. Howie, 
two young tailors of Frederickstown, New 
Brunswick, who came here on Monday to 
seek their fortunes, will remember their 
first night in New York for some time to 
come. Before they had ever thought of 
coming to New York they had read of the 
perils of the Bowery and the Tenderloin, 
but they both admitted in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday that for real 
excitement their first night in the metropo- 
lis exceeded their wildest anticipations. 

Their experiences included a supposed at- 
tempt to rob them by burglars, wild efforts 
on their part to attract assistance by shout- 
ing and burning pieces of paper at the open 
window of their room, a thrilling slide 
down a rope made of sheets from their 
bed, and finally a wild scramble over back 
yard fences, ending, for Howie, in a fall 
through the glass roof of a conservatory. 

Herbert Talent, who keeps a boarding 
house at 33 West Sixteenth Street, and 
who took in hand the task of sheltering the 
two young Canadians, says that he will re- 
member the happenings as long as_ his 
bearders will. As a result of their adven- 
tures he was held in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court on a charge of intoxication, 
while the two strangers were discharged 
after they had told their experiences to the 
court. 

Howle, who has a wife and four children 
at home, and Wilkes came to this city 
with the idea of learning to cut out ladies’ 
garments in the very latest fashions, They 
went to J. W. Mitchell's tailoring school at 
122 Fifth Avenue on Monday morning, and 
while there asked advice as to a good place 
to board. Recommended to the house kept 


by Talent they went there that night, and 
were given a room in the rear of the third 
floor. 

About midnight, they say, they were dis- 
turbed by some noise outside their door, 
very loud and alarming, caused, they 
thought, by some one trying to get into 
their room with a jimmy. Filled with vague 
fears of murder and robbery, they pushed 
their bedstead ecross the door and in- 
trenched themselves behind it. 

‘““Why don’t you go in and knock them 
down?" they heard a woman's voice say, 
or fancied they did, which had the same 
effect. 

This was too much for Howie, and run- 
ning to the window he threw it open and 
screamed for a policeman. Wilkes second- 
ed his efforts to attract attention by burn- 
ing scraps of paper at the open window, as 
beacons of distress. But these efforts only 
caused the noise in the hall to grow louder 
and louder—so they said—and it seemed 
that the door might give way at any mo- 
ment. 

Finally they caught the sheets from their 
bed and twisted them into a rope that 
reached part of the way down to the vard 
below. Then, when the terrible uproar in 
the hall was at its height, they fastened 
one end to the window sill and slid down. 

They had to take a considerable drop to 
the pavement in the back yard when they 
reached the end of their rope and both 
were badly shaken up by it. hey climbed 
the fence on one side of the yard, and 
Wilkes, who was tired out by his efforts, 
rolled off and fell into the yard on the 
other side. Howie, spurred on by the dan- 
ger he thought surrounded him, scaled 
fence after fence until he arrived at the 
yard of the house occupied by Mrs. Galt at 
44 West Seventeenth Street. There is a 
conservatory in this yard and Howie in his 
mad leap crashed through its glass roof 
like a circus performer jumping through a 
paper ring. 

A moment later he omenens from the 
conservatory, cut in several places, and 
rushed into the cellar, where he found shel- 
ter in a coal bin. He was dragged out a 
few moments afterward by Policeman Don- 
nelly of the West Thirtieth Street Station, 
who had just succeeded in arresting Wilkes, 
under the impression that he was a burglar. 

The two Canadians were taken back to 
their boarding house, where Talent met 
them. at the door. After questioning him 
the policeman decided to put him under ar- 
rest on a charge of intoxication. When 
arraigned in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday Talent was unable to ex- 
plain the uproar in his hallway on the pre- 
vious night. 


COUNTESS’S WEDDING POSTPONED 


Came Here to Wed, Must Now Return to 
Italy to Nurse Her Sick Mother. 


After journeying from Italy to this coun- 
try to become the bride of the sweetheart 
of her childhood, the Countess Ermelinda 
Califano has been called back to her native 
land to nurse her sick mother, and the wed- 
ding has been postponed. 

Arthur E. Raitano, a young pharmacist 
of 343 Smith Street, Brooklyn, who is to 
wed the Countess, is a cousin of his bride- 
to-be. The Countess came here from Na- 
ples a short time ago, and the marriage 
was to have taken place to-day. The moth- 
er of the Countess fell ill, and the latter 
was suddenly called back to Italy. It is ex- 
pected that she will return next month 
when the wedding will take place. ;

Judge Freedman Decides Application of 
Stromberg vs. Jaffe—Rights of 
Litigants. 

Justice Freedman, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday decided that Municipal Judge 
Hermann Bolte must file papers which 
were submitted to him in an action brought 
by Philip Stromberg against Samuel Jaffe 
to recover money due on two promissory 

notes. 

The case was commenced in Judge Bolte’s 
court, and Benjamin & Loeser, counsel for 
Mr. Jaffe, asked that the action be trans- 
ferred to another district, as neither party 
lived in the district. Affidavits were sub- 
mitted to show that Stromberg, who is an 


installment dealer, had over 300 cases be- 
fore Judge Bolte’s court last year and 
153 so far this year, and that he did not 
live in the district and had no right to 
sue there. Judge Bolte denied the motion 
to transfer the case, and at the same time 
refused to make the papers handed up by 
Jaffe’s counsel a part of the record. In de- 
eclaring that a writ of mandamus must 
issue to compel the Judge to do this, Jus- 
tice Freedman says: 

The proper and orderly administration of 
justice requires that the rights of litigants should 
be jealously guarded and protected, and the 
papers submitted to the courts for the purpose of 
raising proper legal questions should be pre- 
served, and especially so when the Justice before 
whom a motion is made peremptorily dismisses 
the same without an examination into the merits 
of the application as set forth in the moving 
papers submitted to him. 

In addition to the application for the 
writ of mandamus in regard to the papers, 
counsel renewed the application they had 
made to Justice O'Gorman and then with- 
drawn for another writ compelling Judge 
Bolte to transfer the case to some other 
District Court. As to this point, Justice 
Freedman cites the only cases which have 
been decided. They are two. and both of 
them relate to Judge Bolte. In these cases 
the Supreme Court Justices held that the 
proper method to follow was by appeal 
after judgment. The Justice says that in 
the absence of decisions of higher courts 
he will follow the two already given, so 
decides against the writ of mandamus for 
transfer. Benjamin & Loeser will appeal 
from the decision in order to get a ruling 
from the higher courts. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


TESTIMONY ERRONEOUSLY EXCLUDED.— 
Edmund Huerstel, as attorney for Eugene 
H. Lecour, instituted proceedings to ob- 
tain from the City Chamberlain surplus 
moneys realized in the foreclosure of a 
first mortgage, Lecour, as executor, being 
the owner of a second mortgage. When 
a check was drawn by the City Cham- 
berlain to the order of Lecour, it was in- 
dorsed by the attorney, it was claimed, 
without the consent of the payee. Huerstel 
exchanged checks with a depositor in the 
Importers and Traders’ National Bank, and 
appropriated to his own use the amount 
of the check he received. In an action 
brought by the administrator of Lecour, 
who died since the tramsaction, to recover 
from the depositor and the bank the 
amount of the check, the defendants set up 
that the executor authorized Huerstel to 
indorse the’ Chamberlain’s check; that sub- 
sequently there was a ratification by the 
executor, and that the executor received 
the money so collected by the attorney. 
The case has been tried twice before ref- 
erees. Judgment for the plaintiff on the 
first trial was reversed by the Appellate 
Division in Brooklyn for errors committed 
in the reception of evidence, although the 
Court reached the conclusion that the evi- 
dence was sufficient to support the findings 
of the referee. The Appellate Division in 
this city has again ordered a reversal of a 
judgment for the plaintiff, this time on the 
ground that it was an error to exclude the 
testimony of the attorney, Huerstel, under 
Section 829 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
The witness, the Court holds, by Justice 
Hatch, was not a party to the action, nor 
did he have a disqualifying interest in the 
result. This disqualifying interest must 
be a legal interest. Justice Ingraham, 
however, does not thing Huerstel was a 
competent witness. Huerstel, he says, was 
a person from, through or under whom 
the depositor derived his interest or title 
in the check.

EASEMENTS.—John Hoge refused to accept 
title to certain premises on Fifth Avenue, 
giving as a reason that Henrietta Kahn 
had no right to grant the premises, “ to- 
gether with a valid unencumbered and per- 
petual easement of light and air,”’ over a 
certain court yard. In the submission of a 
controversy between them to the Appellate 
Division, it was shown that Robert Graves, 


Mrs. Kahn's grantor, had purchased the 
premises from Augustus Pottier, who had 
altered the building on one of his lots so 
that a court yard was recessary, and this 
was formed by leaving fifty feet in the 
rear free of buildings. A small vacant lot 
adjoining, which was granted to Graves, 
was cenveyed with the stipulation that no 
buildings were to be erected on the yard. 
and was to bind the heirs, executors, and 
assigns. Graves enacted a _ seven-story 
house on the lot purchased, and also on an 
adjoining lot. At or just before Graves 
took title a tenant who had leased the 
building on the largez lot agreed that Pot- 
tier might grant to Graves “the right to 
the light and air of the yard and may cove- 
nant that he will not build on said yard.” 
Mrs. Kahn's contention that the covenant 
as to the court yard is a perpetual ease- 
ment and runs with the title to the lot, is 
upheld in an opinion by Justice McLaugh- 
lin, who says that altheugh the interest 
transferred in the yard was less than the 
entire title, the covenants were in support 
ot what was transferred, and related to 
the Leneficial enjcvment of it and consti- 
tute a material part of its value.

RELEASE AS TO ONE PARTNER RELEASES 
Auu.—In an action to recover for rent 
brought by Frank H. Finch against Samuel 
Simon and others, as co-partners, the de- 
fendants set up that because plaintiff had 
released one of them by a general release 
under seal, he thereby released all, as the 


co-partnership had never been dissolved. 
A motion at Trial Term to dismiss the com- 
plaint on this ground was denied, and now, 
on appeal, the Appellate Division has re- 
versed the judgment. The Court, by Jus- 
tice Ingraham, says that if is not disputed, 
but that at common law a release is to 
one joint debtor is a release of the liab'lity 
of the others. Section 1,942 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, allowing a joint debtor Jo 
make a separate composition with his cred- 
itor, was held not to apply because the 
section expressly provides that a composi- 
tion cannot be made by a partner for a 
artnership debt, and there was nothing 
n the case to show that the partnership 
had ever been dissolved by consent or 
otherwise, eNO
